MANY DEMOCRATS RECEIVE THE 
BEPORT WITH SATISFACTION, 


BOME, HOWEVER, SAY THERE ARE 


ENOUGH PRONOUNCED PARTY MEN 
FOR ALL OFFICES—THE STORY MOST 
POSITIVELY CONFIRMED BY MANY 
PERSONS IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Two things are plain 

$o be seen in Washington. One is that a large 
umber of the Democrats accept with satisfac- 
tion the report that Judge Gresham is to go into 
the Cabinet, while the rest admit the ability 
of the man selected, but protest that there are 
Pemocrats enough to fill all of the offices. 
' Those who have detected something more in 
the selection of Judge Gresham for Secretary of 
Btate, or Secretary of the Interior, fancy they 
findin himaman temporarily chosen for the 
Cabinet, in orderthat he may have a party 
training forthe Supreme Court, to which he 
may be translated after the retirement of 
Justice Field. Men like Representative An- 
drew, who says, “I don’t believe it,’’ cannot see 
‘why it is necessary to take an entirely new man, 
andimagine there is something wrong in the 
report. 

The report, however, is most positively con- 
firmed by persons here, who say they know that 
it is true, and Mr. Springer knew it so well that 
he telegraphed a friend in Texas, and the news 
‘was telegraphed back as an indication of the 
‘weight of the word of a man of prominence. It 
May be seen, from some samples of comment 

ven below, that the appointment, or the re- 

Tt thatithas been made, is received with 
favor by the Indiana men, and with more or less 
reluctance by some others. 

It is perfectly evident that, if Mr. Gresham 
goes into the Cabinet, he will feel that he isin 
the society of strangers forsometime. Person- 


ally, he will overcome that very soon, and po- 
litically he is said by Indianians to have been 
uite a Democrat when he wrote his letter pre- 
erring Oleveland to Harrison, although he 
there said he was a Republican, but not in line 
‘with the platform of his gore on the tariff. 
There was a general desire to hear Senator 
Palmer's views on the subject, and he was 
obliged to answer many questions. Finally he 
resorted to a story to express his sentiments.

By means of this veracious tale, Gen. Palmer 
sought to make it plain to his interrogators that 
he was perfectly satisfied with the selection of 
Mr. Gresham and, in fact, that he would be 
willing to accept any good man for a Cabinet 
eet Despite the General’s apparent satis- 

action his intimate friends know that he has 

indul in some very lurid remarks since the 
report of Judge Gresham's preferment became 
known. He said this morning to a friend that 
if Mr. Gresham became a member of the Cab- 
inet, and there seemed little doubt that he 
would, his could certainly be called a non-parti- 
gan appointment. 

The General added that there are a great 
smany Illinois Democrats who would undoubt- 
edly feel very sore to learn of Mr. Gresham's 
selection. One of these Illinois Democrats, who 
is a member of the House, when asked this 
morning his opinion of the report, replied: 

“It is true, absolutely true; but I would 
fer not to give you my wee opinion of it.” 

Senator Gorman told a friend this morning 
that he knew it to bea fact that Judge Gresh- 
am had been offered a place in the Cabinet. 
He was inolined to think that he had been 
selected for the Seoretaryship of State, but 
‘was not positive on that point. He believed 
that Mr. Gresham would either take the port- 
folio of State, or that of the Interior. It was 
difficult to discover from Mr. Gorman's manner 
whether he favored the choice of Judge Gresh- 
amor not. This seems to be a case regarding 
‘whose merits the politicians have very little to 


gay. 

ik is stated, on what seems to be good anthori- 
ty, that Judge Gresham was tendered a place 
on Jan. 27 last. The fact that the report of his 
selection for a Cabinet position was first pub- 
lished in a paper which has of late main ed 
the most friendly relations with him is regarded 
@s an indication that he himself made known 
the fact of his selection. 

Republican Senators have shown a disposition 
to avoid the subject when questioned. “It is 
mone of our ir,’ said one who was asked as 
to the effect Mr. Gresham’s selection would

There has been renewed talk to-day about the 
Becretaryship of the Interior. Mr. Carlisle is 
credited 4vith the statement that Hoke Smith 
ot Atianta has been tendered the position and 
has accepted it. When questioned on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Carlisle had nothing to say for publi- 
eation. Mr. Smith himself, who bas been in the 
city several days, is silent on the subject. 

Indiana men speak favorably of the selection 
ef Judge Gresham. Representative Brown, who 
\s one of the strongest Democrats in the Indiana 
delegation, said that he was so pleased with the 
nag that it seemed to him too good te 

true. Judge Gresham, he said, was one of 
the ablest men in the country, one of the most 
popular among men of all parties in Indiana, 
and he did not think that he was ever anything 
but a Democrat in principle on all important 
questions that divide the two parties. 

His selection meets with almost universal 
favor among Indiana Democrats. The Post- 
master of the House, Mr. Dalton, who is one of 
the best-informed Democrats of Indiana, speaks 
in the highest terms of the selection and says 
that his only fear is that it may not turn out 
true that the selection is made. He says it 
‘would be impossible to make a better choice. 

Representative Bynum (Dem., Ind.,) said: “I 
iike the selection, and it will be received by 
most of the Democrats in Indiana with great 
favor.

the Cirouit Court. 

The Judge studiously avoided all reference to 
politics in his conversation with visitors, and 
even his old aequaintances, who expected a 
possible crumb of pews in the shape of an 
aflirnf&tion or denial, came away as wise as 
they went in. 

While the Judge continues reticent, his course 
in s0 closely applying himself to the work of 
preparing decisions in cases previously heard is 
interpreted as an indication of his intention to 
clear up the work now before him preparatory 
to retiring from the beneb.

POPULISTS IN WYOMING MAKE A BREAK 
TO GEN. THOMPSON. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Feb. 10.—There has 
been a radical change in the Senatorial situa 
tion. Mr. New has retired from the race, after 
leading for nineteen ballots. Gen. J. CO, Thomp- 
s0n is now the foremost Democratic candidate. 
He was brought out by the Populists. 

In the joint session Speaker Tibball, the bell- 
wether of the Weaverites, said he was satisfied 
there was no chance to send a third party man 


to Washington. He had been instructed by his 
constituents to use his judgment when this con- 
dition was reached. He then announced a vote 
for Mr. Thompson. ‘Three other Populists 4 
changed their votes to Mr. Thompson. The 
fifth Populist isa man who will not vote fora 
Democrat umder any circumstances, being a 
“bloody-shirt’’ Kepublican. Seven Democrats 
then changed their votes to Mr, Thompson. 

Republicans, fearing a stampede, began ma- 
newavring to block an election. Two of them 
voted for Beck (Dem.) and one for Baxter 
(Vem.) This action prevented the adherents of 
Messrs. Beck and Baxter from going to Mr. 
Taompson and ending the contest. 

The excitement on the floor and in the gal- 
leries and the House was intense. There was 
great confusion and it was heightened when at 
the end of fifteen minutes the vote was read 
with a couple of errors in it. This was the bal- 
lot: Vandeventer, (Rep.,) 19; Thempson,(Dem.,) 
11; Beck, (Dem.,) 8; Baxter, (Dem.,) 3; New, 
(Dem.,) 3; Miller, (Dem.,) 2; Corn, (Dem.,) 1; 
Brown, (Populist,) 1. 

Mr. New says he is fer Thompson. Baxter 
will go to Thompson, The Republicans, who 
hate Thompson, are endeavoring to get Beck to 
keep up the fight. 

The indications now are thata Senator will 
be elected to-morrow, and that it will be Beck 
or Thompson. Mr. Warren, the present Repub- 
lican Senator, has not yet givenup. Agents of 
his had three Mormon Democrats out for a wine 
supper last night. Special workers in the per- 
sons of a Bishop and acounselor of the Utah 
Church were on hend. The meeting was broken 
up by the appearance of # Republican Mormon, 
whe nas a grievance z2gainst Mr. \Warren, and 
whose brother was one of the Democrats 
present. 

The fight is red hot to-night, and there is talk 
of allsorts of jobbery. A Democrat who was 
shadowed by Republican spies till 5 this morn- 
ing says he will shoot if they come around tv- 
night. 


ADAMS COMPANY’S BIG FIGHT. 





THE CASE AGAINST EX-PRESIDENT 
== CLAPP SPOONER OPENED. 


BRIDGEPORT, Feb. 10.—To-day, in the Superior 
Court in this city before Judge Thayer, the great 
legal battle of the Adams Express Company 
against ex-President Clapp Spooner of this 
city was opened. The main point in the de- 
fense that Mr. Spooner is to introduce was 
shown to-day. The case came up on a de- 
murrer entered by the defendant. 

The original complaint alleged that Mr. 
Bpooner, with John Hoey and others, had mis- 
appropriated abont $700,000, Mr. Spooner at 


the time holding a fiduciary position with the 
company. While acting as Trustee the de- 
fendant had, with Mr. Hoey, purchased from 
Bherwin & Taft the stock of the New-York and 
Boston Dispatch Company, the Kinsley Ex- 
press Company, and the Union Express Coi- 
pany for about $150,000 and turned it over to 
the Adams Company for $850,000, 

The purchase of the stock of the three smaller 
companies is admitted, but it is claimed that 
Mr. Bpooner is not liable in any way because 
at the time the stock was purchased he was not 
a Trustee of the company. 

Mr. Spooner held the office of manager of the 
Adams Express Company from July 4, 1884, to 
Oct. 1,1891. He was Trustee from May, 18384, 
to May, 1887, and again from May, 1888, to 
Octeber, 1891. The second half of the transac- 
tion was effected during the interim from May, 
1887, to May, 1888, when he was not a Trustee, 
~~ the first part in 1882, before he went into 
office. 

Another point is that the defendant should 
have a trial by jury. Steddard, Bishop, and 
Shelton, representing the express company, 
claim the case is one for a court of equity. The 
questions already raised in the matter are tle 
most technioal in the law, and there will be an 
appeal to the Supreme Court whichever way 
Judge Thayer decides. 





MR. LAMOURE IS DISGUSTED.

BE SAYS HEREAFTER HE SHALL VOTE 
AS HE PLEASES. 


GRAND FORKS, N. D., Feb. 10.—After seventy- 
twe ballots have been taken in caucus for Sen- 
atorial candidate Mr. Lamoure of Pembina 
withdrew from last evening’s caucus, character- 
izing it as a farce from the beginning. Said 
Mr. Lamoure: 

“If Republicans canrjot come together I am 
done with caucusing, and shall hereafter act 
and vote as I please.” 

Mr. Lamoure’s action in bolting the caucus 
has completely demoralized the other Repub- 
lican members, and it resulted in breaking up 
the caucus. His action is interpreted by some 
as a scheme to bring Senator Casey back into 
the field as a candidate. 

The action of the joint session yesterday and 
the result of last evening’s caucus lead many 
to believe that the Republicans will not wait to 
elect a Senator; that they will break lines and 
vote for a Democrat or continue balloting until 
the close of the session, leaving the appoint- 
ment after adjournment to Gov. Shortridge. 

Three ballots were taken to-day without 
choice and then the session adjourned. There is 
some tulk that Henry F. Miller, a banker, will 
be elected to-morrow. He is a Republican of

OFFICERS ARE DELIGHTED

WITH THE ACTION OF THE VESU- 
VIUS’S GUNS YESTERDAY. 


THE FUSES WERE LIGHTED WITH PER- 
FECT SAFETY—EACH GUN DUPLI- 
CATED ITS FIRST SHOT—ALL THE 
PROJECTILES FELL VERY CLOSE TO 
THE BUOY LINE. 


Port Roya, 8 C., Feb. 10.—The Vesuvius 
resumed her practice to-day. A strong south- 
west wind came up in the early morning, which 
swept the bank of low-hanging, murky clouds 
outof the heavens. The harbor was leftin a 
somewhat turbulent condition, but quieted 
down before noon, leaving propitious oondl- 
tions for the continuance of the tests. 

Ascore of officers from the two war ships 
had been in attendance at a ball in Beaufort 
over night, and came down the river in the 
Wahneta. The Philadelphia and the Vesuvius 
were lying in the positions they have respect- 
ively oocupied for the last few days. The 
Wahneta lay to an for hour or more waiting for 
orders. The Vesuvius had up steam and was 
ready to move uponorders. The Philadelphia’s 
steam launch took the members of the board 
over tothe Vesuvius, and half an hour later 
that vessel swung slowly around and steamed 
in the direction of the course. 

The Wahneta was hailed by Capt. Barker and 
ordered in the name of the board to take a posi- 
tion halfa mile off the target. Lient. Acker- 
man, in the Philadelphia’s steam launch, made 
ready tosecure photographs of exploding shells. 
Observers on the Hilton Head shore took the 
angles of falling projectiles. 

When the Wabneta reached her station it was 
discovered that the target had too much stray 
line, and had drifted about fifty yards away 


from the buoy marking the two-thousand-yard 
line. It was too late to remedy the matter. 

The Vesuvius was ignorant of this position of 
buoy and target until her officers were informed 
of it laterin the day. Lhe buoys were all accu- 
rate, and as the target kept the lateral of fire 
perfectly it was impossible to tell trom the deck 
of the vessel that it had become displaced. 

The Vesuvius had crept across the harbor, and 
as she swung slowly into the buoy line signals 
were fiying from her masthead. She steamed 
briskly up to the two-thousand-yard buoy, stop- 
ping her engines almost as she reached it. She 
was, however. still moving when the firat shot 
was fired. 

From the deck of the Wahneta the flicht of the 
projectiles was perfect. A slight breath of 
white vapor curling from the deck of the Vesu- 
vius indicated that the first shot had been fired. 
An instant later the eye of the observér took u 
the projectile. Ata distance of a mile the shel 

ooked like a sea gull sweeping in graceful 

ight through the sky. The curved line of its 
course is perfect, rising high up into the 
heavens, and making the beautiful symmetry of 
its course until it is lostin the water. 

As the projectile approaches, its proportions 
greatly increase, and before making ite final 
plunge it appears half of its actual size. The 
first shell fired was from the starboard gun, and 
fell practically on the buoy line. An instant 
later it was distinctly observed to appear be- 
yond the target. There was no explosion audl- 
bie from the decks of the Wahneta. 

The second shot fired was from the middle 
gun. Its lateral course was as perfect as that 
of its predecessor, butits fall was different. It 
fell within a few feet of the target line, prob- 
ably slightly to the left ofit. This latter item 
is considered important, in view of the fact that 
the wind was blowing from the southwest and 
directly across its course. No explosion was 
heard to follow the submersion of the projectile. 

The third and fourth shots were fired from 
the port and starboard guns, each falling 
practically on the buoy line, or about fifty yards 
short of the target. Persons on the Wahneta 
heard no explosion from either shell. 

The fifth and last projectile fired gave emi- 
nently more satisfactory results than any of its 
predecessors. The projectile fell so close to the 
target that persons onthe bow ofthe Wahneta 
had the target shut out from their view by the 
colusnn of spray, which leapt forty feet into the 
air. An instant later the short report from the 
bursting projectile was heard. A slight up- 
heaval of the water followed. 

This shot ended the day’s practice, and the 
boats were signaled to return. The Ves=viua 
got under way and steamed upto the targost. 
Having unshipped it, she made a détour of the 
western coast of the harbor, and then returned 
to her moorings alongside the naval station 
dock. 

Late this afternoon the Wahneta towed the 
lighter, loaded with projoctiles, down tothe 
Vesuvius, and seven shells were removod to the 
vessel’s deck. The guncotton has been re- 
moved from these projectiles, and it will be re- 
placed by gunpowder. 

THE NEW: York TIMES’s correspondent visited 
the officers of the Vesuvius this afternoon and 
asked them for their opinion of the day's work. 
After the first three shots had been tired it was 
thought advisable to replace the guncotton 
primersinthe sbells by powder primers. This 
was done on the supposition that cuncotton 
would not detonate powder, the action of the 
former being so very much more rapid than the 
latter that the powder would be dispersed before 
it eould be exploded by the guncotton. 

This view of the matter is taken by all the 
officers of the Vesuvius, and it was indorsed by 
Capt. Rapieff. The otlicers state that they dis- 
tinotly heard the explosion from the last two 
shells, and they added that through their 
giasses they were enabled to discover all the 
surface indications of an explosion. 

This is not agreed with by the unoflicial ob- 
servers on the Wabhneta. The latter were also 
watching the shell through glasses. 

Capt. Kapietf expressed bimself as not only 
satisfied but delighted by the day’s work It 
had been satisfactorily demonstrated that the 
fuses could be fired with perfect safety. He 
was of the opinion thatall the shelis had ex- 
ploded. The officers of the vessel were exultant 
over the results accomplished. Lieut. Snroe- 
der called attention to the fact that each 
gun had duplicated its first shot. The first and 
tourth shots from the starbuard gun fell on the 
buoy line. The single shot from the port gun 
fellaear them, while the two projectiles from 
the middle gun had each fallen within a few 
feet of the target. 

This was a proof of the fact that each gun 
would duplicate its own results. The seven 
shelis taken from the lighter this afternoon will 
be prepared for tiring by to-morrow, when the 
tests will be resumed. The Vesuvius will re- 
turn to the lower harbor in the morning. The 
same course will be used to-morrow, and the 
only changes made will be in the distances 
from which the —— are fired. 

If the pneumatic guns continue as they have 
begun, it is not improbable that the stock of 
barrels whichis doing duty as a target will be 
blown into smithereens.

MANITOBA SCHOOL QUESTION. 


ARCHBISHOP TACHE’S CIRCULAR BEAR- 
ING ON CATHOLIC EDUCATION. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 10.—Archbishop Tache of 8t. 
Boniface, Manitoba, has issued a circular on 
the question of Catholic education, copies of 
which were received by members of Pariiament 
to-day. He endeavors to show by voluminous 
quotations that there is no lack of harmony 
between the Pope, the third Council of Balti- 
more, und Archbishop Satolli on the United 
States school question, and adds that he does 
not intend to bring this forward as a solution 
of the local difficulty, because he considérs that 
the legal status of Catholicos in Manitoba is 
quite different from that of the United States. 

The Manitoba Provincial Legislature abol- 
ished Roman Catholic separate schools two 
years ago. The Roman Catholics appealed un- 
successfully to the courts, the case having been 
carried to the Imperial Privy Council in Lon- 
don, England. Now they have appealed direct 
to the Dominion Parliament for remedial legis- 
lation. 

The Archbishop, after reviewing the condl- 
tion of affairsin the United States and the in- 


struction of the Popein reference to education 
in that country, concludes as follows: 

“The Church maintains that she is the de- 
vinely established power to teach truth and 
morals, and that she prescribes the necessity of 
religious instruction in the schools, dreading 
greatly the consequences of neutral instruction 
in public institutions forthe young. The Church 
acknowledges the right of parents, and indi- 
cates their duties with regard to the education 
of their children. 

‘“«The Church is not antagonistic to the civil 
power, and recognizes the opportuneness of the 
Btate helping education, but at the same time it 
repudiates the idea of purely secular education, 
and gives such good advice that, if followed, it 
would secure to each of the three divinely-in- 
stituted powers their respective freedom of 
action, and that tothe advantage of the Com- 


monwealth, as well as of familics and of indi. 


viduals. 

“The Church in ita wisdom recognizes that 
the ordinary rules admit of relaxation in ex- 
ceptional cases; then she leaves to her ohief 
pastors to decide on each particular instance, 
and insists all the more that greater caution 
should be taken to remove the prejudicial con- 
sequences which may arise from the dispensa- 
tion.” 


4A CRISIS IS AT HAND. 


— 
THE KANSAS POPULISTS PROPOSE TO 
DEFY THE COURTS. 


ToreKa, Kan., Feb. 10.—The Populists in cau- 
cus last night decided upon a final plan of aoc 
tion, and, in pufsuance with instructions then 
issued, the Populist House this afternoon 
passed ten of the Senate appropriation bills, 
thus inviting the test. 

The Republicans have been anxious to apply 
action in the courts. The Populists determined 
to go ahead with the long-delayed legislation, 
and when the temporary restraining order is 
issued by the District Judge te prevent the 
State Treasurer from paying eut any of the 
State funds, that official will disregard the 


order. He will act under caucus directions, 
hold that a District Judge cannot set aside the 
provisions of the Constitution, dofining the 
duties of a State official, and therefore will pay 
no heed to the order served on him. 

In case the Judge commits him for contempt, 
it is alleged that the quorum will at once par- 
don him and set him free. The Kepublicans 
have learned of this contemplated manner of pro- 
ceedings and have taken steps to vounteract it. 
They will op Tuesday next bring the suit before 
Judge Johuson, Circuit Judge, who will direct 
the Sheriff to pay no attention to any pardon or 
order emanating from the Executive officer, 
but hold the State Treasurer in jail if he violates 
the order of the court, holdihg that, while the 
Governor may pardon crimes and misdemean- 
ors, he has no jurisdiction in cases of contempt. 

Some of the Republicans hold that Treasurer 
Biddle will not obey the caucus and disregard 
the order of the court, but sofar nota single 
man has bad the courage to in the least degree 
disregarded the order issued by the Populist 
caucus. 

All three houses have adjourned until Monday 
afternoon, and the members are expecting a 
crleis of some sort Tuesday. 








COFFEE MADE OF DOUGH. 


HEALTH OFFICERS OF PITTSBURG THINK 
THEY HAVE THE BAD BEANS. 


PITTSBURG, Feb 10.--Superintendent Baker of 
the Pittsburg Health Bureau to-day received a 
letter telling him thata grocery firm on Wylie 
Avenue was gelling coffee at 23 cents a pound, 
which, after it was carefully picked, contained 
just one-half dough. It was discovered by its 
unusual hardness in grinding, then by a doughy, 
nasty taste when boiled. 

Supe insasndent Baker and Meat and Milk In- 
spector Edwards went to the store, where they 


confiscated a sack of the alleged bogus coffee 
and gave asample of it to Prof. Tingle to make 
ap analysis of it. 

The grocers claim to have been ignerant of 
the character of the coffee, and say they got it 
from a manufacturing company in Philadelphia. 
The authorities say they can reach local dealers 
by a eity ordinance, whion provides a fine of 


$50 to $100 for the offense, and they will write. 


the Philadelphia Health Bureau and asx them 
to look after the company there that is said te 
be shipping the stuff to this city. 





Bribery at Elections Defined, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo,, Feb. 10.— Senator Coch- 
ran of 8&t. Joseph, has introduced a bill in the 
Benate to prevent corrupt practices in elections' 
The offense of bribery at elections is defined as 
the giving or lending or promising to procure 
money, or other things, in order to induce voters 
to vote or refrain from voting, or to procure 


the election of any person toa public office, or 
corruptly do any such act on account of voters 
having voted or refrained from voting, also the 
procuring of votes, or the election of any person 
to public office in consideration of any such 
gift, loan, or promise. Bribery at elections 
under this bill subjects the offender to imprisen- 
ment and toatine payable to the intormer. 
Candidates and committees are also required to 
publish statements of expenditures. 





Will Miss a Little Fortune, 

DENVER, Feb. 10.—Fifteen years ago Daniel 
and Josephine Dorgan mutually agreed to 
separate. At the time they were living in New-

ICE GORGE OF SIX MILES 


HEAVY FLOOD THREATENED ALONG 
aA PENNSYLVANIA RIVER. 


MILLIONS OF FEET OF LOGS HELD IN 
A BOOM IN THE WEST BRANCH— 
MUCH PROPERTY IN DANGER— 
RIVERS AND CREEKS SWOLLEN AND 
RAILROAD TRAFFIC CRIPPLED. 


CLEARFIELD, Penn., Feb. 10.—The residents of 
the lowlands along the West Branoh Valley, 
between Curwensville and Clearfield, are to- 
night threatened with a second Johnstown hor- 
ror. At the former place is the large saw- 


mill of the Curwensville Lumber Company, ‘ 


which controls almost allof the timber on the 
headwaters of the West Branch and all that on 
Anderson Creek, which joins the river at the 
mill. 

In order to hold the logs that are out during 
the cutting season, a large boom is situated at 
the mill and extends two miles up the river. At 
present there are over 5,000,000 feet of logs in 
this boom, and on top of these logs is gorged at 
least 15 feet of ice. 

The ice gorge extends a distance of six miles, 
and the water is overflowing the banks all 
along the river for a distance of ten miles, and 
this evening is above the ten-foot flood mark. 
Asallthe icefrom Curwensvilie on down has 
left the course, if a break ocours the whole gorge 
may come here at any minute. 

Allthat givea the people hepe now is that 
since the middle ef the afternoon the weather 
has been colder, and if it freezes hard to-night 
at least another day will pass without danger. 

There never was more snow in the woods than 
at present, and when the weather gets warmer 
the river will rise fast. Last Monday the river 
was up tothe highest point known in its history 
at the head of the Curwensville boom, but a 
fortunate cold snap followed and the water 
wentdown. To-day the sun has been shining 
and the water has been running in from the 
mountain streams in great quantities. If the 
Curwenusville dam breaks nothing can prevent 
& grout loss of property, both public and private. 

Kight iron bridges belonging to the city span 
the stream below the dam, and the valley is so 
narrow that the water has no chance to spread, 
and will thus inundate and destroy most of the 
private property along the banka. 

The people have not given the matter much 
thought up to to-day, but now they are uneasy, 
and the first alarm will send people and per- 
senal property to the surrounding hills. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 10.—High water is playing 
havoc with the travel on the railroads cent- 
ring here. The Pan Handle has been compelled 


to use the Fort Wayne tracks for two days, and 
the Allegheny Valley was again blockaded, but 
is running this afternoon. Two piers of the 
railroad bridge at Newcomerstown were washed 
away last night, and the bridge was left cling- 
ing to the one remaining abutment. On the 
main line of the Fort Wayne the tracks are in- 
undated at several points, and the branches are 
badly hampered. 

The Erie, Youngstown and Ashtabula Road is 
submerged by four feet of water at Warren, 
Ohio, and at Nashville, Ohio, on the same road, 
twenty-two inches of water cover the tracks, 
with the river still rising. Swollen oreéks 
necessitated slow running on the part of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and all trains were late 
i 
At Wheeling the Onio was thirty feet at 1 
o'clock, and ten feet more expected. This will 
do enormous damage. The river at Pittsburg 
was eighteen feet at 2 P. M. and rising rapidly, 
but the river men do not look for as much water 
as there was early in the week. 

BurFFALo, N. Y., Feb. 10.—There is serious 
danger of a flood at South Buffalo. The heavy 
rain of last night caused Butfalo Creek to rise 
above its banks and overflow many scores of ad- 
jacent land in thatsection of the city. Cellars 
are full of water, sidewalks submerged, and the 
atreet-car tracks for some distance rendered 
useless fortraiiic. The water has reached the 
Western New-York and Pennsylvania tracks, 
and if the ice breaks up suddenly they may be 
washed out. 

Residents of the flooded district sat up most of 
last nightin fearof their homes being swept 
away. The water at the Seneca Street Bridge 
showed a rise of 18 inches between 2 and 11 
o'clock this morning. Considerable damage has 
been done, and more is apprehended. 

TITUSVILLE, Penn., Feb. 10.—Last night’s rain 
has increased the flood danger here, and the 
failure to blow up the ice gorge with dynamite 
eauses creat apprehension. The City Council 
met last night and appointed a committee to 
determine —- some definite course to-day to 
avert the threatened flood. Should the gorge 
come down in a body the chances are that it 
will lodge at the railroad bridge, making the 
loss of property and perhaps lifeas great as 
‘that of last June. Several merchants have al- 
ready begun to move their perishable goods 
from the ground fioor. The water continues to 
rise in the creek and the outlook is alarming. 

TRIBES Hit, N. Y., Feb. 10.—The Mohawk 
River and the Schoharie Croek is full from 
bank to bank to-night at Fort Hunter, and in 
seme places have overflowed the surrounding 
country. Consternation prevails among those 
living on low lands, and many families have 
moved to higher ground, taking their horses 
and cattle. ho ice is within afew feetof the 
Suspension Bridge at Fort Hunter. The water 
is stili rising, and the gorge is expected to give 
way atany time. Should the river overflow 
much damage will be done. 


THE DELAWARE ON A RAMPAGE. 


MANY FAMILIES DRIVEN FROM THEIR 
HOMES BY A FRESHET. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 10.—Ice in the Delaware 
River broke up at Lambertville at 12:30 o’olock 
this afternoon, and an hour and a half later at 
Trenton. Soon the ice became piled up at 
Perriwig Flats, and then the flow stopped and 
the river rose rapidly. At 4 o’olook it had 
risen seven feet. This cansed a flood in the 
lower parts of Trenton, where the land is low. 

The river rose so quickly that the occupants 
of Fair Street along the river did not have time 
to move their furniture, and soon tables and 

hairs were floating around in the kitchens. 

he street was only navigable by boat, and 
nearly a hundred es cor into service. 

The water flooded all the meadows south of 
the River View Cemetery, and spread over the 
grounds of the New-Jersey Iron and Steel 
Works. The ice is piled up on the Pennsyl- 
vania shore over seven feet high. Several of the 
residents on the Morrisville Island were forced 
to beat a hasty retreat, for the water rose sev- 
eral feet on the first floor. 

The ice coming down is thick and selid and is 
fastening around the piers of the two bridges 
that span the river, but the bridges are in no 
danger. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad has a corps of 
men at work watching the piers of the big rail- 
road bridge. 

Hundreds of young men and boys are shoot- 
ing musk rats that have beon driven from their 
holes along the river front.

ICE BUMPS A BRIDGE. 

New-BrRUNSswWIick, N. J., Feb. 10.—The ice in 
the Millstone River broke up te-day, and, rush- 
ing into the Raritan River, broke up!the gorge at 
the landing bridge and the large fields of ico 
came down with the flood to this city and 
smashed the woodwork ef the Albany Street 
Bridge and turned the draw on end. 

Fifty people were on the bridge atthe time, 
but allescaped. It was thought that the land- 
ing bridge would be carried away, but its safety 
is now thought to be assured. Theice gorge at 
the * Hills,” below the steamboat dock, still 
holds and may cause further trouble, though it 
is hoped it will give away before much further 
damage is done. 

The wires of the Postal and Western Union 
Telegraph Companies were broken, but large 
gangs of men were put at work and they have 
been repaired. 

The merchants and families living on Burnett 
Strect, near the canal, have moved their goods 
from their basements and little damage is an- 
ticipated, though some of the lumber on the 
docks and canal boats may ve carried away.

BAD REPORT OF A COLONY. 


—_—~.>—__——. 
WILLIAM HANKS SAYS THAT DESTITU- 
TION PREVAILS AT TOPOLOBAMPO., 


ToprexKA, Feb. 10.—William Hanks of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, arrived in this city to-day from To- 
polobampo, Mexico. He relates a story of the 
American colony in that republic that detracts 
somewhat from the pictures that have been 
sent out before. A portion of his story is given 
in his ewn words: a 

“I joined the Topolobampo colony last Sum- 
mer and started for there in August, leaving my 
family in Cleveland until [I had made a home 
for them. I arrived at Guaymas early in Sep- 


tember, and, finding no boat ready to depart for 
two weeks, Made arrangements to go the 120 
miles overland. 

“Tfound a member of the colony in Guay- 
mas, who had come up after provisions, but 
found none, theymanagers having failed to for- 
‘ward supplies. I purchased flour and salt 
meats and went with him. We arrived at Pacitic 
City the fourth day, and stopping at his 
tent, found that his wife and daughter 
had been without food two days. The 
rest of the colonists, some seventy in numbey, 
were not in much better condition. I remained 
there a week, and then went over to the larger 
colony, where | found more than 300 Ameri- 
cans on the farms along the Lapuerte River. 

“I found men there working in the fields 
wearing nothing but breach clouts and sandals 
made of rawhide, looking as though ali life and 
ambition had long since been lost. The women 
wore, a8 a rule, but single garments of calico, 
with ,sandals on their feet, and white children 
of ten and under were running about entirely 
naked but for a covering of straw on their 
heads. 

* None of these families had anything to eat 
except cornmeal, musty and sour, and bad bacon. 
The colony could eat ina month nba pars that 
could be grown upon the cultivated iand in a 
year. I found two factions, a small one acting 
with the managers, apparently well supplied, 
but at least 400 white Americans who live in 
tents and straw shacks, although they 
had been there two to three years, 
some of them longer. I did not 
see a cent of lawful money in the colony, ex- 
cept whatI took. Severalof the men told me 
they had nothad adollar intwo years, and, 
having noone to whom they could send, they 
were ferced to remain, being practically slaves. 

‘*T remained in the colony from September 
until the 28th of January, when I left for home, 
having had enough of American colonization in 
a Mexican desert. 

“]T never witnessed such scenes of destitution 
and suffering in my life. Men who had been 
strong were broken in body and broken in 
spirit, unable to get away. The women were 
in even worse condition and their lot much 
more unendurable, for they had no conven- 
lences, let alone luxuries.” 

Mr. Hanks’ refused to say to whom the blame 
belonged, and would not condemn anybody.

Mr. Crokenwas asked if he had seen the re- 
porte as to thé probable sppointment of Isidor 
Straus of New-York as Postmaster General in 
Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. 

He replied that he had read all that the New- 
York papers had said about it. 

‘““‘Whatdo you think of Mr. Straus for the 
Cabinet, Mr. Croker? Would suoh an appoint 
ment be a good one in your opinion?” 

“It would, indeed. I can surely and con- 
scientiously indorse Isidor Straus for Post- 
master General.

Sr. Lours, Feb. 10.—Quite ea sensation was 
created yesterday on Change when the St. Louis 
Brewery Association bonds advanced to 93% 
cents. It was rumored that the canse of the 
advance was the settlement of the brewery 
war which has been on about a month. Philip 
Btock, Secretary of the association, denied that 
there was any settlement whatever of the dif- 
ferences, saying that matters stood now just as 
they did when the price of beer was reduced 
from $8 to $4 per barreL 





MUST ISSUE MORE BONDS 


— 
THAT OR THE PURCHASE OF 
SILVER MUST STOP. 


WALL STREET EVIDENCES OF NERVOUS- 
NESS ABOUT THE GOLD SITUATION— 
PROBABILITY THAT BANKS WILL 
FURTHER ASSIST THE TREASURY— 
THE PLAN FoR $25,000,000. 


The Bank of America added to the Treasury’s 
stock of gold yesterday. It exchanged $200,000 
im gold ceFtificates for an equal amount in 
greenbacks, making the total so far received 
from the city banks $6,000,000. 

To-day’s gold exports will be $3,250,000. Of 
this amount $3,150,000 was withdrawn from 
the Sub-Treasury yesterday. Next Tuesday 
other large shipments will be made—possibly 
running up to $3,000,000—and the bankers ex- 
pect to be called upon to give the Treasury an- 
other boost in a few days. 

In spite of the action taken by the banks 
there wore evidenees yesterday in Wall Street 
that a good deal of general uneasiness had been 
caused by the drain upon the Treasury gold. 
For one thing, Government bonds were weak, 
on account of the expectation of an issue to en- 
able the Secretary of the Treasury to buy gold. 

That this course will have to be pursned is 
agreed among bankers, if the silver purchases 
are to be kept up. Without a repeal of the 
Sherman act the gold loans by the banks to the 
Treasury can be counted as no more than a 
makeshift; sooneror later bonds will have to be 
sold by the Secretary. H 

It is significant that the bids for Gov ernment 
twos yesterday were below par, the record being 
9919, as against 100 the day before, while the 
bids for fours were at 112, half a point below the 
offers on Thursday. : 

It leaked out also yesterday that several of 
the banks nad had applications from costumers 
to open gold special accounts—that is, accounts 


in which gold alone should figure. The privi- 

lege was denied under one of the rules adopted 
by the Clearing House Association in Novem- 
ber, 187, on the resumption of apecie pay- 

ments. These rules are of interest af this 

— As originally adopted, they read as fol- 
ows: 

Resolved, In order to facilitate the payment of 
checks and drafts between the Treasurer of the 
United States aud the associated ba the man- 
ager of the New-York Clearing House is authorized 
to make such an assignment with the Assistant 
Treasurer as will accomplish that purpose throngh 
the medium of the Clearing House. 

kesolved, That the reported interview between the 
members of the Clearing House Committee and the 
Secretary of thé Treasury with the views expressed 
by him to them in the paper presented at this meet- 
ing on the restoration of specie payment merits the 
cordial approbation of this association, and that the 
radical measures set forward as to the treatment of 
coin in their business to the publie and to each other 
be accepted and carried into practical application ; 
and, in pursuance thereof, it is hereby resolved that 
the associated banks of this city, after the lst of 
January: 

#irsti—Decline receiving gold coins as “special 
deposits,” but accept and treat them only as “law- 
ful money.”’ 

Second—Abolish special exchanges of gold checks 
at the Clearing House. 

Third—Pay and receive balances between banks 
at Clearing House either in gold or United States 
legal-tender notes. 

f#ourth—Receive silver dollars upen deposit on 
under special contraet to withdraw the sane in ki 

Fi/th—Prohibit payment of balances at Clearing 
Houso in silver certificates or in silver dollars, ex- 
sping as subsidiary coin in small sums, (say under 


10.) 

Sixth—Discontinue gold special accounts by notice 
to dealers on Jan. 1 next to terminate them. 

This set of resolutions was adopted by a vote 
of 49 te 1, the only dissenting one being J. B. 
Colgate, representing bullion dealers. 

Article V. was rescinded by the Clearing 
House Association in 1890, when the present 
Sherman law came into operation, as the banks 
were prohibited from becoming members of any 
Clearing House which did not allow balances to 
be paid in Treasury notes or silver certificates. 
The other resolutions are now in force and are 
binding upon the members of the Clearing 
House Association. Consequently they are pro- 
hibited from opening gold accounts. 

At some of the banks it was learned, too. that 
inquiries had been made in regard to the with- 
drawal of depositors’ balances in gold. In view 
of the resolutions of the Clearing House the 
bankers told the inquirers that under the rules 
of the Clearing House they were prohibited 
from opening gold accounts. As the New-York 
banks generally loan their money repayable in 
funds current at the Clearing House they would 
expect to pay their depositors in kind. It is 
understood that the banker will generally take 
this stand. 

The banks in this oity showed a deposit linge 
last week of $495,475,600, of which $83,361,- 
800 was in specie. They could not, if they 
would, pay their depositors in gold, and they 
certainly should not be expected to do so, the 
a argue, as very few customers deposit 
gold. 

“There is no necessity for inquiries of this 
kind,” said one banker, ‘‘ as every one has faith 
in the Government and one kind of money is 
just as good as another and is interchangeable 
at the present time.” 

A atory current in Wall Street yesterday 
showed another phase of the present goid situ- 
ation. The National City, one of the big banks 
which carry large amounts of coin in their 
vaults in preference to gold certificates, sent to 
the Sub-Treasury, this report ran, for $500,000 
in double eagles in exchange for greenbacks. 
The answer was that double eagles would not 
be given for greenbacks, but the bank would 
have to take thecoin as it ran—double eagles, 
eagles, and half eagles. If it offered gold cer- 
tificutes it could get double eagles. This course 
the bank followed, securing the most desirable 
coin, on which the loss by abrasion is least. 

All sides of the banks’ policy of making gold 
loans to the Treasury were disoussed in Wall 
Street yesterday. To the reports that two or 
the institutions to which Chairman Williams of 
the Clearing House Association applied had not 
joined in the movement a good deal of attention 
was paid. On this matter James T. Woodward, 
President of the Hanover National, one of the 
two mentioned, said: 

“This bank did not decline, but deferred our 
assent to giveup gold and receive greenbacks 
in exchange, for the reason that we do not be- 
lieve the moderate amount asked for adequate 
to the requirements of the present situation of 
national finances. If the Secretary of the 
Treasury finds it prudent we would give up our 
proportion of asum, say of $25,000,000, to be 
immediately placed with the Assistant Treas- 
urer at New-York. Such asum should certainly 
convince the business people of the country 
that the New-York banks had the ability and 
wore in earnest.” 

James Stillman, President of the National 
City. the other bank mentioned in the same con- 
nection, said that his bank was perfectly will- 
ing to go intoan arrangement made by the 
Clearing House Association to help out the 
Government, but preferred not to take part in 
the present movement which was not an ofti- 
cially-adopted policy of the associated banks. 

A NEW-YoORK TIMES reporter asked severa! 
bank Presidente what they thonght of such a 
plan as that spokenof by Mr. Woodward, by 
which the banks should inorease the Treasury’s 
gold by $25,000,000 or more at onee, instead of 
following the present scheme of putiing in the 
gold in comparatively small amounts. 

Henry W. Cannon, President of the Chase 
National, said that he saw no particular objec: 
tion to such « pian, and no particular advan- 
tage, either. There might be practical diffi- 
culties in the way of securing the transfer of so 
large @ sum atonce If sucha plan were car- 
ried out, however, it might have a good effect 
on the general situation. 

J. Edward Simmons, President ofthe Fourth 
National, said that he saw no reason to regard 
the situation as requiring the deposit of 
$25,000,000 or any such amount by the banks. 

“T can see no special use in such a proposi- 
tion,” said Brayton Ives, President of the West- 
ern National. ‘“‘ Everybody knows the condi- 
tion of the Danks and their strength in gold, 
and such an exchange of gold for legal tenders 
would really make very little difference in the 
general situation. The deposit of $25,000,000 
or $30,000,000 would be something like a 
‘bluff,’ but Ido net think it would have much 
real effect. 

“The real trouble lies in the silver-purchase 
law. So long as that continues in force any- 
thing that can be done will be really in the line 
of a makeshift,” 

Assistant Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts said that 
he would be very giad to see $25,000,000 In 
gold turned in by the banks. He thought that 
such a transaction would have a good eifecs 
upon the general situation. 

On an issue of bonds for $50,000,000 or 
$100,000,000 the Secretary would have no 
trouble in getting gold fromthe banks. There 
isagreat amount of the yellow metalin the 
country which has been hoarded, but which 
would come out on an offer of bonds, while 
Europeans would be only too glad to get Ameri- 
oan Government securities. 

The Refunding act passed by Congress on 
July 14, 1870, and amended in 1871, authorized 
the issue of $1,500,000,000 of 4, 419, and 5 per 
cent. bendsto refund outstanding bonds. It 
contained the following clause: ‘‘ But nothing 
in this act, or any other law now in force shall bo 
construed to authorize any increase whatever 
of the bonded debt of the United States” 
Therefore the power on the part of the Seore- 
tary of the Treasury tc sel: bonds must ba 








found in the acts previous to this, except, of 
course, for refunding the outstan bonds 

The legal-tender notes in the U Btates 
are receivable for public debts, except duties on 
exports, but there ia no provision made for 
their redemption. ” 

The Resumption act, passed Jan. 14, 1875, 
ana amended Jan. 1, 1879, enacted that the 
Treasurer should redeem the United States 
notes in coin on presentation at the Sub- 
Treasury in New-York in amounts of not less 
— $50, andit had another provision as fol- 

Ows: 

“To enable the Secretary of the Treasury to pre- 
pare and provide for the redemption in this act 
authorized or required, he is authorized to use any 
surplus revenues from time to time in the Treasury 
Dot otherwise appropriated, and to use, seil, and dis- 
pore of, at not less than par in coin either of the de- 
scription of bonds of the United States, desgribed in 
the Act of Congress approved July 14, 1870, enti- 
tied ‘Anact to authorize the refunding of tho na- 
tional debt,’ with like quantity, privileges, and ex- 
emptions tothe extent necessary to carry this act 
into effect, and to use proceeds thereof for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and ali provisions of law inconsist- 
ent with the provisions ef this actare hereby re- 
pealed.” 

This act gives the Secretary continued power 
to sell United States 4, 452, and 5 per cent. 
bonds of the description specified in the act of 
1870, when the Secretary deems it necessary 
#0 to do in order to enable him to continue the 
redemption of these legal-tender notes in coin, 
and the Secretary can do this to an extent that 
he finds necessary for the purposes meptioned. 

Since March, 1877, the Secretary sold under 
this act for resumption purposes $65,000,000 of 
4%, per cent, $25,000,000 of 4's, due in 1907, 
besides $5,000,000 of 4’s8 sold in 1878 to re- 
apo coin used in paying the Halifax award. 

yhen the Kesumption act of 1875 8 passed, 
silver coinage had been stopped in the United 
States, and silver was a legal tender only in 
amounts of $5, and, of course, redemption 
meant redemption in gold coin, but the Bland 
act restored the coinage of silver and made 
standard silver dollare full legal tender for all 
amounts for both public and private debts. 

*“ Since 1873,” says a Wall Street authority, 
“ the required redemption of legal tender notes 
in coin would seem to be redemption in either 
silver or goldcoin. The Sherman act of July 
14, 1890, provides for the issue of Treasury 
notes for the cost price of silver bullion bought 
under that act, and makes such notes fu)l legal 
tender for all dues, public and private, except 
where otherwise stipulated, and this act further 
provides that such Treasury notes should be re- 
deemed by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
either gold or silver coin at his discretion, ‘it 
being the established policy of the United States 
to maintain the two metals on a parity with 
each other upon the present legal ratio for such 
ratio as may be provided by law.’ 

“It willbe seen that the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to séll United States 
5 per cent. ten-year bonds or 444 per cent. 
fifteen-year bonds or 4 per cent thirty-year 
bonds of the United States to enable him to con- 
tinue the redemption of legal-tender notes in 
coin. While the effect of the restoring of the 
standard silver dollar to the full legal-tender 

uality is probably such as to authorize the re- 

emption of the legal tendera by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in either gold or silver coin, 
nevertheless, since the Sherman act of 1890 
established the policy of maintaining 6il- 
ver and gold upon a parity by the United 
Btates, it appears to be the duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to waintain the redemption of 
legal tenders in both gold and silver coin, and 
80 long as lie anticipates danger in maintaining 
such redemption in either gold or silver coin, he 
appears to have power to sell United States 
bonds ‘in order to obtain the gold or silver coin 
needed for the purpose.”’ 

An instance of the eagerness to get bonds was 
given yesterday in Wall Street when a member 
of one of the big banking houses said that his 
tirm stood ready to take $5,000,000 in bonds 
whenever the Secretary of the Treasury decided 
to make an issue.

SECRETARY FOSTER DENIES IT. 


CONGRESSMAN BYNUM’S ATTEMPT TO 


INVESTIGATE THE RUMOR. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Mr. Bynum (Dem., 
ind...) to-day introduced a resolution in the 
House asking the Secretary of the Treasury if 
he intended to issue Government bonds to the 
par value of $50,000,000, and to dispose of the 
same at private sale to a syndicate at their face 
value. The resolution said that bonds of the 
character reported as proposed to be issued by 
the Secretary are selling in the market at a pre- 
mnium of about 14 per cent. 

Mr. Bynum said that be bad heard the report 
from several sources. it was reported that the 
Beoretary was about to issue $50,000,000 in 
bonds with which to secure gold; that the bonds 
had all been taken by a syndicate of bankers, 
and that the gold he had received from the 
banks this week had been given as a part of the 
transaction. it was his purpose to ascertain 
whether or not the report was correct. 

Secretary Foster, before leaving for New-York 
this afternoon tw attend the Lincoln banqaet, 
authorized an emphatic denial to be given to 
this report.

WIINESSES FROM MEXICO,

S51X MORE WHO ARE TO TESTIFY AGAINST 
FRANCISCO BRENAVIDES. 


Ban ANTONIO, Texas, Feb. 10.—Six witnesses 
from Mexico, who are to testify against Fran- 
cisco Benavides in the extradition case on trial 
here before United States Commissioner Price, 
arrived herethis morning. Three of them were 
eaptured by Benavides and his revolutionary 
force and brought to the United States as pris- 
oners. The first of these witnesses was Tomas 
Martinez, who told the story of the San Ignacio 
fight and his experience withthe bandits. He 
said: 

‘*T live at Guerrero, inthe State of Tamauli- 
pas, Mexico. I joined the Mexican rural guard 
about two years ago, and was under command 
of Sergt. Aguila Alburtos. On the day before 
the San ignacio fight I was outdn a scouting ex- 
pedition. I tirstsaw Benavides at San Ignacio 


on Dec. 10, when I was captured. I was taken 
by Benavides across the river into Texas. We 
remained near San Ignacio for six days after 
the fight. | did not see the fight, as I was about 
@ mile distant from the place while it was in 
progress. 

“Il saw one dead man as we passed by the 
burning barracks. I was with the bandits 
about one month, and each night during that 
time Benavides had me tied securely with a lar- 
iat to prevent my escaping.” 

The next witness was Kefugio Martinez, an 
ex-Auxiliary Judge of San Ignacio, Mexico. 
He was at the latter piace, and was taken pris- 
oner by the bandits, who brought him across 
the river and kept him a close prisoner for a 
week, when he made his escape. He testified 
that Benavides was the leader of the bandits in 
their attack upor the soldiers at San ignacio. 
The trial will be resumed to-morrow.

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SOME OVERDUE VESSELS. 
——— 
TAURIC, WESTERNLAND, AKD MANI- 
TOBA AND THE 8HIP T. F. OAKES. — 


If those fancy thoroughbreds which Col. North 
is importing do not travel faster after they get 
here than they have done on the voyage hither, 
they may as well go back at once. The White 
Star freighter which has them on board will be 
fifteen days out from Liverpool at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. Her last three Winter trips to 
the westward were scoomplished within eleven 
days. 

The White Star agents said yesterday that 
they feltno alarm for the safety of their big 
liner, There is considerable . justification for 
this belief in her safety, although she is now 80 
long overdue. An examination of her log on 
previous trips will show that the Taurio is an 
exceptionally slow vessel when running against 
head seas. For several days in such ciroum- 
stances the vessel averaged only 160 knote per 
day. Atthat rate of traveling she could not be 
considered as due for several days to come. 

Westerly gales are known to be prevailing 
upon the Atlantic, and it is quite likely that the 
commander of the Tauric purposely slowed his 
engines toease the motion of the ship while 
sqpeias against the head seas. 

This has been assigned as one reason for the 
freighter’s delayed arrival, and it is rendered 
probable from the fact that the race horses 
which form part of hereargo sre worth many 
thousands of dollars. Although the cells are 
padded, violent rolling or pitching of the vessel 
might lame them, despite all precautions that 
could be taken. 

The possibility of a derangement of the ma- 
chinery has also been discussed. The agents 
find comfortin the fact that the vessel is Bro 
vided with aduplicate set of engines and has 
twin propellers. They do not consider it at all 
probable that both have become disabled.

That ocourred on 
Nov. 11, when she collided with another vessel 
in the Mersey. On that occasion she had one of 
her bow plates stove in, 

The esternland from Antwé and the 
Manitoba from London are two other legeards 
whose advents are being anxieusly looked for. 
Both are now from two to three days overdue, 
Their agents think that rough weather has de- 
layed their progress. Should either of the trio 
have broken down, it is quite likely that one of 
the others has taken the crippled vessel in tow, 
That fact would account for the delayed arrival 
of two, at least. 

Another straggler over the ocean is the Amer 
ican ship T. F. Oakes, which sailed from New- 
York on Aug. 20, bound for San Francisco, and 
has not yet reached her destination. She is now 
175 days out, and has only been spoken once 
since departure from this port. That was on 
Nov. 30. Capt. E. W. Reed is her commander.

NEW STEEL STEAMER,

ARRIVAL OF EL RIO, BUILT AT NEW- 
PORT NEWS FOR COAST TRADE. 


The new Morgan Line stecl steamer El Rie, 
built after designs of Mr. Horace Lee, reached 
this port yesterday on her maiden voyage di- 
rect from the yards of the Newport News Ship- 
building Company, where she was launched 
Noy. 26. She will proceed, about the middle of 
next week, to take on board freight for New- 
Orleans. 

The new ship has a length over allof 406 
feet, a beam of 48 feet, and a depth from the 
top of the keel to the under side of the upper 


deck of 33.9 feet. Her tonnage displacement 
measures 4,500 tons. 

Bhe is designed for a sixteen-knot speed 
per hour. er motive power consists of 
& Vertical, inverted, triple-expansion engine, 
paving cylinders measuring, respectively, for 
high, intermediate, and low pressures, 32, 52 
and 54 inches. The stroke measurement is 54 
inches. The working steam pressure will be 
167 pounds. Steam will be generated by three 
double-ended Soo: boilers, having three fur- 
naces at each end. ach furnace is of the cor- 
rugated type. In rig, El Rio is provided with 
two masts. 

In general appearance El Rio looks more 
like a transatiantio liner than any other 
American-built steamer sailing out of this port. 
She draws when light, 1849 feet of water aft 
Her maximum draft when loaded will be in ex- 
cess of 23 feet In length, El Rio is only 
twenty-seven feet shorter than the City of 
Peking of the Pacific Mail Line, which. is reok- 
oned to be the largest steamer under the Amer 
jean flag. In yon capacity El Rio is 
nearly 1,000 tons ahead ofthe City of Peking. 
The new ship oan cory .000 bales of cotton. 
Bhe had sufficiently heavy weather on the 
éoast yesterday morning to demonstrate that 
she was asteady craft in a seaway.

WEALTH IN WICHITA MOUNTAINS. 
—_——@~———. 


CLOSELY KEPT BY 


INDIANS. 


Toreka, Kan, Feb. 10.—Many times during 
the past ten years prospectors have brought 
out stories of rich mineral finds in the Wichita 
Mountains in the Indian Territory. These re- 
ports have been confirmed at different times by 
men who have braved the dangers and 
sought there for the mineral wealth sup- 
posed to exist. The Kiowas, Comanches, and 
Apaches, in whose reservations the mountains 
are situated, have bitterly opposed the inva- 


sions, and many prospectors have gone there 
who never returned. It is believed that they 
know of mines which they are determined to 
keep from the knowledge of the whites. 

Secretary Noble recently appointed a commit- 
tee of five men to gointo these mountains and 
secure mineral specimens for exhibition at the 
World’s Fair. Mr. Brown of Guthrie, a member 
of the committee, went to Anadarko prepared 
for this work, where he was informed b 
the Indian Agent that the Indians ha 
just burned the tents and outfit of 
@ party of prospectors, and that it would be un- 
safe for him to go to these mountains without 
an escortof soldiers, Having no disposition to

SAVED BY THE BREECHES BUOY.

CREW TAKEN OFF THE ELLIE CARTER, 
ASHORB ON THE JERSEY COAST, 


MOUNT PLEASANT, N. J., Feb. 10.—The British 
brig Ellie Carter, Capt. Darrall, bound from 
Hamilton, Eermuda, in ballast to New-York, 
went ashore last nizht during a heavy gale ata 


point one mile south of Life-Saving Station No. 
20. Burfman Pharo, who was patrolling the 
beach, fired a red signal soon after the brig 
struck. The distressed vessel did not respond, 
as there were no signals on board. 

Pharo then notified Capt. Trnox, who, as soon 
as he had ascertained the ey orate position of 
the Carter, called upon the Harveys Cedar Sta 
tion for assistance, 

The first shot from the Lyle gun fell at a 

oint where the imperiled crew ¢ould not reach 

t. The second shot, which was fired at 2 
o’clock, projected the line across the jibboom 
of the Carter. The brig’s erew secured it, and 
soon had the whip line on board. They made it 
fast to the mainmast, and as soon as the life- 
saving crew bad sunk asand anchor the work of 
rescue, by means of the breeches buoy, was be- 


gun. 

Although the vessel was 400 feet from shore 
and rolling heavily, all hands were safely land- 
ed by 3 o’clock. ey were drenching wet, as 
the seas were making a clean breach over the 
brig. The names of the rescued are Capt J. 8. 
Darrall, Mate William Britton, Steward Rasman 
Perman, and Seamen Thomas Johnson, 0. Dean, 
B. Dirgan, Thomas Butcher, and Jesse John- 
son. They all hail from Hamilton, Bermuda. 

Capt. Darrall said that his voyage had been a 
rough one. The vessel encountered a series of 
heavy northwest gales, which buffeted the little 
oraft throughout the entire passage. On near- 
ing the coast the Captain had a sharp lookout 
kept for Absecom Light, but, as the weather 
was thick, he did not discover his danger until 
it was too late. He endeavored to wear ship, 
but the brig was then too close inshore for the 
evolution successfully to be performed, and 
was driven upon the beach. 

Clothing furnished by the Woman’s Mutual 
Relief Assooiation was distributed among the 
rescued mariners. The life savers attended to 
their other wants. If the gale subsides the 
crew have hopes of boarding the wreck and 
saving their effects. 

The brig is a olipper-built vessel of 147 tons, 
register.

DOCTORS IN CONNECTICUT, 


a ey 
A PROPOSED LAW TO REGULATE THE 
PRACTICE OF MEDICINE IN THE STATE. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 10.—The three schools 
of practitioners in this State Rave agreed con- 
cerning a Medical Practice avt, which is now 
before the Legislature. The agitationin favor 


of a bill regulating the practice of medicine has 
been in progress several years. but a bill re- 
iving the approval of the Connecticut Med- 
cal Bociety, the Connecticut Homeepathic and 
the Connecticut Eclectic Medical Societies, has 
not before been in a condition to be considered 
py the Legislature. 

A bill of the kind in question was introduced 
twe years ago, but was abandoned on account 
of the impossibility of getting legislation of any 
sort throngh the dead-lock Legisiatare. The 
new bill provides for the enforcement of strict 
regulations. After the current year only edi- 
coated physicians will be admitted to practice in 
the State. OClairvoyants and Ohristian Ecience 
practitioners will be excluded. Itinerants in 
general will be unable to practice under the act, 

Boards of Examination are provided for, each 
of the three schools being allowed its own board. 
The members of these examining boards will 
be appointed by the State Board of Health on 
recommendation of the medical societies. 
The term of office will be for five 
years. Five reputable physicians will be 
selected for each of the boards. The 
names of the physicians reeommended must be 
filed with the State Board of Healthin Decem- 
ber, and the ap ren me will be made during 
the month of January. No physician will be 
allowed to practice in the State after 1893 who 
has not received a certificate from one of the 
boards. 

United States Military Surgeons and physi- 
cians and practitioners called into the State for 
consultation with resident doctors will be 
exempt from the law’s application. The ex- 
amining committees or boards will hold regular 
sessions. Should an applicant fail before any 
one of them he will not be permitted to be ex- 
amined again for twelve months, 

In the cities there will be more or less opposi- 
tion to the bill, but as it has the se of the 
three State medical societies, ita chances for en- 
actment are considered to be good.

DYING IN A POORHOUSE. 
———— 


CLOSING SCENES IN THE SAD CARBER 
OF MRS. C. G. FOSTER OF KANSAS. 


TOPEKA, Feb. 10.—“Mrs. Foster is dying in 
the Atchison County Poorhouse,” was the brief 
and apparently meaningless story told by the 
dispatches this morning. Few people connect 
her name with that of Judge O. G. Foster, United 
States Circuit Judge, and yet she retains his 
name in this her hour of distress and the end- 
ing of a sad life. 

In the early days of her life she was the leader 
of society in Atchison, and was an authority in 
all literary matters. She was then the happy 
wife of a proud husband. She had her faults— 
faults which led to the breaking up of her home 
life—and in a few years a divorce followed, and 
she was alone. The society that once bowed at 


her feet deserted her and she was left to drift 
alone, ever trying to overcome the habits that 
had ruined her, but always failing. 

For years her former husband supported her 
and endeavored to lead her away from the per- 
flous habits that had ruined both their lives, 
but she would not change her course, preferring 
to adhere to the poisonous drugs that had 
wrecked her. 

Finally, when abandoned by all, she found a 
home in the poorhouse, a county charge, where 
she is now ending her days. But recently she 
wrote a letter to a former friend who had been 
aschoolmate. It was full of the sadnes that 
always came over her during her better mo- 
ments. She commenced it by saying that she 
had been reading Will Carleton’s poem “Over 
the Hill to the Poorhouse,” which quotation 
was frequently used through the twenty closely- 
written pages. 

She referred by name to the many prominent 
citizens of Atchison who had been her guests 
during happier days. “Many have moved away, 
and many have gone to that undiscovered 
country from whose bourne no traveler re- 
turns. It remains for me alone to exemplify 
the imagination of Will Carlton in * Over the 
Hill to the Poorhouse.’” 

In this letter she referred to the sequel ef 
Carlton’s poom, “ Over the Hill fromthe Poor- 
house.” She said she had often wondered if 
any one would ever come for her, as the borse- 
thief son went forhis mother, and take her 
where she could spend the few remaining years, 
months, or weeks of her life in peace and among 
friends, ‘‘ But [have given up hope. My boy, who 
might have been a comfort to me in my deoclin- 
ing years, sleeps beneath Mount Vernon’s biue- 
grass sod. My old friends have forgotten my 
existence. There isno one inthe wide, wide 
world to unlatch the door of this dreary, deso- 
late placejand say to me: ‘ Come over the Hill 
from the Poorhouse,’ ”’ 

In purchasing a collin for another pauper the 
keeper of the poor farm yesterday said that 
the next one would be for Mrs. Foster, whois 
rapidly failing. Mra. Foster is remembered as 
& woman of superior intellect, a charming con- 
versationist, and of resplendent brilliancy in 
literary circles. She knew more authors than 
any other Kansas woman, and there are many 
who attribute their progress in the line of edu- 
cation to the early training received from her 
when she was a teacher in the schools before 
her marriage with Judge Foster, then plain Mr. 
Foster. 

Her race, about run, has been a swift ono, 
aided by drink and drugs. Judge Foster, while 
not counted a wealthy man, has a life salary 
and lives in one of the most elegant residences 
in this city. He has married again, this time 
happlly, according to all reports. Whether he 
will remember past love and bury his pauper 
wife is a question asked by many who were his 
neighbors when the woman now dying aided 
him in rising from obscurity.

THE MESABA COMPANY MAKES CHARGES

Cc. W. Wetmore of New-York, representing the 
Rockefellers, is made a central figure in the 
oase. In the answer, the Brothers Merritt, of 
Duluth, declare under oath that O. W. Wetmore 
agreed to furnish $1,600,000 in cash to com- 
plete the South Mesaba and Northern 
Road. When this was learned b 
certain persons conneoted with the Duluth anc 
Iron Range Railroad they combined to get con- 
trol of enough of the stock of the Duluth, Me- 
saba and Northern Road to control its affairs 
and to repudiate the contract with Mr. Wet- 
more and to leave the Merritts wihout money 
enough to complete the road that would com- 

ete with the road and mining interests of the 

Juluth and Iron Range Company. 

It is charged that K. D. Chase, President of 
the Duluth, Mesaba and Northern Company, 
deserted his company and joined with the com- 
bination that conspired to defeat the buliding 
of the Duluth, Mesaba and Northern Railroad 
and to prevent the development of the Mesaba 
range or to enable the Duluth and [ron Range 
Company nod yo hold of enough stock of the 
Mesaba Koad to control its affairs and prevent 
the opening and development of its mines. 

It is stated that William L. Brown of Chicago 
bought of Foley Brothers, at Guthrie, a block 
of stock at the rate of 749 cents on the dollar, 
with a view of carrying out the plan against 
the Mesaba Company.

KILLED IN A SNOWSLIDE. 


_—_—_——_——_ 
AN ENGINE AND PLOW STRUCK AND 
TWO LIVES WERE LOST. 


DiLLon, CoL, Feb. 10.—News of a fatal acoi- 
dent tothe men running an engine and snow 
plow on the South Park Railroad reached Dillion 
early this morning. The accident was due to a 
snowslide which struck both engine and plow 
and hurled them from the track, Killing both 
the engineer and fireman. For the last two 
weeks this section of Colorado has been treated 


to one constant snowstorm, and now the snow 
is so deep and the drifts so enormous that traffic 
of all kinds has been carried on under the most 
dittioult circumstances between here and Lead- 
ville. 

Both the South Park and Rio Grande Rail- 
roads have had a most trying time in attempt- 
ing to keep trains moving. Some days the Kio 
Grande gets through and others it does not. 
Several fatal snowslides have oceurred, but the 
one that occurred at 8 o’clock this morning half 
a mile west of Frisco, was a bad one. Engine 
No. 263 was pushing the big rotary snow plow. 
The latter contained two engineers and a fire- 
man, and was struck by a huge snowslide and 
all were knocked from the track and complete- 
ly buried. 

Engineer John Lynch and Fireman Smith of 
the rotary were instantly killed, and Fireman 
Rowan, Brakeman Hawkins, and Engineers 
McGreevey and Boynton were severely injured. 

The work of recovering the bodies is going on, 
but they are deeply buried. 

Besides this avalanche, another occurred to- 
day near Crested Butte, in which two Italian 
miners were killed.

Flower’s veto 
was admirable in every way, and ought to win 
him the admiration of all honest men who ad- 
mire courage. The people of Brooklyn should 
unite to putin municipal power men with clean 
hands, and their election of Seth Low showed 
that they could do it.” 

Dr. Nelaon, who used to pray for the Mayor 
every Sunday morning, but who stopped that 
some time ago, said that he favored the Colum- 
bian celebration and did not propose to defend 
Mayor Boody, whom he thought upright and 
honest, but the Mayor and Corporation Counsel 
should vertainly have discovered some legal 
way in which to raise the money.

FRENCH PUBLIC OPINION PLEADS 
FOR COUNT DE LESSEPS. 


APPEALS TOBE MADE BY THE CONVICTED 
MEN—RENEWED ACTIVITY OF THE 
PARLIAMENTARY COMMISSION—AR- 
RAIGNMENT IN THE PALAIS DE JUS- 
TICE—THE INDICTMENTS. 


Paris, Feb. 10.—Public opinion is substan- 
tially unanimous to the effect that the ignomin- 
lous judgment passed upon Count Ferdinand de 
Lesseps went beyond the requirements of jus- 
hice. The newspapers consider the sentences 
very severe, and especially that of Ferdinand 
de Lesseps. 

should the Court of Cassation reject the ap- 
peal of Ferdinand de Lesseps against the de- 
eision of the Court of Appeal, his name will be 
atricken from the lists of the Institute and the 
Legion of Honor. 

M. Henri Cottu and M. Oharles de Lesseps 
thave decided to appeal from yesterday’s judg- 
ment. 

The discontent caused by the dismissal, 
in the Chamber of Indictments, of the 
true bills found for corruption against Deputy 
‘Rouvier and Senators Grévy, Deves, and Re- 
nault, has moved thejParliamentary commission 
of inquiry to a renewal of its activity. The 
‘commission now proposes te summon and 
xamine all Deputies who have been accused of 
worruption, whether acquitted or not, and to ob- 
tain the Reinach list of the 104 men who were 
compromised by money transactions with 
Reinach, Arton, or Herz. The commission pur- 
poses also to apply to the Chamber for addi- 
tional powers, which, if granted, will increase 
greatly the scope and the thoroughness of the 
investigation. 

Ex-Minister Baihaut, Senator Beral, ex-Min- 
Aster and Deputy Antonin Proust, Deputy 
Dugue dela Fauconnerie, ex-Deputy Gobron, 
Obariles de Lesseps, M. Marius Fontane, Henri 
Cottu, and M. Blondin were arraigned in the 
Palais de Justice yesterday on charges of cor- 
ruption in connection with the Panama Lottery 
Bonds bill. ‘ 

“The indictment on which they were ar- 
gaigned sets forth that a note has beer found 
among the papers of Charles de Lesseps, show- 
fing that M. Baihaut asked for 1,000,000f. for 
int¥Yoducing the Panama bill into the Chambers. 
The measure was laid on the table in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on June 17, and on the same 
day Charles de Lesseps issued two cash vouch- 

\ere, the amount of which M. Fontane re- 
‘ceived on the following day. On receiving 


(the money M. Fontane immediately handed 
\250,000f. to M. Blondin, who took the money to 
|Baihaut at the Senate Chamber. On June 21 
'M. Blondin paid M. Baihaut a further sum of 
|125,000f. M. Baihaut, after at first denying 
these facts, finally admitted them, and also ad- 
mitted that he had applied sums of 12,000f. and 
5,000f. to the purchase of Italian rentes. 

The indictment concludes by detailing the va- 
rious charges against M. Fontane and Charles 
de Lesseps, who are acoused of bribing Baihaut, 
and also of having induced M. Arten and Baron 
Reinach to corrupt Senators and Deputies. 

Baibaut is accused of having received money 
for performing an act in the execution of his 
duty, regarding which he is not entitled to pay- 
ment. M. Blondin is charged with being a 
party to the corruption of Baihaut. Arton, 
‘who is not under arrest, is included in the in- 
dictment, on the charge of corrupting legisla- 
tors, and Deputy Sans-Leroy is charged, like 
Baithaut, with having received money to infiu- 
ence his action as a public ofticial. 

Tne Figaro expresses the belief that the trial 
‘will take place in the Assize Court of the Seine 
in the early part of March. 

M. Andrieux proposes to yocesatee Deputy 
Emmanuel Arene, the well-known journalist, 
on the charge of slander. Deputy Arene repre- 
sents Corsica in the Chamber, being a native of 
that island, where he was born in 1856. He is 
noted for his vigor in controversy, and has taken 
partin many duels, among them one with M. 
Granet for an article published in the Matin, 
and one with M. Mayer, editor of La Lanterne. 

Joseph Reinach, son-in-law of Baron Reinach, 
has sent to M. Monchiocourt, official liquidator 
of the Panama Canal Company, the sum ot 
37,500f., which he had received from his father- 
in-law in 1888. Reinach had received this 
money as a dowery for his wife, but he gave 
notice some time ago that he would return it if 
it proved to have come from Panama funda. 


MME. ZBOROWSKI DEFEATED. 


THE FRENCH COURTS REFUSE TO CON- 
SIDER HER CLAIMS. 


Paris, Feb. 10.—The First Chamber of the 
ivil Tribunal of the Seine to-day delivered a 
decision in the suit of Mme. Zborowski, formerly 
Mme. de Steurs,to secure possession of her 
‘child, now in a Paris convent. 

Mme. Zborowski claimed the custody of the 
ehild by authority of a deoree of divorce granted 


to her in South Dakota from her former hus- 
band, the Dutch Minister to France. The French 
eourt refuses to grant the execution in France 
‘of the American decree of divorce, or even to 
discuss the merite of the case, on the ground 
that foreign diplomatic representatives are not 
amenable to French law. Mme. Zborowski is 
ordered to pay the costs of the proceeding. 


BURNED BY A MOSLEM MOB. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE AMERICAN GIRLS’ 
COLLEGE IN MARSOVAN. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 10.—The United States 
“Legation here has learned that a Moslem mob 
burned the American Girls’ College, in Mar- 
,povan, because the Director, Dr. Herrick, was 
‘Delleved to be the instigator of an offensive 
political agitation. 

Political placards had been posted eon the 
‘walls of the college, but Dr. Herrick had ex- 


plained to the Governor that this was done 
without his consent. The Governor was either 
unable or unwilling to protect the college, for 
he made no effort to defend it against the mob.

A FRIEND OF MR. ADY 18 WATCHING 
JUDGE MARTIN’S PROGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Ex-Representative 8. 
R. Peters of Kansas is in Washington. His mis- 
sion is to watch Judge John Martin, in the in- 
terests of Joseph W. Ady, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for Kansas, who claims to have 
been elected Sopator to fill out the unexpired 
term of Preston B. Plumb by the Republicans 
of Kansas. 

Mr. Peters is not proclaiming his errand from 
the housetops. To those who question him con- 
cerning his presence in Washington, he says he 
has a little private business to transact here 
and thought this would be a good time to attend 
toit Itisafact, however, that ho has all the 
papers in Ady’s case in his control, copies of 
which have been furnished the Senate Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections, and that he pro- 


oses to do all in his power to prevent Judge 

artin from securing the seat that Mr. Perkins 
still holds) In the meantime, he will try to 
ascertain whether Ady will be in danger of los- 
ing hie present = by pushing his claim. 

Should Judge Martin present his credentials, 
Mr. Peters will at once request a hearing before 
the Committee on Privileges and Eleetions, and 
will there argue that Martin was not legally 
elected. 

As @ matter of fact, the committee has exam- 
ined the case of Mr. Martin, and a number of 
the members have formed the opinion that he 
has a etrong case. One prominent Republican 
member of the committee said to the corre- 
spondent of THE New-YORK TIMES to-day that 
that he could see no flaw in Judge Martin’s 
papers, and that he hardly believed the Senate 
would refuse to accept them if they were pre- 
sented. A week ormore ago Mr. Ady forward- 
ed a copy of the papersin his case to the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, which 
examined them and found them to be valueless, 
in that they contained no reference to a number 
of necessary points. One of the lawyers on the 
committee expressed his surprise that a man 
who is United States District Attorney should 
make such a weak presentation of his case if he 
really entertained the belief that he had been 
elected. 

Judge Martin has been engaged since his ar- 
rival in Washington iu ascertaining the opin- 
ions of many of the more prominent Democratic 
Senators regarding the advisability of present- 
ing his credentials in the present session. It 
seems to be the opinion of these that he would 
do well to wait until March 4, in order to avoid 
all possibility of trouble. The Judge is having 
@ good time seeing the sights, and is inclined to 
view with complacency the idea of waiting 
three weeks before seeking recognition. Mr. 
Perkins holds the opinion that neither Mr. 
Martin nor Mr. Ady has been elected. He has 
not yet decided whether his termexpires March 
4ornot. Itis a moot question, he says, and he 
will endeavor to settie it before Congress ad- 
journs. In case he decides that he will be juati- 
fied in making a fight to retain his seat, Judge 
Martin may expect two opponents instead of 
one. 

Mr. Perkins has good reasons to be willing to 
block the aspirations of the Kansas Republicans. 
In spite of the fact that he was a member of 
the Senate, with a good chanceof being accepted 
for the remainder of Mr. Plumb’s unexpired 
term, by reason of his standing among the Scna- 
tors, the Republicans very foolishly “turned 
him down” by naming Ady, a stranger to the 
Senate, for his place. 6 result will undoubt- 
edly be that Judge Martin will be seated. A 
little finesse on the part of the Republicans 
might have changed the eituation. Indeed, 
there seems little doubt that had Mr. Perkins 
been named by the Republicans he would have 
been duly installed by tnis time. 





MAY SEIZE ALL THE WEALTH. 


——__»—— 
STATE OF PENNSYLVANIA TO MAKE 
WAR UPON THE ECONOMITES. 


PitrsBurG, Penn, Feb. 10.—The Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania has entered the legal 
battle for the possession of the immense wealth 
of the Economite Society. The matter is now 
in the hands of State Attorney General Hensel 
and is being prosecuted by the ablest legal tal- 
ent of the Allegheny and Beaver County bars. 

The proceedings will be instituted at once and 
will be far-reaching in their results. If success- 
ful, the suit will involve the absolute surrender 
of all the property of the Economite Society and 
ite confiscation by the State. It will be a pro- 
ceeding in escheat, based on established prece- 


dent of eminent legal authority, and an act of 
Assembly forbidding the conduct of societies 
whose principles are at variance with public 
custom and against the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion. 

The archives have been searched, and it is 
claimed sufficient authority has been obtained 
to disrupt the celibate community and turn its 
goods and chattels into the State Treasury. 
The act of Assembly making it unlawful for 
churches and religious sects to hold property in 
excess of a specified amount wi also be 
brought into the case and used as one of the 
strong points on the plaintiff's side of tho case. 

The proceedings have no connection with the 
suit filed in the Beaver County Court to-day 
by the Fechts and other Eoonomites asking for 
a receiver to wind up the affairs of the organi- 
zation. On the contrary, the two battles will 
be fought on entirely ditferent lines, the issues 
being contrary, as the success of the State’s 
case would necessarily mean the failure of the 
prosecution on behalf of the maloontents of the 
society. 

The bill introduced by the Economites to-day 
is a lengthy one, and among other things alleges 
that through mismanagement $4,000,000 has 
been lost, and the petitioners believe the society 
is now insolvent. Itis further alleged that the 
foundation of the community, celibacy, has be- 
come obsolete, and the Trustees, Duss and Sie- 
ber, are living with their wives in Juxury, while 
the other members have to content themselves 
with the bare necessities of life. 

The petitioners pray for an injunction re- 
straining Trustees Duss and Sieber from selling 
or transferring the society’s property. and re- 
quiring them to account in full for the assets 
since their management. Serious charges are 
aleo made against the Board of Eiders, and it is 
alleged that the leaders have sought to cast dis- 
oredit on the teachings of the founder. 


SNOWBOUND IN THE WEST,

TRAINS BLOCKADED AND ABANDONED 
BECAUSE OF A HEAVY STORM. 


Sioux Ciry, Iowa, Feb. 10.—Yesterday the 
werst storm in years was raging, and reports at 
the railroad offices are to the effect that it was 
general throughout the Northwest. The Illinois 
Central announces that its road is blockaded east 
from this city across the entire State. Several 
trains are in the snow, and both the local and 
Chicago express trains are abandoned here, 
while not a train is moving on the line. 

The Milwaukee sent a train east at 6 o'clock 
last night, but there was no proepect of its get- 
ting through. A general blockade prevails over 
the company’s system in South Dakota, and the 
Northwestern is sharing the same fate. Both 
the Maple River and Lake City divisions of the 
Northwestern east of this city are blockaded. 
The Chicago passenger train which left this 
city att4 o’clook yesterday afternoon is laid up 
east of the city. 

The Unio acific has two trains in the snow 
between this city and Oolumbus Junction. 
Both the Omaha and &t. Paul divisions of the 
Ohicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
Road are blockaded and trains abandoned. The 
Bioux City and Pacific is still open from here to 
Omaha. Snow plows are unabieto make any 
progress, the snow drifting in behind them to 
the tops of outs almost as quickly as they pass 
through. 








He Upheld the Lynching. 

AusTIN, Texas, Feb. 10.—Representative Hen- 
derson of Lamar County, the scene of the recent 
lynching of Henry Smith, made a speech to-day 
in the House of Representatives in regard to 
Gov. Hogg’s message of yesterday. Mr. Hen- 
derson said he had no eriticiam to make on Gov, 
Hogg. and, while he admitted the horror of tne 
execution, he defended the people of Lamar 
County as a- wealthy and refined community 
and pleaded in extenuation of the lynching the 
horrible crime which led to it. He said Gov. 
Hoge’'s message Virtually outlawed his county, 
and he claimed consideration for his people. 





Two Negro Boys Lynched. 

MAGNOLIA, Mies., Feb. 10.—Two negro boys, 
Frank Harrell and Cornelius Felder, who con- 
fessed to having robbed and burned Lee Robin- 
son's store at Dickey, Amite County, Sunday 
night, were hanged by a mob of angry citizens 
Wednesday night a few hundred yards from 
where the crime was committed.

BALFOUR RAISES A STORM 


——»——— 
4 CHANCE REMARK MAKES MB. 
GLADSTONE ANGRY. 


A REFERENCE TO A “MORE AGREE- 
ABLE OCCUPATION” GREETED WITH 
HISSES—THE PREMIER’S SHARP RE- 
PLY—FINALLY MR. BALFOUR MAN- 
AGED TO 8AY WHAT-HE MEANT. 


Loxpox, Feb. 10.—Arthur J. Balfour, leader 
of the Unionists, spoke at length in the House 
of Commons to-day in favor of extending the 
debate on the address, After repeating his 
former arguments on this point, he reminded 
the House that when the Conservatives were in 
office the Liberals had insisted upon longer de- 
bates on the address. 

Mr. Gladstone questioned the correctness of 
Mr. Balfour’s statement. Comparison of the 
records of the two Governments wonld show, 
he said, the contrary to have been the case. The 
matter, however, was not of vital importance. 
He objected to the manner in which the exten- 
sion of the debate had been introduced without 
previous notice. 

Mr. Balfour replied with spirit that he had not 
only given notice, but also had debated the 
question last evening when the right honora 
ble gentleman opposite was more agreeably 
occupied. 

This slur had an unexpected effect upon the 
House. The Liberals and Irish members an- 
awered it with cries of “Shame!” and jeers, 
which completely drowned the Opposition 
cheers. 

Mr. Balfour paused until the’ confusion sub- 
sided, and then added that he assumed the right 
honorable gentleman had been made acquainted 
with the circumstances of the debate through 
his colleague, Sir William Harcourt. If the 
House was to be led by two gentlemen’ who 
never communicated with each other, the pro- 
ceedings would necessarily be conducted with 
considerable difficulty. [Cries of “‘Oh!” “Oh!” 
and “Shame!’’) 

When Mr. Gladstone rose to answer Mr. Bal- 
fourhe was trembling with indignation. Ina 
voice shaken with anger he thundered out: 
“ With due regard to circumstances and time, I 
have endeavored to serve the House to the best 
of my ability. [Loud and prolonged cheers.) 
The right honorable member for East Manches- 
ter would have shown better taste, would have 
fulfilled the duties of the post he occupied, if he 
bad spared the reference to my more agresable 
occupation.”’ 

Repeated eheers followed Mr. Gladstone’s 
words, and amid the enthusiasm of the demon- 
stration Mr. Balfour rose, unnoticed, to speak. 
He began three times before his voice could be 
heard. Before he had spoken a dozen andible 
words the Irish members drowned his voice 


again with yells and shouts of “Oh!” “Oh!” 
“Shame!” *“‘ Coward!” and * Withdraw.” 

After several minutes of this bedlam Thomas 
O’ Connor, anti-Parnellite for the Scotland divi- 
sion of Liverpool, rose, apparently to make a 
point of order. Mr. Balfour yielded to him the 
floor and the disorder abated. Mr. O’Connor 
asked whether or not any question was before 
the House, and the Speaker replied that he un- 
derstood that Mr. Balfour wished to explain. 

Amid renewed confusion Mr. Balfour made 
himseif heard sufficiently to inform the House 
that he had not intended to hurt the feelings of 
the Prime Minister; in fact, that this right hon- 
orable gentleman was the last person in the 
House whom he wittingly would offend. This 
apology was received on all sides with pro- 
longed cheers, which turned to laughter as Mr. 
Balfour added that the right honorable to 
whose more agreeable occupation he had re- 
ferred was not the Prime Minister, but one of 
his colleagues. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The House debated until 
1 o’clock this morning the amendment of Mr. 


Arnold Foster, Liberal Unionist for West Bel- 
fast, expressing regret that clerical intimidation 
had been exercised among Irish voters and urg- 
ing the adoption of measures to prevent a rep- 
etition of such priestly interference with eleo- 
tions. The debate brought out some effective 
maiden speeches, to which Mr. Gladstone liat- 
ened with evident interest and pleasure. The 
amendment was rejectéd by a vote of 248 to 205. 
The House will meet to-day for the continua- 
tion of the debate on the address, despite the 
fact that the Conservatives last night allowed 
the debate on the release of the Gwedore pris- 
oners, which immediately preceded that on 
Mr. Arnold-Forster’s amendment, to fizzle with- 
out a division. The Conservative newspapers 
aro beginning to complain of the apathy of the 
Unionist whips, who, they say, are allowing the 
Government to get too large majorities. 





MONEY. TIGHT IN MEXICO, 


MORE FUNDS NEEDED TO MEET THE 
STEADY IMPROVEMENTS. 


City OF MEXICO, Feb. 10.—The money market 
continues tight, with an active demand at the 
bank rate of 10 per cent. Probably the volume 
of loans could be doubled in a month were the 
banks able to meet the demand, and every day 
it becomes more apparent thatthe country re- 
quires additional capital to meet the needs. 

A Director of the most impertant bank here 
says that the country requires a great loan com- 
pany with fully $25,000,000 capital in order to 
provide for the greatagricultural movement that 
is going on. Large investments are being made 
in coffee lands by natives and foreigners, and 
the business is not likely to be overdone for 
many years, as Mexican coffee is in good de- 
mand for exportation. 

Opposition newspapers have endeavored to 
prove that the Government will tind the con- 
tinued depreciation of silver an obstacle ‘to the 

rompt and full payment of interest on its 

oans, but a cereful analysis of the financial 

situation by an impartial authority embodied in 
a recently-made report toa European Govern- 
ment shows that with silver at the present price 
the Government is in the reverse from a bad 
position and will be able to meet punctually 
all its obligations, espocially as increased agri- 
cultural production for exportation is relieving 
the financial situation. 

The best bankers here predict better times. 
One proof that the times are not so bad as 
painted is the steady growth of the City of 
Mexico and the firm maintenance of prices on 
all classes of real estate. Rents are high and 
firmly maintained, and the building operations 
are going forward in the city and suburbs, 
where lots are sold at prices that three years 
ago would have been considered enormous,

OTTAWA, Feb. 10.—In the House of Commons 
to-day J. C. Patterson, Minister of Militia, an- 
nounced that the Government, acting on the ad- 
vice of Major Gen. Herbert, proposed reorganiz 
ing the entire militia system of the country. 

The report of the General, recently made pub- 
lic, asserts that the gross mismanagement of the 
Department of Militia had brought the vol- 
unteer militia force into a state of military im- 
potence. The system of awarding contraots for 
militia supplies was proneunced corrupt and 
scandalous. 

The Minister of Militia proposes te adopta 
new system of awarding contracts and to re- 
duce the number of volunteer corps and aim at 
a@ greater degree of efficiency. 

It was also stated that in the near future the 
entire volunteer militia force would be armed 
with the latest improved firearins. More at- 
tention wiil be paid to schools for military in- 
struction, and all officers will be required to ob- 
tain certiticates of fitness before being granted 
commissions.

WHEELING, West Va, Feb. 10.—-The striking 
electric railway employes and their friends 
made an assault upon the crews of cars at the 
railway company’s carhouse, just outside the 
city Mmitse in Marshall County, this morning.

three of the employes of the company were 
terribly beaten, two of them perbaps fatally.

The main quéstion before 
the meeting was the acceptance of the reor- 
ganization scheme for the Central Road, whionh 
has & controlling interest.

this plan and to secure and guarantee the same. and 


more particularly to seoure the conversion of tho 
tripartite bonds and of the secured floating debt into 
the securities of the new company. 

“ Resolved, That this convention approve the plan 
an ment to carry it out; provided, that when 
such underwriting syndicate is formed ite responsi- 
bility shall be certitied to by resolution of the Board

NEW ARMOR SPECIFICATIONS. 
—————— 
CONTRACTORS WILL FIND THE TERMS 


MUCH MORE EXACTING. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The new specifications 
for armor under the contract for 7,000 tons of 
this material have been. issued from the Naval 
Bureau of Ordnance. The contractors will find 
the requirements more exacting than tho 
specifications of 1887, under which the present 
deliveries of armor plate are being made. The 
increase in the requirements is the reault of the 
tests of armor during the past three years, in 
whieh was developed a nickel alloy and a face- 
hardening process. The new specifications have 


been revised to embrace the new conditions, 
which demanded stricter acceptance tests and 
closer inspections. 

The 6,344.89 tons of armor will be distributed 
among ships in course of construction, as fol- 
lows: Indiana, 499.77 tons; Massachusetts, 
2,041.81; Oregen, 499.77; Olympia, Cruiser 
No. 6,42.64; lowa, seagoing battleship No. 1, 
2,574.40; Brooklyn, armored cruiser No. 3, 
686.50. 

The plates must be of the best quality, free 
from imperfection of manufacture and from 
auch defects as would diminish their resistance 
or value. In case the shape of plates is changed, 

© as to increase or decrease the machine work 
n amount or difficulty, and in case it is found 
necessary to have the contractor drill holes for 
structural purposes or do other machine work 
not indicated in drawings furnished the bidders, 
the contractor shall receive additional or a 
diminished compensation for said work. 

If, before the selection of atest plate froma 
ballistic group which has been oil tempered and 
annealed, the contractor shall offer to submit 
it to atest corresponding to that established 
governing premium it shall be so tested, and if 
suceessful a premium will be allowed on the 
group of $30 per ton. 

In the new specifications a penalty for delay 
is imposed at a rate of $10 per ton per month. 
Each contractor for armor must make deliveries 
at the average rate, 250 tons per month, for the 
first six months after the firet delivery becomes 
due, and thereafter at the average rate of 300 
tons por month. The first delivery of 250 tons 
shall be due at the expiration of the fourth full 
calendar month after placing the first order for 
armor under the contract. 

In case armor, under the contract, is re- 
quired to be treated by the Harvey process, the 
contractor will be so informed, and he must 
then at once proceed to establish a sufficient 
plant for the production of Harveyized armor, 
but the first delivery of 250 tons of Harveyized 
armor will not be considered due until the end 
of the sixth month after the placing of the first 
order for this armor, and thereafter the rate of 
delivery and system of penalties and credits 

rovided for ordinary armor shall be required 

or Harveyized armor. 

The deliveries, as required, will probably ex- 
tend from March, 1893, when the barbettes of 
the Massachusetts are desired, to March, 1895, 
when the eight-inch turrets and conning towers 
of the Iowa and the Brooklyn will be wanted.

to such a position that he finds himself on 
the Democratic side of the line of division, 
Believing as he has always believed on po- 
litical questions, he is now a Democrat of 
the Cleveland type. 
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The suit brought on the 9th inst, in 
which the Attorney General asks that the 
Berliner telephone patent of 1801 shall be 
annulled, is one that should be prosecuted 
vigorously, but if it were to be brought 
we do not see why there should have been 
a delay of fourteen months. This is the 
patent, the issue of which was delayed 
fourteen years by sham interference pro- 
ceedings in the Patent Office, and when 
it was granted there was a thorough dis- 
cussion in the pressof the history of the 
case, the abuse of the patent laws by 
which the long delay was procured, and 
the probable value of the patent to the 
Bell Company. That was the time for 
the Government to ask the courts to an- 
nul the patent. Still, we are glad that 
even at this late day steps have been taken 
to procure a legal settlement of the im- 
portant questions involved. There are 
two other patents, recently issued to the 
Bell Company, which were “hung up” in 
the Patent.Office for a dozen years or more, 
and concerning which an argument like 
that of the Government in this case might 
be made, They should not be overlooked. 








The politicalconsequences of the latest ex- 
posures in the Panama business are likely 
to be very serious. Itis to be noted, with 
gratification, that they are not likely to in- 
jure the republic. In fact, the Royalists 
seem to have disabled themselves in ad- 
vance from taking advantage of any possi- 
ble turn in French politics, since there is 
not one of the scandals of the republic in 
which their agents have not been con- 
spicuous. A‘party of which the good is 
necessarily the public evil is always ata 
greatdisadvantage. Nevertheless, the ex- 
posures very seriously weaken even the re- 
constructed Ministry which now adminis- 
ters affairs. Frenchmen are unable to see 
why M. Rouvier should have been dis- 
charged on the same state of facts, appar- 
ently, on which other and lesser politicians 
have been held for trial It has been plain 
from the first, and it grows more conspicu- 
ous as time goes on, that no Ministry can 
hold its place of which any member has 
any reason to fear the fullest exposure of 
the relations of the Panama Company to 
the French Government.

FACTS FOR MR, FOSTER. 

The Secretary of the Treasury will be in 
New-York to-day. He has taken pains to 
have it announeed that he does not come on 
any public business, but solely to attend to 
some party affairs which are believed to 
require his attention. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, that this implies that Mr. 
Foster regards political business as more 
important than that of the Government. 
On e contrary, it is probably Mr. 
Foster’s idea that the announcement 
he has caused to be made will be accepted 
as evidence that his mind is entirely at 
ease as to the situation of the Treasury, 
and that he knows of nothing connected 
with that which should cause him to take 
a journey from Washington to New-York. 
This is quite in harmony with the general 
attitude of serenity and confidence which 
has marked the Secretary’s demeanor ever 
since he entered the Treasury and during 
all the time that the demands on the Treas- 
ury have been increasing and the resources 
at his disposal have been dwindling. 
It can do no harm, however, to say to 
Mr. Foster that his general attitude and, 
particularly, his aggressive cheerfulness 
as the end of his term approaches have 
not had the efiect that he seems to have 
intended. On the contrary, they have im- 
pressed many business men all over the 
country that he would not show so much 
gayety of heart if he had more knowledge, 
and th®#t more ki wledge on his part 
would be more reassuring than his gayety. 

While he is in New-York he may learn 
some things of which he now appears igno- 
rant or oblivious. He can learn them from 
the most authoritative and respectable Re- 
publican sources, and from those sources 
he may be willing to accept them. They 
will all tend—it is useless to go over them 
in detail—to the one general fact that there 
is a widespread apprehension in this coun- 
try and abroad that, before Mr. Foster has 
a chance to turn the Treasury over to his suc- 
cessor, the Government may be in a position 
where it cannot continue to pay its out- 
standing obligations in gold on demand. 
If this position is reached, or if it should 
appear very imminent and possibly un- 
avoidable, the consequences would be very 
serious. Ina fewdays great injury might 
be done to the business interests of the 
country and to the credit of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. FosTeR may be made to under- 
stand more clearly than he now appears to 
understand, that it is the knowledge of this 
apprehension and of the consequences 
of it that has induced a number of the 
banks of New-York to place gold 
in the hands of the Government. He 
may also be informed, what is unquestion- 
ably true, that in the judgment of many of 
the most experienced and best-informed 
financiers this action of the banks, credita- 
ble as it is to them andin the right line, is 
not sufficient for the purpose. Itis not so 
for several reasons. In the first place, it is 
made in pursuance of no plan either on the

House, and is, therefore, uncertain in 
its extent and duration.

If Mr. Foster shall take cognizance of 
these facts, and if he shall cofisult with 
bankers who are capable of giving him 
sound advice—and they are many—itis pos 
sible that a plan may be agreed upon which 
will avert any serious disturbance. That 
need not be difficult, The general char- 
acter that such a plan should assume is 
clearly indicated in the interview 
which we publish this morning with 
Mr. Woopwarp of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank. It should embrace an 
ample provision of gold—Mr. WoopWaRD 
suggests $25,000,000 as the minimum—so 
that the conclusion would be immediate 
and universal that whatever the Treasury 
needs to continue gold payments it will 
get. A natural complement and even 
@ logical condition of such provision 
by the banks would be the issue and sale 
of bonds by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. That is the ultimate resource, di- 
rectly authorized by law, of which the 
Government should avail itself definitely 
and promptly. It must be remembered 
that what is needed is the moral effect of 
the Government’s action. It must be made 
known that, at any cost, the Treasury will 
keep up gold payments. If that is clearly 
understood, the task will instantly become 
much lighter, but no hesitating or half-way 
measures will produce such an understand- 
ing. 
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PREPARING FOR A QUARANTINE 
CONFLICT. 

It has been assumed in some quarters 
that the Quarantine bill, which has been 
passed by both houses of Congress, gives 
the Federal authorities full control over 
the enforcement of quarantineregulations, 
whenever and wherever they may see fit to 
assume such control. That does not seem 
to have been the understanding in either 
the Senate or the House when the bill was 
passed, When the Senate substituted its 
original bill for that which had passed the 
House, Senator Hitt questioned rather 
persistently whether it did not permit 
Federal authority to override that of 
the States. Senator Harris, the re- 
puted author of the measure, assured 
him repeatedly that it did not. ‘‘ The only 
interference of the Federal hand,” he said, 
‘with State and municipal quarantine is to 
aid them inthe enforcement of their own 
rules.” Again hesaid: ‘* There is not one 
word in this billthat proposes to interfere 
with State’ quarantine or State health 
officers except to aid them in the execu- 
tion of theirownrules.” The Federal au- 
thority might make additional rules, but 
it could not interfere with existing rules, 
or “with the rule of the State anu- 
thority.” It was on these assurances that 
Senator Hirt withdrew his opposition, 
and on the further assurance that 
the bill would go into conference to be 
‘considered by the conference committee 
and considered by the two houses.” But 
the bill did not go into conference. On the 
understanding that it did not interfere 
with State quarantine, except to aid in the 
enforcement of its rules, the opposition in 
the House practically disappeared, and the 
Senate amendment was concurred in with- 
out a division. 

If this was the understanding of the ef- 
fect of the measure in Congress, how does 
ithappen to be maintained elsewhere that 
it will enable the Treasury Department to 
assume entire control over quarantine 
whenever it may deem it expedient to do 
so. It strikes us that the provisions of 
the billitself are peculiarly calculated to 
invite and to produce a conflict of author- 
ity, especially at this port, where above all 
it should be avoided. In the first place 
Section 3 provides that the Supervising 
Surgeon General of the Marine Hospital 
Service shall ‘‘co-operate with and aid 
State and Municipal Boards of Health 
in the execution and _ enforcement 
of the rules and regulations of such 
boards, and in the execution and 
enforcement of the rules and regulations 
made by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
prevent the introduction of contagious and 
infectious diseases,” &c. Now, neither the 
State nor the municipal Board of Health 
in this State and city has anything to do 
with making or enforcing quarantine reg- 
ulations under the State law, and they can 
have nothing to do with enforcing the reg- 
ulations of the Treasury Department, and 
nothing is said in the bill about State 
Quarantine Commissions, It may be 
claimed, therefore, that the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Marine Hospital cannot co- 
operate with Health Officer Jenkins, if he 
objects, for he does not act under the au- 
thority of either the State or Municipal 
Board of Health. 

The same section contains the provision 
that the Secretary of the Treasury may 
make additional rules and regulations, 
where he considers those that exist “under 
the authority of the State or municipality ” 
insufficient, which shall be enforced by the 
“sanitary authorities of the States and mu- 


nicipalities, where the State or municipal 


health authorities will undertake to enforce 
them; but if the State or municipal author- 
ties shall fail or refuse to enforce said 
rules and regulations the President shall 
execute and enforce the same, and adopt 
such measures as in his judgment shall be 
necessary to prevent the introduction or 
spread of such diseases, and may detail or 
appoint officers for that purpose.” Our 
Quarantine Commissioners and Health 
Officers may be “sanitary authorities” or 
“health authorities” of the State, but if 
they fail or refuse to enforce regulations of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, what will 
happen? The President “shall” not only 
enforce them by officers of his own 
designation, but adopt any measures he 
may deem necessary to prevent the intro- 
duction and ‘“‘ spread” of contagious dis- 
eases. May he then supersede or override 
the State authorities? And what is im- 
plied in his power to take measures to 
preventthe “spread” of these diseases after 
they have been introduced? This looks 
to us like a beautiful arrangement for 
bringing about a conflict of Federal and 
State authority. 

Section 5 of the bill seems to go further 
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in authorising the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to make-tegulations, After providing 
for regulations to be observed at foreign 
ports before the departure of vessels, it de- 
clares that the Secretary shall issue and 
make publicly known “all such. other rules 
and regulations as shall be observed in the 
inspection pf the same [vessels, cargoes, 
&o.] on arrival thereof at any quar- 
antine station at the port of desti- 
nation, and for the disinfection and 
isolation of the same, and the treatment 
of cargo, persons,” &c. Does this mean 
that the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
make these rules and regulations regard- 
less of those of the State authorities? The 
same section declares that no vessel shall 
enter or discharge its cargo at the port of 
destination ‘“‘except upon a certificate of 
the Health Officer of such quarantine 
station certifying that said rules and 
regulations have in all respects been 
observed and complied with, as well 
on his part as on the part of said 
vessel and its master, in respect to 
the same and to its cargo, passengers, and 
crew.” But suppose a State Health Officer 
does not choose to observe and comply 
with these rules and regulations “in all 
respects,” and refuses to give a certificate 
that he or the vessel and its master have 
done so. Can he be coerced by Federal 
authority? Over and above all these pro- 
visions is the assertion that “it shall be 
the duty of the Supervising Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Marine Hospital Service, under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, to perform all the duties in respect to 
quarantine and quarantine regulations 
which are provided for by this act.” 

There is a vast deal of confusion and 
conflict of authority provided for in this 
measure, even assuming that State and 
Federal authorities should have an honest 
desire and purpose to work harmoniously 
together, . It is only undersuch an assump- 
tion that the provisions of the bill can be 
regarded as workable at all. But at this 
port, asis well known, there is a decided 
jealousy of Federal interference and a 
disposition to resent it as unnecessary and 
unwarranted. The Health Officer is nota 
magnanimous or broad-minded person, and 
both he andthe authorities behind him are 
strongly partisan. Dr. JeNKINS does not 
accept the judgment that he is not com- 
petent to deal with the quarantine of this 
port without Federal aid or co-operation. 
He is likely to claim all the authority that 
he thinks belongs to him and to resist all 
other authority that he considers unwar- 
ranted by law or circumstances. What is 
the chance of a harmonious and successful 
co-operation between him and the Surgeon 
General of the Marine Hospital in case 
cholera appears at our doors? It is to be 
feared that this national law, if it is to be 
a law, will notimprove matters, so far as 
local quarantine is concerned. We shall 
be fortunate if it does not make matters 
worse; but, if it does, we may get a na- 
tional quarantine hereafter as the result 
of a costly experience, - 
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MR. THOMPSON AND PANAMA, 


Mr. RicHarp W. THOMPSON, Chairman of 
the “ American Committee” of the Panama 
Canal Company and sometimes called the 
President of the ““American branch” of 
that organization, has not yet given testi- 
mony before the committee at Washington 
that is inquiring concerning the oxpendi- 
ture of that mysteriousfund of $2,400,000. 
When the investigators in Washington be- 
gin to question him they should bear in 
mind a few facts that may not have come 
to their knowledge. : 

First, as to certain-dates. The Panama 
Canal Company’s “American Committee” 
was formedon July7,1880. Animpression 
prevails thatit was not made until Jan- 
uary, 1881, when the first general meeting 
of the canal company was held, or 
until March, 1881, when the company 
was legally organized. But if the 
committee will look at a prospectus 
or circular issued by FERDINAND DE 
LEssEPS on Nov. 15, 1880, it will see that 
in that circular he asserted that he had 
organized an ‘‘ American Committee” in 
this city on July 7, 1880.. The agreement 
concerning the payment of the fund of 
$2,400,000, which was made known to the 
shareholders on March 3, 1881, was, in all 
probability, in force from the birth of the 
“committee” in July. 

Mr. THOMPSON resigned the office of Sec- 
retary of the Navy on or about Dec. 13, 
1880. On that date his resignation was 
accepted and another member of the Cabi- 
net was designated to act in his place from 
Dec. 20. It was known that the Secretary 
resigned in order that he might accept 
the office of Chairman of the Panama 
Company’s branch in the United States, 
But it was not known generally, 
we think, that this office had been 
offered to him in July of that year, nearly 
six months earlier, and that for months be- 
fore he left the Cabinet the Panama Canal 
Company was confident that he would ac- 
cept itin the course of time. We under- 
stand that the Panama Company was 








assured of his favorable attitude toward 


the offer as early as the middle of July. 

When the time came for his departure 
from the Cabinet and his assumption of his 
new office Mr. THompson became rather 
impatient for the completion of the ar- 
rangements relating to his service and his 
salary. This and some other things appear 
in the following letter, dated Washington, 
Dec. 16, 1880: 


_ “Teend youa slip from the Republican of 
this morning showing how hard the Nicaragu- 
ans fight. They make it a strong point that 
the Lesseps scheme is all a mere attempt to 
speculate in stock, and quite a number of my 
friends express an unwillingness to make a 
hard fight until they can feel assured that my 
position is fixed beyond a peradventure. 
I wrote yesterday to —— to have my sal- 
ary begin on Monday, the 20th, so that 
I could assure them that the thing was 
fixed. Conversations since with some of my 
friends render this very important. I have 
written him again this morning. See him 
at once and converse with him about the 
subject of my letter. It is this: that he send 
me a reply stating that the offer was formaliy 
made and that my salary was fixed at $25,000 
a year from and after the 20th. This will 
satisfy my friends, and we shall be able to put 
the Nicaraguans on their backs, Gen. GRANT to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

“I shall telegraph you to wait for my letter 
this afternoon, and to request —— to do 
the same.

The Crapo resolution was not passed. 
Mr. THOMPSON boasts that he prevented a 
comniittee from reporting it by his labored 
argument concerning the proper interpreta- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine. 

Perhaps the committee now making an 
investigation will inquire-whether the ad- 
vocates of the proposed Nicaragua Canal 
were “put on their backs” at that session 
of Congress. Possibly some of those ad- 
vocates may have something to say about 
obstacles they encountered at that time. 

ES San a OER 
COUNTY “ INSTITUTIONS.” 

The accounts of the burning of some 
forty insane paupers in New-Hampshire 
constitute a frightful indictment of the 
authorities of the county in which the fire 
occurred, and, indeed, of the State. There 
isevery reason to believe, however, that 
New-Hampshire was not exceptionally 
criminal, but only exceptionally unlucky. 
There is no reason to suppose that, if a fire 
should break out in the almshouse, or in 
the asylum of the almshouse, of any 
county in any one of the Eastern or Mid- 
dle States in which the charge of the in- 
gane poor is assumed by the counties, the 
result would be any less disastrous or any 
more favorable, 

Certainly there was nothing in the cir- 
cumstances of the case to enable anybody 
to plead that the fire was one of those vis- 
itations which human foresight cannot 
provide against. On the contrary, the 
lack of common foresight is manifest, and 
it is to this, and not to the nature of the 
emergency, that the“‘holocaust ” of insane 
paupers is to be ascribed. It seems that 
the fire broke out shortly after 10 
o'clock, at a time, indeed, when public 
charges, including insane paupers, are sup- 
posed to be in bed and asleep, but at a time 
when the watchmen of every public insti- 
tution arein a condition to exercise all the 
vigilance of which they-are capable. The 
alarm was, in fact, promptly given, and 
the keeper and attendants seem to have 
used their utmost exertions to save the in- 
sane paupers. They failed because the 
people whose lives were in danger were in- 
eapable of co-operating in any effort to 
save their own lives, and also because the 
authorities had lodged these helpless per- 
sons in a place which was a mere fire trap 
from which sane persons, wide awake and 
in full possession of the normal degree of 
intelligence, would have found great diffi- 
oulty in making their escape. 

It appears that the building provided by 
Strafford County, N. H., for the housing of 
its insane poor was a wooden building 
twenty years old and costing originally 
$10,000. It appears, moreover, that there 
were no exterior fire escapes, even if 
the inmates had known how totake advan- 
tage of them. As soon as the wooden 
staircase burned up, (and a wooden stair- 
case, being in the nature of a flue, is 
always the first thing to burn up,) the 
inmates of the upper part of the building 
were entirely helpless to make their escape. 
There were no appliances for extinguishing 
fire on the premises, and the nearest place 
where such appliances existed was, in the 
present condition of the roads, an hour 
and a half away. At least that.is the time 
it took the firemen of Dover to reach the 
burning building, which by that time was 
a burned building. 

This is a very ghastly chronicle of official 
neglect, but we repeat that there is every 
reason to suppose it would be repeated, in 
like circumstances, in every county in the 
longest settled and most civilized parts of 
the United States in which the care of the 
poor and the insane is left to the local 
authorities. What is true of almshouses 
and asylums is true also of places of penal 
confinement. It is only lately that the 
county jails have begun to attract the 
attention of reformers, and the jails have 
already excited their horror. In building 
these jails nothing whatever has been kept 
in view but the construction of places from 
which the inmates could not escape. The 
authorities of Strafford County, N. H., 
have successfully met this requirement. It 
is plain that their inmates could not es- 
cape, even when the alternative to escape 
was being roasted to death. There is 
the most urgent need. that the States 
should take action with reference 
to the care of public charges of all 
descriptions, criminals, paupers, and luna- 
tics. The administration of the local 
places of confinement is very likely as bad 
as the construction of such places; but it is 
in the construction of them that reform 
must begin. A truthful report upon the 
local almshouses, insane asylums, and 
jails of the United States would be a most 
horrifying and a most useful document. 
The Prison Reform Association has mase 
the beginnimg of the needful investigation 
in its own province, but an investigation 
ought to be undertaken by every State. The 
result of such an investigation could not 
fail to be a great improvement, enforced 
by State authority, in the construction of 
prisons and asylums. Such an improve- 
ment would render impossible so frightful 
a@ massacre as has just occurred in New- 
Hampshire, and it would involve other 
benefits even more essential and much 
more comprehensive.

THEY LAUGHED ATTHE FIRE 


DETAILS OF THE TERRIBLE CA-. 
TASTROPHE AT DOVER. 


FORTY-ONE INSANE PATIENTS, UNA-~ 
BLE TO SAVE THEMSELVES, WERE 
BURNED ALIVE—THE ASYLUM WAS 
AN OLD-FASHIONED FRAME STRUCT- 
URE UNFIT FOR THEIR OCCUPANCY. 


Dover, N. H., Feb. 10.—As was indicated in 
this morning’s New-YorRK TiMEs a most shock- 
ing catastrophe occurred in this vicinity last 
night, when the insane asylum at the Strafford 
County Workhouse, about four miles out of the 
city, was entirely destroyed by fire, and forty- 
one of the inmates were burned to death. 

The building was a two-story frame affair, 
130 by 35 feet, and burned like tinder, and 
only three of the inmates survive. The ma- 
jority of the inmates were so bewildered that 
they only retarded the escape of the others. 
Keeper Driscoll used every effort to Jiberate the 
inmates, and remained in the building until he 
was obliged to jump from a second-story win- 
dow in order to save himéelf. 

A messenger was dispatched to the city for 
assistance anda part of the Fire Department 
was sent, but before it arrived the building 
was reduced to smoldering ruins. By the 
efforts of the firemen the main building of the 
institution was saved. The fire brilliantly illu- 
mined the country for miles, and the un 
fortunates could plainly be seen as they writhed 
and tossed in the blazing building. 

The fire was discovered in a cell. Watchman 
Chesley says that before he could give the 
alarm to Keeper Driscoll it had gained such 
headway that the only thing to be done was to 
resoue the inmates. They broke the looks of 
the fifty cells, and then Chesley got out his wife 
and two children. 

The fire caught in the main building, the 
county house, in which were over 100 of the 
eounty’s poor. Superintendent D, E. Merritt 
organized a fire brigade of these people, and 
that fire was subdued. 

One of the female inmates ef the asylum 
jumped to the yard below, but was unable to 
mount the high fence, and shared the fate of the 
others. 

Mr. Twombly, one of the four who onemee, 
umped from the burning building and waiked 

wo miles ina blinding snowstorm to a house 
where he was given shelter. 

It took the Dover firemen an hour and a half 
to reach the fire, the roads being in bad con- 
dition from snow and ice. 

Watchman Wilbur Chesley says: 

“TI was making my 10 o’olock round in the 
asyluin, when I smelled smoke and saw a light 
in a cell occupied by Mra. La Fontaine. I 
opened the deor, and saw a fire as big as a 
bushel basket at the footof her bed. I pulled 
her out of the room and closed the door. I 
ealled Mr. Driscoll, the keeper, and his wife.

eoper Driscoll said he lived in the building 
with his wife and twochildren. He was called 
by the watchmen, and ran out in his night 
clothes and did all he possibly could to get the 
inmates out. He then went back to his room 
and found it locked. His hands were badly 
burned. He had to break a double window 
from the outside to get out his wife and chil- 
dren. He says: 

* All any of us had on were our nightclothes. 
We lost everything. There were forty-six in- 
mates in the cells. Only three escaped. Car- 

enters had been doing some work there, but 

t is not known that the La Fontaine woman 
got any of the shavings. She made her way by 
eome means to the yard, which was surrounded 
by a high, closed fence. She could not get out, 
and was roasted alive. Dauchesme managed 
to climb the fence, and was saved.”’ 

The Superintendent of the almshouse, Charles 
De Merritt, says: 

“T was awakened by the watchman. There 
were ninety of the county poor in the big alms- 
house. Forty of them were women in the wing 
next tothe asylum. I got all the men who 
could do anything at work to save the building. 
We had pails to carry water, and they did the 
ar Naar could and saved the main brick build- 
n 

x more ead, distressing, and dreary pioture 
than that prosented this morning on the lonely 
knoll of the Strafford County Farm, where stood 
the insane retreat for Rochester and Dover, can 
scarcely be conceived. New-Hampehire has not 
known in this day and generation a more appall- 
ing holocaust. 

The fire conveys the sad lesson, patent to all, 
that the custom of isolating the county work- 
house miles away from the town centre is 
something which cannot be longer tolerated in 
this enlightened age. The farmers drove in for 
miles this. morning to view the charred and 
blackened ruins. A largecompany of willing and 
sturdy workers was set to work this morning 
under the direction of the master of the work- 
house, William Driscoll. 

The Strafford Insane Retreat was of the ordi- 
nary frame type common to all country poor 
farms of thirty years ago. A building by itself, 
it stood in a wide yard, shat in by fences, near 
the almshouse. Theinsane were locked in cells, 
and the majority were chronic cases. The 
keeper found Mary La Fontaine in the mad en- 
joyment of a blazing fire, increasing every mo- 
mentinenergy. The woman had been aliowed 
meither maiches nor lamp. 

The only means of eee were fire pails 
eetin tours along the corridors, each bucket 
filied with water. There was no escape except 
by the windows, and the lunatics on the second 
floor became frenzied. ‘hey laughed, sang, 
and shouted, while some’ sat stupefied and 
gazed with melancholy pleasure upon the ap- 
proaching flames. 

The county house was burned twelve years 

, thirteen persons losing their lives because 
the County Commissioners would not consent 
to the expense of a night watchman. A new 
building of brick was erected on the site and 
the insane dopartment, the scene of last night's 
fire, was built near by. 

A legislative committee called the attention 
of the County Commissioners to the condition 
of the new insane asylum as regarded facilities 
for escape in oaee of fire. The only means of 
reaching the upper story from the lower was a 
single staircase in the centre of the building, 
boxed in, and every night both doors of this 
stairway were locked. The committee recom- 
mended the addition of another stairoase at the 
rear of the building. This was added, but the 
tire escapes were not. 

Frank P. Waldron of this city saw the fire, 
having arrived thirty-five minutes after it was 
discovered. “A dozen or fifteen of the paupers 
from the main building,” said Mr. aldron, 
“were running wildly about, not doing any- 
thing to stay the progress of the fire, but shout- 
ing and erying through fear. I made up my 
mind that if any inmates had been left in the 
asylum they were beyond hope of succor. 

‘“‘A number of paupers and several of the 
neighbors were pouring water on the main 
building to keep that from catching fire from 
sparks. There were thirty persons there, and 
they were directed by the Superintendent. They 
had a smal! rubber hose, and the water from it 
was directed to the roof and the side of the 
building. 

“A dozen buckets were also In use, the water 
being drawn from the pumps in the main build- 
ing. Inmates were turning cattle outof the 
barn and driving them to a small one a few 
yards away. 

“ There were three bodies then in sight and I 
did not want to see more. One was on the 
ground ten feet from the burning wall. Another 
lay on the stonework justinside the wall The 
third was hanging outside of the wali near a 
window. When the walle fell it hung out of the 
window frame, and was held by a coh 
timber. 

“An effort was made to get at the bodies of 
the dead, butit was early seen that it was use- 
less todo anything in that direstion. It was 
decided to await the action of the Coroner. 

“The rooms in which the inmates slept were 
wooden cells. Muny of the bodies were on the 

-fioors, and portions of bodies were piled among 
the timbers, 60 thatit is impossible to tell how 
many met death in their beds.”

THERE WERE FORTY-FOUR INMATES AND 
BUT THREE ESCAPED. 


Dover, N. H., Feb. 10.—To-night, in the chapel 
at the County Farm Building, on the settees 
which have heretofore held devout worship- 
pers, lie what can be found of thirty-four fear- 
fully burned and charred bodies. 

The othere who are known to have perished in 
the flames have not yet been found, for the cel- 
jar ia full of water and the débris has not yet 
been removed.

Coroner J. H. Daniels of Rochester called to- 
gethera jury composed of W. H. Walker of 
Rochester, J. D. Roberts of Rollinsford, and VY. 
Mathes of Dover. After being sworn they 
viewed the cellar of the destroyed building 
where they could see many bodies lying. 

Undertaker Ward was then ordered to remove 
the bodies to the chapel, and this task was per- 
formed by A. N. Ward, A. A. Ashley, and King 
Fernald. The bodies taken out were horribly 
burned, and alarge proportion of them were 
unrecognizable. 

The search of the ruins will be continued to- 
morrow. At4o’clook the Coroner’s jury re- 
assembled, but an adjourament was taken until 
Baturday at 10 A. , when Wilber Chesley, 
watchman; William Driscoll, keeper of the 
asylum; Superintendent Merritt, and William 
T. Wentworth will give their testimony. 

James Daily, one of the escaped inmates, 
seems to have become sane since the fire.

There have been many anxious friends here 
to-day endeavoring to identify the dead. The 
number of visitors atthe farm, many of whom 
— merely from curiosity, reached nearly 

A possible clue to the origin of the fire may be 
found in the fact that some of the insane pau- 
pers were habitual users of tobacco and were 
allowed three friction matches to take to their 
céelis with which to licht their pipes. 

This system, it ia said, was brought to the 
notice of the county delegation a few days 
since upon its visit to the county farm, and the 
advice of one of the members was that it should 
be stopped, but whether this advice was acted 
upon is not known.

A HUGE PENSION BILL. 


THE PRESENT APPROPRIATION CARRIES 
$166,000,000—PROPOSED CHANGES. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Greatest of all the 
appropriation bills that were ever offered to 
Congress was that taken upin the House to- 
Gay and discussed until the recess. It is to 
provide the money to pay the pensioners of the 
country, and carries $166,000,000. 

Itis an enormous sum, but it is doubtful if it 


will not be necessary, before the year is out, to 
appropriate a deficiency amount, as it does not 
seem to be possible to make estimates that will 
keep pace with the growth of the pension list. As 
the soldiers who foughtin the war for the Union 
grow old they seem with one acvord to have 
become disabled and dependent, or to have 
abandoned early resolutions to keep out of the 
Pension Office, and, stimulated by pension 
equate and the desire to share the distribution 
of the money of the people, they are rushing 
forward to be enrolled. 

The debate to-day, opened by Mr. Mutchler, 
(Dem., Penn.,) was not exciting, although there 
were occasional outbreaks against the prop- 
ositions to economize in the management 
of the pension business and to transfer 
the Pension Office to the War Depart- 
ment. As forthe transfer of the pension buei- 
nese, there is likely to be strong opposition to 
the plan of the committee. But the idea is ac- 
ceptable to many, and the prospect of securing 
amore acceptable plan concerning it will de- 
pend upon the action of the Senate. 

Mr. Mutchler outlined the scheme of the oom- 
mittee in a very careful speech, requiring two 
hours 1n ite delivery. He said that the Appro- 
priations Committee had come to the conclusion 
that there should be some retrenchment; that 
reform in the granting of pensions must begin 
somewhere, and thatthe time had come when 
that reform should be inaugurated. It was not 
the desire of the committee to deprive a Union 
soldier who was deserving of a pension of any 

ension that he now received. here was noth- 
ng in the bill that would take a penny from any 
pension that had been granted to a deserving 
soldier. 

The committee had recommended several 
amendments which it thought would institute 
areform. The first—and he thought the most 
important—was that providing for the transfer 
of the Pension Bureau from the Interior to the 
War Department. Such a transfer would lessen 
the amount of meney appropriated for pensions 
and would not deprive a single deserving 
soldier of the pension which he now had or 
which he might hereafter obtain. The Pension 
Bureau could not be taken out of the arena of 
gopees until it was put where political influence 

d not count 

Mr. Mutchler then proeeeded to argue in sup- 
port of the changes in the pension laws recom- 
mended by the Committee on 2 
There were, he said, thousands—and many thou- 
sands—of men who were on the pension rolls to- 
day who had made more money during the 
three months of their enlistment than they had 
ever earned before or since, and yet who had 
never heard the whistle of the bullet or the roar 
of artillery. As to the proposition that no pen- 
sion shall be paid to a non-resident who is nota 
citizen of the United States, — for actual 
disabilities, he ssid that he did not desire to sce 
any pease refused to a foreigner who had 
been injured in fighting for the preservation of 
the Union. But a foreigner who had never 

one into battle, but who had gone home with 

is pocket full of money, ought not to be puton 
an equality with the American citizen. To sup- 
port such & man abroad was an outrage. 





BAUER AND NOLD ON TRIAL, 


ACCUSED OF BEING ACCESSORY TO THE 
SHOOTING OF MR. FRICK. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 10.—The two Anarchists, 
Henry Bauer and Carl Nold, were put on trial 
this morning, charged with being accessory 
before the fact to the shooting of H. C. Frick 


by Alexander Berkmannin J last. It was 
brought out yesterday that Berkmann had 
visited both the defendanta before the occur- 
rence and had held several conferences with 
them in regard to the part Anarchists intended 
to take in the strike of the men at fjomestead. 

This afternoon Berkmann testified to being a 
printer. He said he came to Pittsburg for no 
other purpose than to kill Mr. Friok; that he 
had told no one of his intentions and was alone 
responsible for the attempted killing. He 
brought a letter of introduction to Nold from a 
man in New-York, but refused to disclose his 
name. 

At the close of Berkmann’s evidence he was 
removed to the penitentiary. Judge Slagle 
then charged the jury and adjourned court 
until to-morrow morning.

HENRY ©. DE MILLE, DRAMATIST. 

Henry Oburehill De Mille, widely known as 
the writer of many successful plays, died of 
typhoid fever on Thursday afternoon at his 
home in Pompton, N, J., in the fortieth year of 
his age. 

Mr. De Mille was a man of high talent, greatly 
diversified. By temperament he was first of all 
@ teacher, and this natural inolination, com- 
bined with a good literary instinct.and a special 
aptitude for business affairs, he turned to ar- 
tistic and pecuniary success, His reputation as 
a playwright, both individually and in collabo- 
ration with David Belasco, is deservedly high 
and wide. His untimely death is specially to 
be regretted because, to those who knew him 
best, it was evident that there was in him ca- 
pacity for better, stronger, and more serious 
ewe work than be had yet shown to the 
public 

Mr. De Mille was a North Carolinian and a rel- 
ative of Prof. James C.We Mille, the ian 
soholar and novelist, who died several years 
ago. He was graduated from Columbia College 
in 1875 and took his degree of A. M. in 1879 
from the same institution. .He supported him- 
self while in college and at that did some 

neral writing, although his work did not turn 

to the dramatic channel until later. He was 
® man of we religious feeling, whiob has 
been noticeable in many instances in his plays. 
He studied for the ministry of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, but never took orders, al- 
though he has acted as lay reader frequently, 
even in recent years. 
aduation he was a teacher in 
cademy,in Brooklyn, from 1875 
until 1878, and was afterward Vice Prin- 
cipal in the same school. While there he 
made a study of stage work, and after an- 
other teri of years as a teacher in the Colum- 
bia Grammar School, in 1882 he became an ex- 
aminer of plays, an actor, and critioat the 
Madison Square Theatre during the manage- 
ment of the Mallory Brothers. In 1888 he be- 
came associate director, with Franklin H. Sar- 
gent, of the American Academy of the Dramatic 
Arts, for which school he suggested that name. 
Atthe time of his death he was Instructor in 
Dramatic Diction and Leoturer on Dramatic 
Construction in that academy. 

His first play, called ‘‘Duty; or, Delmer’s 

aughters,” was produced at the Madison 

quare Theatre under the Mallory manage- 
ment. The piece ranfor a week and was not 
successful. When the Madison oe passed 
into the hands of A. M. Palmer Mr. De Mille 
went On atour through the West for a year, 
playing a comico part in “Young Mrs. Win- 
throp.”” About this time he wrote part of a 
lay called “Sealed Instractions” with Mrs. 
erplanck, or rather edited for production Mrs. 
Verplanck’s play of that name. This wae first 
acted at the Madison Square Theatre in the 
Spring of 1885, 

He wrote “The Main Line” in collabora- 
tion with Charlies Barnard, which was pro- 
duced at the Lyceum Theatre in the off 
season and did not make a success. His 

artnership with David Belasco was fruit- 

ul in successful plays. “The Wife,” which 

was the Lycoumn Theatre’s first great success, 
was followed by “Lord Chumley,” written for 
E. H, Sothern, and “The Charity Ball,” all of 
which had long runs at the Lyceum Theatre, 
under Daniel Frohman's mauagement. He 
wrote “Men and Women,” with Belasco, 
for Charles Frohman, and that play was 
a good example of his ability to understand and 
write what bis audiences wanted to hear. 

His partnership with Belasco was dissolved 
about two years ago, and since that time he has 
produced only ove play, * Tife Lost Paradise,” 
which was written for Charies Froiman and 
met with signal success. This play was founded 
upon a German play of the same naine by Lud- 
wig Fulda, and Mr. De Mille made a strong sen- 
sational play of it by so changing the first act 
as to enable him to write a new third act, which 
made the success of the piece. 

Mr. De Mille lately completed another play, 
which has not yet been produced, which deals 
with the problem of capital against labor, and 
contains material suggested during the recent 
strikes in the West. Mr. De Mille was anxious to 
have this piece, in which he tas exploited some 
of his sympathies with Henry George's theo- 
ries, produced just as he wrote it, and declined 
to accept the suggestion of a manager to whom 
he offered it to revise some parts of the piece. 

Mr. De Mille’s illness lasted only about ten 
days. It was said that he took cold on the night 
of the opening of the new Empire Theatre. 
Though he had been dangerously ill for several 
days, just before his death his physician pro- 
nounced him better and gave his family much 
encouragement. His death came like a shotin 
sudden collapse at 4 o’clock on Thursday after- 
noon. The funeral services will be held in 
Christ Church, Pompton, next Monday, at 2 
o’clock P.M, The interment will be private.

BIR CHARLES E. LEWIS. 

A cable dispateh, received in this city on 
Thureday by Mr. Charles E. Whitehead, Presi- 
dent of the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Railroad Company, announces the death, in 
London, of Sir Charles E. Lewis. Sir Charles 
was forashort time a member of the English 
Parliament, having been elected in 1885 from

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HOPES OF THE HAWAIIANS 


THES COMMISSIONERS EXPECT SOMB 
DECISION TO-DAY. 


A LONG CONFERENCE WITH SECRETARY 
FOSTER—THE HAWAIIANS TO MERT 
THE PRESIDENT TO-DAY—A CABINBT 
MEETING—THE QUEEN’S ADVOCATES 
COMING EAST. 


WasHINGTON, Feb. 10.—This afternoon's de- 
velopments in the Hawaiian matter have been 
important. To-night the Commissioners from 
the islands are hopeful, if not confident, that 
to-morrow will see the practical if not formal 
conclusion of their labors. 

This afternoon after office hours Secretary 
Foster held a eonference with the Commission- 
ere at the State Department, which lasted until 
6 o’clock. In the course of the proceedings the 
Commissioners were informed that arrange 
ments had been made for their reception by 
President Harrison to-morrow, probably at 
noon. This announcement, of course, gave 
them great pleasure, as it marked the determ!- 
nation of the Administration to recoguize them 
officially and to enter upon formal negotiations 
regarding the object of their mission. 

In the previous conferences the whole situa- 
tion had been considered orally, with only mem- 
oranda in writing of the points to be covered. 
The officials of the State Department and the 
Commissioners have prepared from these texts 
of agreements which may be exchanged to-mor- 
row. That there is practical uniformity in 
these documents is shown by the statement of 
one of the Hawaiians this evening that he hoped 
to get through with their business to-morrow. 
The probabilities upon this latter point, how- 
ever, are that he is too sanguine, for itis not 
considered likely that any determination will 
be reached by this Government until the repre- 
sentatives of the deposed Queen snall have pre- 


sented their side of the case. This, of course,

The principal topic disoussed was tho 
action of Minister < tevens in establishing a pre- 
tectorate over the Hawailan Islands, In view 
of the fact that the next steamer leaving San 
Francisco for Honoluiu is seheduled for next 
Tuesday, itis not believed that any definite ac- 
tion will be taken approving or disapproving 
Minister Stevena’s action until the day before 
the departure of the steamer for the islands. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—The correspondent 
of the Call, at Honolulu, sends the following in 
regard to the visit to this country of Paul Neu- 


man and Prince Kawluaukoa, Commissioners of 
ex-Queen Liliuokalani, who arrived here on the 
steamer Australia to-day. The facts relating to 
the object of the visitof the ex-Queen’s com- 
toission to Washington have been obtained from 
the best authority, and are briefly as follows: 

A royal power of attorney, if it may be so 
called, or authority has been prepared and 
signed in triplicate, in which her late Majesty 
agrees to resign and quitelaim all her right, 
titie, and interest, together with any claim she 
Delieves she atill has, in the abrogated monarchy 
of Hawali forever, provided her commission 
can prevail upon the United States Govern- 
Anent to give hera good and valuable consid- 
eration for such relinquishment. Itis furtner 
understood that her late Majesty holds one of 
these documenta, her Commissioners another, 
and the United States Minister the third. 

Paul Neuman to-day denied the statement 
that ex-Queen Liliuokalani will relinquish all 
claims on the abrogated monarchy of Hawali 
fora valuable consideration from the United 
States. Mr. Neuman went on to say that he 
merely comes to the United States with full 
power to act for the ex-Queen in presenting her 
case at Washington and nothing more. Mr. 
Neuman, accompanied by Prince David, leaves 
for Washington to-morrow afternoon at 5 
o’oloock.

NEW-HAVEN POLICE TO INVESTIGATE 
THE STONY CREEK OUTRAGES. 


CRIMES. 


New-Haven, Conn., Feb. 10.—A careful inves- - 
tigation will be made by the local police author- 
ities into complaints regarding alleged crimes 
at Stony Creek, where a gang of about 400 
Italians is at work constructing the new route 
for the Shore Line Railroad. The inhabitants 
of the vicinity assert that fighte have been fre- 
quent and several persens have been stabbed, 
but the town officials have paid little atten- 
tion to them because the Italians have not in- 
terfered with the citizens. 

About a month ago a man’s body was discoy- 
ered ina swamp near the shanties with many 
stab wounds upon it. The authorities tried to 
investigate the matter, but they met with the 
deepest ignorance on the part of the Italiane and 
the matter was dropped. 

Friday night a wagon wheel sunk into a hole 
inthe road. The next day some boys dug the 
fresh earth out of the hole and discovered some 
clothing. Selectmen Hill and Russell went to 
the spot and discovered the body of aman 
doubled up with his throat out. There is evi- 
dence that half a dozen murders have been com- 
mitted in the Italian colony, and efforts will be 
made to check the lawlessness and bring the 
perpetrators of the crimes already committed to 
justice if possible.

Cuicaco, Feb. 10.—Chicago’s sweat shops are 
undergoing an investigation by a joint commit- 
tee of the Legislature. Appalling scenes of pov- 
erty, disease, and filth were met with by the 
committee to-day. At 257 Polk Street twelve 
persons of allages were found at work in a room 
10 by 7 feet, and lying on a pile of rags in one 
corner were three children sick with measles. 
The girlie employed here made $1.50 to $2a 
week, and the boys from $2 to $3. At 125 Ewing 
Street, known as Povert every room was 
found to be a sweater’s den. Four and five per- 
sons were found to be living and working in 
rooms 8 by 10 feet. Some of the girls by 
hard work could make no more than 15 cents a 
day. Twenty-six persons were found workin 
in a room 32 by 38 feet over a stable at 23 
Maxwell Street.

WITH THE NEW-YORKES. 


THE POPULAR AND ACTIVE LITTLE 
SHORT 8TOP SIGNS A CONTRAOT TO 
CAPTAIN THE TEAM AND HAVE 
CONTROL OF THE PLAYERS ON AND 
OFF THE FIELD. 


John Montgomery Ward, the great short stop and 
gecond-base man, signed a contract with the New- 
York Club last might, and he will captain the team 
during the coming season. He will have sole control 
of the men on and off the field and will be held re- 


sponsible for their work. 

The announcement will be hailed with delight by 
the army of baseball enthusiasts in thiscity. Asa 
ball player and a Captain Ward has few equals and no 
superiors. He joined the New-York team in 1883, 
after having pitched three years for the Providence 
Club under the veteran Harry Wright, and was in- 
strumental in 1879 in winning the League cham- 
pionship for his team. For seven years he was 
a member of the New-York team, and dur- 
ing that period he gained @ national 
reputation as a first-class all-round ball player. Some 
of his daring slides, timely hits, speedy base run- 
ning, and scientific bunts are fresh in the memory of 
the baseball public here, and were features of games 
on the old Polo Grounds. 

It was at John Ward's request, and it was due to 
the earnest efforts of Treasurer Talcott that New- 
York secured the great Captain. For reasons best 
known to himself, Ward said that if he could not 
play in New- York he would quit the diamond. This 
‘was printed in THE TMs, bat many though 
he wouid change his mind before spring. e@ was 
obdurate, however, and the officials of the Brooklyn 
Club realized that fact. 

Yesterday afternoon Presidents Soden of Boston 
and Brash of Cincinnati had « conference with 
Yreasurer Talcott of the New-Yorks at his ofllice, 
16 Broad Street. They went to the Hoffman House, 
where Frank De H. Robison of the Cleveland Club 
Henry Vonderhorst of the Baltimore Club, an 
Charles H. Byrne of the Brooklyn Club were wait- 
ing forthem. They chatted behind closed doors, and 
all that in order to restore baseball to its 
old-time popularity New-York must have a strong 
team. President soden said that he was willing to 
part with the famous Kelly for New-York’s sake, 
and he saw no reason why the rooklyns should not 
allow Ward leg 6 here. Presidents Brush and 
Robison also a their persuasive powers on the 
dapper littie Brooklyn official, andin a short while 
he realized that it was to tbe best intereste of the 
game to have Ward play in New- York. 

Messrs. Talcott and Byrne talked the matter over 
at le and they agreed upon terms for the trans- 
fer. Capt. Ward was notifi and he went to Mr. 
Talcott’s residence, 147 est sSeventy-second 
Street, where the player signed a contract. 

Ward's engagement will no doubt revive the old- 
time interest in baseball He is by long odds the 
most popular player in the prefession. in this city 
he is ooked — as the Napoleon of the diamond 
field sport. © is @ dyed-in-the wool enthusiast, 
and would rather play baseball than eat. He is 
@ strict disciplinarian, but works harder than any 
msn on his team. In conjunction with Manager 
Powers who will look after the details of the club. 
Capt. Ward will do some tall skirmishing to get to- 

ether a good team, and it is safe to predict that 

oe ers will not be ashamed of the Giants of 
1893. 

Now that Ward has left the Brooklyns, the latter 
“will have to get a good second baseman to take his 
place. Either Richardson of Washington or MoPhee 
ef Cincinnati will be secured. A few weeks 
ago President Byrne had a conference with F. 
Cc. Richter, a representative of the Washingtone, 
on the subject of kichardson’s release. The latter 
Wants to play in New-York.

A BOSTON SYNDICATE TO BUILD A YACHT 
TO CONTEST IN TRIAL RACES. 


BosTON, Mass., Feb. 10.—The chances of a second 
cup defender for Bost are excellent. The syndi- 
cate talk, of which frequent mention has been made 
in THE TIMES, is such as to almost assure a boat, and 
to-day it can be sala that the syndicate is all but 
completed, and that no one interested entertains any 
doubt but that all the money needed will be ob- 
tained. Names of the gontlemen interested in the 


syndicate cannotfor obvious reasons now be given, 
but it is said that included in their numbers are 
some of the most enthusiastic yachtsmen in the city. 

The boat, if built, will be designed by Messrs. 
Stewart & Binney, successors to Edward Burgess, 
and will be managed in her sailing by Mr. George 
A. Stewart, senior member uf the tirm. Associated 
with Mr. Stewart in the managementof the boat 
will be the “Adams boys,” whose, reputation as 
successful boat sailers with Pa Baboon, 
Gossoon, and Harpoon is too well known to require 
explanation.

Its alterations 
to the trim and sail plan of R. Suydam Paim- 
er’s schooner Marguerite are perhaps as well known 
asanything. Under the command of Capt. Edwards 
Sherlock, the boat, which up t that time had been 
considered somewhat of a failure, proved herself in 
last season’s raves to be the equal of any of the nine- 
ty-footers which she met, though she was ten feet 
shorter on the water line. 

Another thing which brought the firm prominent] 
before the yachting world was the alterations made 
in the forty-six-footer Beatrix, now Harpoon. With 
her new sail plan and metal centreboard the boat 
handsomely, defeated the Herreshotfs’ Gloriana and 
also won the Goelet Cup from the Wasp. In smail 
boate the firm turned out a twenty-one-footer, the 
Catepaw, which @ a good record for herself, while 
its twenty-one-foot catboat ig ny won the 
champiunship of her class In Boston Bay.

MOVEMENTS TO BE EXECUTED AT THE 
FIGURE-8KATING CHAMPIONSHIPS, 


The figure-skating championship of the United 
States will be held at Salem, Mass.,on Washington’s 
Birthday under the auspices of the New-England 
Skating Association. The rules of the .National 
Amateur Skating Association will govern. W. B. 
Curtis says that the objectof the programme is to 
setforth the movements of figure skating 60 as best 
to test the proficiency of skaters andin an order that 
will economize the strength of the contestants. The 
movements are arranged under comprehensive, 


fundamental heads designed to inciude everything 
appertaining tothe art. It is to be anderstoo:! that, 
whenever practicable, all movements are to be exe- 
cuted both forward and backward, wn right foot and 
on left. They are as follows: ’ 

1. Plain forward and backward skating in various 
ways. 
Outside edge roll forward. 

Outside edge roll back ward. 

Inside edge roll forward. 

Inside edge roll back ward. 

Figure eight on one foot forward. 

Figure eight on one foot back ward. 

Cross roll forward in field and eighths, single 
and double circle. 

9. Cross roll backward in field and eighths, single 
and double circle. 

10. Change of edge roll forward, beginning on 
either outside or inside edge. 

li. Change of edge roll backward, beginning on 
either outside or inside eaga. 

12. Spread eagie ov inside and outside edges. 

18. Curved angles—threes. singie, double, chain 
and flying, beginning on inside or outside edge. 

14. Curved angles—rocking turns from outside 
edge to outside edge, or from inside edge to inside 
edge, forward and backward. 

15, Curved angles—crosscutes or anvils. 

16. Grapevines, including Philadelphia “ twist.” 

17. Toe and heel movements, embracing pivot cir- 
cling, toe spins, (pirouettes,) and movements on both 
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toes. 

18. Single and double fiat-foot spins, cross-foot and 
two-foot whirls. 

19. (a) Serpentines on one foot and on both feet; 
(b) change of edge, single and double. 

20. Loops and ringlets on iuside and outside 
edges, single and in combinauon. 

21. Display os complex movements, at the option 
of the contestant. 

22. Specialties, embracing original and peculiar 
movements. 

If limited to time, the judges may select the move- 
ments they think best. Competitors are warned to 
bear in mind that grace isthe most desirabie attri- 
bute of artistic skating.

NATIONAL CYCLING ASSOCIATION. 


FRANK A. EGAN WRITES A LETTER 
PREDICTING ITS SUCCESS. - 


Mr. Frank A. Egan, the Secretary of the National 
Cycling Association, has written a letter in which 
he scores the League of American Wheelmen offi- 
clals and their so-called amateur methods. He pre- 
dicts a bright fature for the new professional ergan- 
ization and sees no reason why the men in charge 
should not make a big success of jthe venture. They 
have handled professional baseball players for tif- 
teen years without allowing *‘ crookedness ” to oxist, 
and he thinks that they will be equal to the task of 
conducting a professional cycling league in an hon- 
est and straightforward manner. 

**1t has been asserted,” he says, “that the Nation- 
al Cycling Association cannot conduct its races hon- 
estly because the ority of those composing it do 
not knowa wheel ma wheelbarrow. As to the 
lack of cyoling knowledge possessed by many of 
those who will pat their money, energy, and ability 
into the affaires of the association it cannot be denied. 
The honest man, bh, is an honest man whether 
he ride a bicycle, push a wheelbarrow, or bata ball, 
and while it is equally trne that the men composing 
the new association cannot ride a wheel, have not 
——— a wheelbarrow, or batted a ball, yet they 

now when all these performances are honestly and 
well done. 

“Is success in ates to be only found among. 
wheelmen!? What the new association does not it- 
self know of cycling it willlearn, if it be needed to 
conduct its racing successfully; what it does not 
know but needs, it will hire. 6 judges, timers, 
scorers, handicappers, starters, and such like, will 
be chosen from the best men in oycling when the 
time comes for their employment. The olficiale will 
be paid and held strictly responsible for the honest 
and efficient performance of their duties, because 
they are paid. The very fact that the asso- 
ciation is sompeees almost entirely of non- 
cycling capi ts really one of _ the 
strongest things in its favor. Knowing nothing 
of the various ins and outs of the whee! trade, ask- 

no g and needing nothing from it, the assocl- 
tion will be at once free from the most famous of all 
~ hy | bugaboos—trade influence. All makers, 
big and 6 , all wheels, famous or not, will for 
once meet upon a common level, and the best man 
andthe best machine will win, no matter who or 
what they may ve. This of itself means the lifting 
of racing upon a higher level than it now occupies, 

“When the National Cycli Association shall 
have given ‘fake’ races, when it shall have sanc- 
tioned or failed to detect and punish crookedness, 
then, and not until then, have its critics the right to 
question its ability or inclination to make an honest 
professionalism. In theinterim the ability of the 
association’s members must be judged only upon 
what they have accomplished in the past in the man- 
agementof professional athietics, and upon that 
basis no unprejudiced critiocan say aught against 
their a 

The officials of the League of American Wheelmen 
are growing slarmed at the interest taken in the 
new organization. Bicycle races in conjunction with 
athletic games under the electric lighton warm 8um- 
mer nights on cool grounds, with good music thrown 
in as a side attraction, are bound to draw big crowds 
and lessen the interest in the tournaments of the 
so-calied amateur organization.

Mr. Croker and Mr. Flagler were both in St. 
Angustine the other day. 

The proposed harbor, it is said, would enable 
Mr. Filagier to operate a line of steamers to 
South America and the West Indies and control 
the trade. 

Some of Mr. Croker’s friends who were seen 
last night ridiculed the story, and said that Mr. 
Croker had no interests in Florida property. 
Michael F. Dwyer is credited with having prop- 
erty in the vicinity, and some persons think 
that whatever influence was exerted to get the 
New-York Legislature to favor the proposed 
harbor was svught for by Mr. Dwyer.

New-York, Friday, Feb. 10—P. M. 

The currency situation is practically the sole 
topic of discussion in Wall Street at present. 
The uncertainty as to the future has made the 
traders bearish, and the short side is now the 
popular one of the market. The steady selling 
is likely to create a very large short interest, 
and when it attempts to cover an up turn will 
follow. Butno one looks for more than’ tem- 
porary strength due to market conditions until 
the Government gives some sign of its intention 
regarding the currency question. ; 

To-day’s market was irregular, and in the ma- 
jority of cases stocks were lower. Trading was 
not active and was confined to the professional 
element. The outside buying, which was a feat- 
ure a short time since, has entirely disappeared. 

Three and a quarter millions of gold will be 
shipped to-morrow, and it is estimated that at 
least $2,000,000, and probably $3,000,000, will 
be sent on Tuesday next. The banks have thus 
far turned in about $6,000,000 to the Govern- 
ment in exchange for legal tenders. The final 
prices were within a fraction of the lowest of 
the day.

POLITICIANS. 


MR. CHERRY’S OBSERVATIONS ON THE 
UNITED STATES OF COLOMBIA. 


“We have no fears of a revolution in our re- 
public,” said J. L. Cherry of the United States 
of Colombia yesterday. ‘‘The Government, 
which was patterned after that of this country, 
is firmly established and it satisfies the great 
majority of our people. The native population 
is composed largely of born politicians, who are 
restless and engaged in plotting. That is about 
all they do. They will not work, and they 
spurn labor as beneath them. They are con- 
stantly boasting of their noble ancestry, upon 
which they seem to live.”’ 

Mr. Cherry is the General Manager of the 
Cauca Valley Railroad, in which New-York cap- 
italis invested. This road is now being con- 
structed from Buena Ventura, on the Pacific, 
into the Cauoa Valley, a distance of 100 miles. 
The purpose of the line is to aid the develop- 
ment of the agricultural and mineral resources 
of the valley. 

*-Eventually,’”’ said Mr. Cherry, “this field 
will afford a great opening for the investment 
of American capital.’’ 

Referring to the prevalent sentiment that 
crimes are Dumerous in the et he said: 
“Only two murders oceurred there last year, 
and robberies are infrequent. A boy witha 
mule, bearing thousands of dollars worth of 
gold dust, has passed through the Cauca Valley 
alone without being molested I have crossed 
the mountains without a gun or revolver, al- 
though I had thousands of dollars in my 
pookets.”’

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ESTIMATES OF THE COTTON CROP, 


THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


GIVES SOME RETURNS ON THE SUBJECT. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The February returns 
to the Department of Agriculture which relate 
to cotton give county estimates of the crop 
compared with that of last year, the proportion 
that hat left the plantation, average date of 


close of picking, insect losses, &6. 

The consolidation of returns of comparative 
crop mark the following State pereentages: 
Virginia, 55 per cent.; North Carolina, 73; 
Moras Caroline. 7 75; Georgia, 74; Florida, 60; 
Alabama, 65; Mississippi, 60; Louisiana, 55; 
Texas, 84; Arkansas, 58; Tennessee, 64. Gen- 
eral average, 69.2. No allowance is made for 
underestimate of the crop or overestimate of 
the distribution. 

The proportion of the crop received at the 
ports in stoeks of interior towns in hands of 
merchants unreported and en route from plan- 
tations is thus stated, as reported by county 
oorrespondents: 

Virginia, 86; North Carolina, 85; South Carolina, 
87; . 89: Floiiia, 39; Alabama, 89; Missis- 
sippi, 88; Louisiana, bY; Texas, 87; Arkansas, 87; 
Tennessee, 6. 

General average, 87.9. Quality is fairly good asa 
ruil, though better on tle Atlantio coast and in 
%e\a8 than in the interior areas. ln the later piok- 
ing cotton was much discolored by frost. In most 
of the States the averace yield of lint 18 reported at 
$2 per cent. ‘The average dates of close of picking 
are as follows: Virginia. Nov. 30: North Carolina, 
Deo. 1; South Caroliva, Dec, 1; Georgia, Nov. 27; 
Florida, Nov. 15; Alabama, Nov. 28; Mississippi, 
Dec. 3; Louwiana, Dec. 4; Texas, Deo. 15; Arkan- 
Sas, Deo. 16; Tennessee, Deo. 5. 

Losses from insect depredations were rela- 
tively small. No losses are reported north of 
Georgia and the Gulf States except in Arkan- 
gas. The boll worm did more damage than the 
caterpillar, mainly in Mississippi and in States 
west of the river. The oaterpillar was espe- 
oially injurious in Alabama. 

A relatively large proportion of the seed has 
pias sold tooil milleon account of the small 
size of the crop and the high price of oil, in 
sympathy with the advance of lard. 

The reported price varies, accordingly to the 
accessibility of milis,from15 to 25 cents per 
bushel In some sections planters have been 
induced to sell by liberal payment in fertilizers.

ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Gov. Flower yesterday 
afternoon directed the Commissioners in Lunacy 
~«gnake an investigation into the affairs of the 
—-yi-on River State Hospital at Poughkeepsie. 
‘he circumstances which led to this step form 
an interesting story, and the developments will 
fully explain the cause of the refusal of the 
Benate to confirm the nominations made by 
Gov. Flower of Goodwin Brown of Albany and 
Henry A. Reeves of Greenport as Com mission- 
prs in Lunacy to succeed themselves. 

The investigation is likely to bring to the 
surface facts displaying incompetence, extrava- 
gance, and mismanagement. No formal charges 
have been brought against the institution or 
against its management, but the investigation 
$s intended to prove that grounds for charges 
have existed for some time. 

A year ago the Governor directed the full 
Board of Lunacy Commissioners to prepare 
from the reports of the nine State hospitals a 
tabulated statement showing how much it cost 
them for fresh meats, pouitry, flour, butter, 
cheese, milk, eggs, tea, coffee, sugar, fuel, light- 
ing, wages, and clothing. 

Some of the institations objected to these in- 
wquisitorial proceedings on the part of the com- 
mission, in ignorance of the fact that the 
Governor had ordered them to proceed. When 
}the figures were coliated, the Governor was sur- 
prised to find that the cost of maintenance of 

}inmates at the Poughkeepsie asylum was inex- 
|plicably high. The Trustees, however, through 


}Genators McClelland and Parker, who are in the 
board, promised to refute them. 

To tuat end the memorable meeting took place 
\before Gov. Flower on Feb. 1, when, in the 
{presence of alarge number of Trustees from 
‘other institutions, the managers of the Pough- 
\keepsie asylum were forced to admit that they 
had failed to make out their case, and that the 
jtigures given by the Commissioners in Lunacy 
were correct. 

A week before Gov. Flower had renominated 


of Senator Parker, who was supported by Sen- 
ator MoClelland, «a fellow-Trustee on this same 
board, the nominations were not contirmed. 
To those who were conversant with the facts 
‘the real reason was apparent. It was manifest- 
y the determination of the senators to punish 
these Commissioners for presuming to offer 
figures discriminating against the institution of 
which they are Trustees. 
Gov. Flower was not deceived by protesta- 
\tions to the contrary. At tne hearing in the 
Executive Chamber he publiciy declared that 
igome one in Poughkeepsie was getting the dif- 
{ference between the price paid there and at the 
other institutions. Towaru the conclusion of 
the proceedings he turned to Sepator Parker 
and used these sixnificant words: 
i “Do you know, Sir, that as a Senator you be- 
long tothe only body which can try you asa 
Trustee on the charge of malfeasance. I have 
‘pominated two men for Commissioners in Lu- 
jmacy because Iam convinced they are doing 
their duty. But they are estopped in confirma- 
tion, and that ie unfortunate. Now, this hear- 
ing was wanted to prove that their tigures were 
wrong. It has failed to do its purpose. I be- 
\lieve the Commissioners have been honest in 
lall they have attempted to do.” 

In conclusion he said pointedly to Gen. Par- 
ker: *“ You, Sir, are sitting in the Senate of this 
j Btate, and you may be called to act upon your 
fown case on a charge of malfeasance in office.” 
' he Governor subsequently said that as the 
‘evils in the institution had been pointed out he 
was hepefal that corrections would be made. 
Wo disposition was made to act upon the hint, 
/and early this week the Governor demanded the 
i resignation of Joseph M. Cleaveland, the Super- 
intendent of the o- wey asylum, who has 
‘been connected with the institution since 
ground was broken in 1867, and who been 
in charge of it since it was formally opened in 
1871. 

As no response had been received up to yester- 
day, the Governor formally directed the Com- 
missioners in Lunacy to begin their investiga- 
tion. 

fhis morning*THE NEW-YORK TIMES'S corre-

know, and I don’t care,” said the Governor

| Only one of the three Commissioners in, Luna- 
o©y was in town to-day, Goodwin Brown, the two 
other Commissioners, Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald 
jand Henry A. Reeves, having gone to New- 
York yesterday. Mr. Brown had little to say, 
beyond the fact that no charges had been for- 
mulated against the institution or its manage- 
ment, and that the investigation’would be con- 
'ducted fairly and judiciously. 


No adequate explanation had been vouch- 
— by the managers of the institution for the 
great difference in prices between that and 
other hospitais, and no satisfactory assurances 
had been given that the eyils would be correct- 
ed. He expected the investigation would be 
atarted some time next week, or early the week 
\Zollowing.

' This is not the first time charges of extrava- 
\gance and mismanagement have been brought 
(Scainst it. In 1879 Controller Frederic P. 
'Olcott directed the late E. K. Apgar to make an

}On extravagant lines. Oontroller Olcott at that 
time, acting upon the shortcomings of the State 
‘institutions, recommended that all annual ap- 
propriations be estimated for and submitted to 
@ central board, which should examine and cer- 
tify to the amounts needed by each institution. 

He also made the following recommendation: 

“Making it the duty of the central board to re- 
, quire of.the institutions an annual report, classified 
as to the items of expense and receipts, covering 
' guch details as the board might deem wise; oa 
| statement of the quantity and prices of the various 
articles used.” 

Three yeare later a select committee of the 
Senate, appointed te investigate the condition 
of the asylums, reported among other things 
that the medical officers and attendants showed 
,@ disposition to resist the introduction of 
‘changes and improvements in asylum manage- 
ment. 

Wher the figures embracing the detailed cost 
, of running the asylums were presented to Gov. 
,Flower last year, the necessity of a central 
board, such as that used by the State prisons, 
impreseed itself upon his mind, and he de- 
i termined to intrust this responsibility to the 
Commissioners in Lunacy. he asylums pro- 
tested and objected. The Poughkeepsie asylum 
particularily resisted the innovation. It was 
‘stronger in influence than the other institu- 
‘tions, because two of its ma ers held seats on 
‘the fieor of the Benate. The Binghamton asy- 
lum also had a representative in the Senate, 
Edmund O’Connor, but Mr. O’Connor, who is 
one of the fairest-minded men in the upper 
- house, has supported the commission, for the 

reason that it had accomplished great reforms 
and wae doing ite duty.

}the other State hospituls are so great that the

With acentral board of audit, Gov. Flower 
believes that the discrepancies can be over- 
come, and that the causes that led to the con- 
templated investigation will be removed. At 
all events, from the showing made in the fig- 
ures given, the necessity for a “shake-up” at 
Poughkeepsie is apparent. 

Itis by no means improbable that the Gov- 
ernor will nominate a new manager in the place 
of Senator McClelland, whose term of office has 
expired, if he does not recommend the dbolish- 
ment of the Board of Managers generally in all 
State institutions. 





DOLORES GLODECK'S ILLNESS. 


SHE DENIES THAT SHE HAS BEEN ILLE- 
GALLY TREATED. 


Dolores Glodeck, a French teacher, nineteen 
years old, was taken to Bellevue Hospital on 
Thursday night, from 237 East Twenty-sixth 
Street, suffering from peritonitis. The use of 
instruments being suspected and her condition 
being considored critical, Coroner McKenna was 
sent for to take her ante-mortem statement. 
The girl denied emphatically and rather indig- 
nantly that she had been illegally treated or 
that there was any reason for such treatment in 
her case. She said she was s native of Bor- 
deaux, France. Her father wasa German and 
her mother a Frenchwoman. Both are dead, 
and she has an only sister, who lives in France. 
She was educated in a convent and came to this 
country three years ago to earn her own living. 
Bhe acknowledged ‘to the Coroner that overa 
year ago she was deceived by a young man who 
promised to marry her. She insisted that her 
illness was due entirely to a cold. 

She also said that a young man named William 
HR. Connolly, who is employed as a waiter in a 
restaurant at 142 East Fourteenth Street, was 


keeping company with her, but she insisted that 
their relations had been entirely proper. 

For the past two months she had occupied a 
room in the apartments of Mrs. Dohmacher, on 
the top floor of 237 East Twenty-sixth Street. 
She supported herself by giving lessons in 
French. 

Three weeks ago she told Mrs. Dohmacher 
that she had taken cold and was suffering from 
a sore throat. Mrs. Dohmacher gave her chlo- 
rate of potash as a gargle, and that was the 
only medicine the girl took, so far as Mrs. 
Dohmacher knows, ay f her stay in the 
house. Miss Glodeck last Monday was too ill 
to leave the house. On Wednesday she went to 


Messrs. Brown and Reeves. At the suggestion 4-yeq, but had no medical attendance, and on 


Thursday night she appeared to be so ill that 
Mrs. Dohmacher became alarmed and sent to 
Bellevue Hospital for an ambulance. 

In the young woman’s room were feund let- 
ters, chiefly from young men, One of the corre- 
A gg te appears to have been a student at 
the Bellevue Medical College. 

Dr. Washburn, the house physician at Belle- 
vue, said last night that the condition of Miss 
Glodeck was not at all serious and that there 
was absolutely nothing to show that she was 
suffering from other than a slight attack of peri- 
tonitis due to a severe cold. 

“The Coroner,” he said, “‘ would certainly not 
be warranted in assuming that she had been the 
victim of an illegal operation. Ido not believe 
she has. I think she will recover.” 





THE ARDSLEY TANGLE. 


ANOTHER MEETING OF STOCKHOLDERS 
FAILS TO SHOW A WAY OUT. 


The meeting of the Ardsley Land and Im- 
provement Company which was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Lawyers’ Club to see whether 
some means could not be devised to prevent the 
property from being sold under a mortgage 
held by Drexel, Morgan & Co. was decidedly 
unsuccessful. The two opposing factions came 
to no conclusion. 

The meeting was called to hear the report 
prepared by the committee representing the 
Ardsley syndicate certificate holders and the 
Ardsley Land and Improvement Company 
stockholders. The committee was composed of 
Herbert L. Bridgman, John Van Giahn, and 
Frank 8. Edminster. The report simply urged 
all stockholders to ask the Trustees to sell 
the property at the best advantage. and not, as 
would be the case under a foreclosure sale, at 
the steps of the Court House. The report 
wished the poeperty offered at auction in lots, 
in the City of New-York, so that real estate men 
wouid have a chance to buy it. 

R. C. Dorsett offered a report urging the same 
action in the same way, but with the additional 
clause that the stockholders release the com- 

any from all claims they might have against 

t It was on this point that they stuck and 
they could not agree. A number of persons 
signed the paper ellered by Mr. Dorsett and left 
the meeting. 

Finally, the report offered by Mr. Dorsett was 
adopted, and the report of the committee laid 
upon the table. As the Trustees will do nothing 
unless every stockholder signs the paper and 
unless the stockholders act as a unit, the adop- 
tion of Mr. Dorsett’s report amounts to nothing. 

The apr sen of the company is mortgaged to 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., and the mortgage was 
foreclosed last November. Drexel, Morgan «& 
Co. offered to refrain from executing judgment 
if the company could raise about $125,000. This 
it was unable to do, and the stockholders have 
been wrangling as to how they can sell the 
property under this mortgage and atill draw 
some money out. 





THIRD AVENUE BRIDGE PLANS. 


NO OPPOSITION TO THEM OFFERED BY 
PROPERTY HOLDERS. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
met in the Mayor’s office yesterday morning. 
when the plans for the proposed new Third 
Avenue Bridge across the Harlem River were 
up for general discussion and a public hearing. 

The new bridge and its approaches will cost 
about $2,000,000. The total length of the 
bridge and approaches will be 2,324 feet. On 
the south side there will be twe approaches— 
one beginning in One Hundred and Thirtieth 
Street and Lexington Avenue and the other in 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street, be- 
tween Second and Third Avenues. There will 
be one approach on the north side of the river 
in Third Avenue. 

The bridge will be built of iron and steel, and 
the approaches will be built of iron and 
masonry. The central swing span, which will 
be of steel, will be 300 feet long, and each side 
of the draw will be 104 feet in the clear. The 
bridge will have a width of 86 feet. The chan- 
nel spans will be 26 feet above high-tide mark. 

The trolley railroad track willrun across the 
bridge. There will be six foot sidowalks on 
each side of the bridge, and on each side of 
the track there will be a roadway 15 feet wide. 
The draw will be operated by steam. The land 
for the approach between Second and Third 
Avenues must be,purchased or condemned, and 
the cost of the approaches is estimated at 


No opposition to the plans was offered yester- 
day by the property owners who were present, 
and the plans were referred to the Depart 
ment of Public Works, approved, but with 
some suggestions for changes in grade lines. 
The plans will alav have to be approved by the 
War Department.

COL. WEBSTER SAID HE WAS TIRED OF 
FLINGS AT; HER CORRUPTION. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—In the Assembly to-day 
Mr. Keenan’s (Dem., Rensselaer,) amendments 
to the Lansingburg charter gave rise to a long 
Political discussion that had no special connec- 
tion with the bills themselves. 

Mr. Chambers (Rep., Rensselaer,) offered an 
amendment that poll clerks be appointed by 
Town Trustees instead of by the Police Board. 

Mr. Keenan opposed the amendment on the 
ground that the bill as it etood was in line with 
the method followed in all the cities. 

Mr. Woodbury (Rep., Chautauqua,) took occa- 
sion to refer to the corruption to be found in 
the elections in New-York City. 

Mr. Webster (Dem., New-York,) said he was 
tired of these constant flings at New-York’s 
corruption. It was unjust and unfair. Thore 
‘Was no city in the country where the elections 
Were purer or freer from the suspicion of fraud. 


This was not the spirit that should prevail 
toward this great city that offered so cordial a 
Welcome to the sons and daughters of those 
who lived in the country. 

Mr. Wheeler (Rep., Cattaraugus,) said he did 
not intend to stirup antagonism between oity 
and country. He would make no allusions to 
corruption in New-York elections founded a 
his own knowledge, but would call Col. Web- 
ater’s attention to the recent report of the 
Grand Jury. Here were New-York men who 
found fault in a merciless way with the manner 
in which elections were conducted in that city. 

Mr. Kerrigan (Dem., New-York,) said this was 
a Democratic House and a Democratic State, 
and it was proper that Democratic measures 
should be passed. If the Republicans got in 
power again, which he very much doubted, they 
could try their hands at reform. 

The amendments were defeated, and the bills. 
three in number, were advanced to a third read- 


ing. 

In the upper house Senator Mullin, (Rep., Jeffer- 
8o0n,) with the purpose of having the Cities Com- 
mittee discharged from further consideration of 
his bill changing the time of the charter elec- 
tion in Oswego from Spring to Feil and pro- 
longing the terms of the city officials, asked the 
Chairman to decide whether a majority of a 
quorum of a committee could report a bill. 

Senator Brown, (Dem., N. Y.,) held that the 
Lieutenant Governor had decided that in cases 
of dispute a majority of a commitiee was nec- 
essary to procure a report. 

Senator Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) pointed out 
that a majority of a quorum could always do 
business in the Senate, except when restricted 
by the Constitution or tho rules. 

Senator MoCarren, (Dem, Kinge,) in the 
chair, held that a majority of a quorum of a 
committee could make a report. 

Senator Mullin then moved that the com- 
mittee be discharged from the further consider- 
ation of the > og the motion was carried by 
a vote of 10 to 

Senator Brown raised the point that a quorum 
had not voted. 

“There is a quorum present,” said Senator 
McCarren, and the Senate passed to other busi- 
ness. 

Gov. Flower to-day signed Chapter 31, pro- 
viding that the American Museu of Natural 
History, New-York, receive a fifty-thousand- 
dollar appropriation yearly from the Cty of 
New-York, on condition that it remain open 
five days inenach week, including two even- 
ings apd Sunday afternoon. 

Gov. Flower will give a hearing Thursday af- 
ternoon at 2:30 o’clock in the matter of the ap- 
plication for a pardon for Master Workman 
James Hughes of Rochester, whose conviction 
for extortion was affirmed by the Court of Ap- 
peais a short time ago. 

The Assembly Cities Committee reported favor- 
ably Mr. Martin’s (Dem., New-York,) bill, allow- 
ing Judges of the Supreme Court of other dis- 
tricts, designated to serve in New-York, not ex- 
ceeding $5,000 annual expenses. At Mr. Mar- 
tin’s request, the House took the bill up at once 
and passed it. 

The following among other Senate bills were 
introduced: 

By Senator Plunkitt.—Providing that the Park 
Commissioners of New-York City may choose a Vice 
President to act in the absence of the bresident. 

By Senator Piunkitt.—Authorizing the issue of

ings as an aquarium. An appropriation of $7,000 
for opening the aquarium during the current year is 
also authorized,

BLAZE IN A PESTHOUSE. 


ONE OF THE WARDS OF THE RECEP- 
TION HOSPITAL WRECKED. 


Fire was discovered in the furnace room in 
the cellar under the scarlet fever ward of the 
Reception Hospital at the foot of East Sixteenth 
Street at 5:15 o’olock yesterday morning. The 
hospital is a one-story frame structure. There 
were no patients there yesterday morning, all 
having been sent away the evening previous. 

The only persons in the piace were Dr. and 
Mrs. Roth, a cook, and the watchman, James 
Olancy. As Clancy was making his rounds he 
discovered the tire and immediately hurried up 
stairs and woke up the Roths, who slept in the 


extreme left end of the hospital. They had no 
trouble whatever in getting out, and the cook 
also easily escaped. 

The fire burned through the flooring into the 
scarlet fever ward, and fora time there was a 
fierce blaze, but the firemen finally succeeded 
in putting it out, after the ward had been 
wrecked. The loss was estimated at $500. 

The hospital will soon be destroyed by fire, 
anyway. The Beard of Health came to that 
decision on Thursday. The building will be 
torn down, and then the timbers will be set on 
fire, s0 as to destroy all disease germs. This 
destruction is to take place within two weeks. 
Then the Health Department will build a new 
and better hospital. President Wilson has al- 
ready secured an old office building west of the 
present hospital for ag ope d use, and work- 
men are at work fitting it up for patients 

The Health Department has gradually ac- 
quired the whole block at the foot of Kast Six- 
teenth Street. Itis expected to have the new 
hospital ready before the cholera danger re- 
turns. 
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DECIDED AGAINST SLINEY.

THE COURT OF APPEALS AFFIRMS HIS 
CONVICTION FOR MURDER. 





Among the decisions handed down yesterday 
by the Court of Appeals at Albany was one 
affirming the conviction of Michael T. Sliney for 
the murder of Robert Lyons. Slineyis now in 
Bing Bing, having been teken there from the 
Tombs about a month ago. 

Bliney was convicted before Judge Ingraham 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer last June, 
the crime for which he is to be punished being 
in many respects remarkable. Lyons was a 
bosom friend of Sliney’s and had a meat shop at 
152 oy Ae On the afternoon of Nov. 
25, 1891, Mra. Byons, Robert’s mother, went to 
the shop from her room in the rear and found 
her son lying upon the floor, bleeding from a 
wound in the head. Beside him lay a meat 
cleaver. Before he died he accused Sliney of 
having struck the blow. 

Sliney at first denied his ilt and was ac- 
quitted before the Coroner. Upon the testimo- 
ny of Mrs. Lyons that he and her son had quar- 
reled, he was locked up, however, and 
subsequently indicted. While in the Tombs he 
made several *‘confessions.” Firat he said that 
James Lyons, a brother ef Robert, had done the 
killing. Then he said that he and James were 
in a conspiracy te put Robert out of the way 
thet James might get the business. Then, in a 
third confession, he exonerated James, and said 
that he did the killing himself, but in self-de- 
fense. 

District Attorney Nicoll said yesterday that 
he would confer with Judge Ingraham in a day 
or two and haveaday for the resentencing 
fixed.

STREET CLEANERS WORKING IN A 
HALF-HEARTED WAY. 


AVENUES IN BETTER CONDITION THAN 
THE CROSS STREETS — SWEEPERS 
WITHOUT THE PROPER EQUIPMENT— 
SOME THINGS MR. BRENNAN’S MEN 
DID NOT DO. 


Few persons would have guessed it from any- 
thing they saw, but Oommissioner of Street 
Cleaning Thomas Brennan began operations 
under the block system yesterday, using for the 
experiment the district of the city between 
Twelfth and Forty-second Streets and the two 
rivers. 

It was said.at Commissioner Brennan's office 
in the Stewart Building that 583, or nearly half, 
ofthe department’s sweepers and 200 carts 
had been assigned to the district, and that Mr. 
Brennan, Superintendent Robinson, and the 
District Superintendent had driven over the 
ground early in the morning to see that the 
work was properly started. They must have 
found something wrong very early in their ride, 
for in the afternoon nobody could be found 
along the line of attack who had seen them at 
all. ; 
Each of the sweepers was supposed to have 
not more than three blocks nor less than one to 
cover. The division was made with reference 
to the length of the blooks and the width of the 
streets. Each man was said, moreover, to be 
provided with a broom, shovel and hoe, and a 
bucket cart. Some seemed not to be equipped 
fully, however. 

The weather was not conducive to clean 
streets at the best, and the mud caused by the 
rain was excusable, but, unfortunately for Mr 
Brennan, filth remained undisturbed all day 
long in many of the highways. Most of the 
avenues were: reasonably clean; Broadway and 
Fifth Avenue were noticeably so. The elements 
had already cleaned the asphalt pavement of 


Madison Avenue F peo well, and apparently 
the department did not trouble itself to put on 
the finishing touches. 

Tne condition of most of the cross streets was 
really lamentable, and even those that showed 
signs of having received any attention had 
evidently been touched only in spots. There 
seemed to be even fewer sweepers and carte 
out than usual. 

Fourteenth Street was the first important 
cross street in the section encountered on 4 
trip ap town. The “shopping district,” from 
Third to 81xth Avenue, was in a fair state con- 
sidering the circumstances. 

West of Sixth Avenue the dirty heaps of 
snow, each with its collection of rubbish 
and garbage, were undisturbed. A solitary 
sweeper patrolled the blocks, pushing the 
slush before him in the gutter, between his 
journeys of reouperation to the lentiful 
saloons. When asked where his bucket cart 
was he looked astonished, and said that he 
** didn’t have none, nor nobody else did neither.” 

‘’he longitudinal streets near the river fronts 
wereina pitiful state. In a section half a 
mile square on the east side two sweeepers 
were visible. One of them carefully swept to- 
gether the scattered piles of dirt originally col- 
lected by the department on some long-forgot- 
ten visit. The other sat on the curb smoking. 

“Cart? I ain’t seen no cart,” said the man, 
taking his pipe out of his mouth long enough 
to get his share from the ‘“‘growler’’ which 
some laborers near by were operating. ‘“ And 
more’n that, I don’t expect to see none. 
It ain’t no use tryin’ to clean streeta this 
kind of weather, so [ ain't goin’ to try, fer one,” 
he added as be got up and sauntered, puffing. 
into a neighboring barroom to “warm himself 
and get braced up a bit,’ as he expressed it. 

Eighth Avenue was one of the much-used 
streets that seemed to have been gone over 
very gently in places. Many of the blocks 
showed no signs of ever having been cleaned in 
any way since the pavement was laid. Seventh 
Avenue was somewhat better. 

There were several oases in Sixth Avenue, 
between Fourteenth and Twenty-third Streets. 
Some of these should, perhaps, be credited to 
Mr. Brennan. Others were evidently the crea- 
tions of private enterprise, for which the ta 

rietors of stores having some regard for their 

atrons were doubtless to be thanked. In two 
8868 & gang of men who did not wear the de- 
partme nt uniform were busily using picks and 
g hovels. 
The manager of the store in front of which 
they were working said that he had not seen 
any signs of remarkable aotivity on Mr. Bren- 
nan’s part. 

**Of course the weather is against him,” the 
gentleman concluded, * but be is making a very 
poor show, even fora first try. He may do bet 
ter if he’s given time, but he’ll have to brace up 
terribly to accomplish anything thut will be 
noticeable.” 

A considerable part of Forty-second Street 
and the avenues Rear their intersection with it 
made avery creditable showing. From Tenth 
Avenue to the North River and from Fourth 
Avenue to the Past River the street was in a 
disgraceful condition and apparently no at- 
tempts to better it had been made. The gutters, 
and even the middle of the highway. were foul, 
the ordinary slush and dirt being varied by all 
kinds of rubbish, and even garbage. 

From Ninth or Tenth Avenue to the Grand 
Central Station Forty-second Street looked bet- 
ter than it had for some time before. An occa- 
sional gang was at work, and mostof the men 
seemed to be attending to business. In front of 
the Grand Central the street is always dirty, 
and yesterday it was in its norma) condition. 

The residence parts of the cross-town streets 
generally look pretty well. They were in their 
usual condition for a wet day. Many of the 
streets are paved with asphalt and keep reason- 
ably clean without any labor, and more still are 
taken care of by sweepers hired by private per- 
80 DB. 

A Nrw-YorkK TIMES reporter who went over 
the ground saw no sign and heard no tidings of 
either the bucket carts for the individual sweep- 
ers ba horse carte which were to follow them 
around. 





GEN. SICKLES WAS ILL, 


RAPID-TBRANSIT COMMISSIONERS OBLIGED 
TO WAIT FOR HIS ARGUMENT. 


The Rapid-Transit Commissioners yesterday 
afternoon expected to hear an argument by 
Gen. Sickles in behalf of persons whom he rep- 
resents who wish the Commissioners to revive 
and consiaer the charter of the New-York Ele- 
vated Viaduct Railway, known formerly as the 
Peter B. Sweeny scheme, This charter was 
granted by the Legislature of 187l andis de- 
fined in Chapters 300 and 808 of the laws of 
that year.

PAPER BAGS MUST GO UP. 


THE ONE SUBJECT UPON WHICH ALL 
THE MANUFACTURERS AGREE. 


There is likely to be arise in paper bags and 
flour sacks. The American Bag Company, aD 
association intimately connected with the flour- 
sack industry, met on Thursday at the Gilsey 
House and resolved that something must be 
done. That is about as far as it got. 

The association consists of the following 
firms: Godfrey & Clark of Pittsburg, T. Phil- 
lips & Co. of Akron, Ohio; Chatfield & Wood of 
Cincinnati, Adama & Jewett of Cleveland, Tag- 
art Brothers of Watertown, N. Y.; Arkell & 


Smith of Canajoharie, and W. H. Bingham & Co. 
of New-York. Mr. Bingham ofticiates as Secre- 
tary. While carefully guarding the transac- 
tions of Thurday’s meeting, he has let it go 
forth tothe public that the action of an Eng- 
lish syndicate by making a corner in ‘* bleach ” 
and forcing up the price of this important fac- 
tion in the making ot paper bags and flour sacks 
— — arise inthe manufactured article 
m ve. 

@ @ matter of fact, other authorities say, the 
slight advance in “ bleach” does not aftect the 
cost of paper production to appreciable 
extent. Osborn & Wilson of Warren Street, 
this city, for instance, say that they now buy 
the same olass of paper as that used by flour- 
sack makers much cheaper than they did six 
months ago. They are not members of the 
American Bag Association. 

The fact is, there seems to be a split among 
the bagmakers. The only thing whereon they 
are agreed is the fact that their prices have to 

oup. The reason for this and for the oppos- 
ng factions which exist in the trade is that 
for the last ten years competitors have been 
outting their own throats. 

The representative of a leading city firm says: 
“The paper bag trade has been so terribly out 
up of late years that we don’t know where we 
are or what swe are going to do. Years;ago 
the most eye Dags were protected by 
eam and the market was controlled by a 
imited number of manufacturers, but, as these 
patents expired, the hitherto lucrative business 
was seized upon by numberless new firms, and 
yesene naturally gave way. By this time the 

ttom has practically been knocked out of the 
business. 

“ But,” he continued, “‘ bleach has nothing to 
do with the matter. Manila paper, in the pro- 
portion of which ‘ bieach’is used, is put to 
thousands of purposes other than the manufact- 
ure of bags, and there has been no recent rise 
in manila paper. The fact is, the business is 
being run too close to the wind.” 

Henry J. Howlett of Reade Street says that 
he knows nothing ofthe meeting of what he 
terms “the opposition party” at tho Gileey 
House. A representative meeting of manufact- 
urers was held on Jan. 30 at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel at which the difficulties of the situation 
were freely diseussed, but the ‘ bleach’ bogie 
was not raised. 

‘‘The English company,”’ continued Mr. How- 
lett, ‘‘for twelve months past has certainly 
controlied the market in soda ash and other 
bleaching powders, but the statement that this 
compels us to put up our prices is only a bluff. 
Bags must go up, but only because there are too 
many of us making them.” 

Edward J. Howlett, the President of the Phila- 
delphia Papermakers’ Union, indorses his broth- 
er’s opinion. His association was not represent- 
ed at the Gilsey House meeting. 

It is evident that the forthcoming rise in pa- 
per bags and sacks is not due tothe existence of 
the United Alkali Company, although that is 
put forward as an excuse by the Gilsey House 
meeting. As a matter of fact, in Septembor 
last ‘‘bleach”’ was quoted as high as 5 cents, 
and at the close of the year it stood at 215 cents. 
Even when it reached the higher qvotation it 
was due to an increased demand ov « to the 
prevalence of cholera, causing th< ¢ supply 
to run short. In the New-York icarket con- 
tracts over 1893 for bleaching powder have 
been made at 238 to 2% cents, 80 that there are 
no indications of hostile action on the part o 
the English syndicate. Moreover, two “ bleach’ 
manufactories are now in course of construc- 
tion in this country.

THE DOLPHIN’S NEW GUNES. 
-——__ 
RAPID-FIRE CANNON OF LARGE CALIBRE 


——TO BE ADOPTED IN OTHER VESSELS. 


The dispatch vessel Dolphin has received on 


board two four-inch rapid-fire guns, in Meu of 
her single six-inch rifle recently carried amid- 
ships. The two four-inch guns are carried on 
the bows and in positions admitting practically 
of a direct-ahead fire. The Dolphin is the first 
ship in the United States Navy to be given 
rapid-fire guns of large calibre. The Bancroft 
will shortly be given four four-inch guns, and 
the gunboats Machias and Castine will receive 
guns of the same pattern. The Cincinnati and 
Raleigh will be likewise provided. 

The new policy of providing rapid-fire guns 
for the main batteries of new ships isin keep- 
ing with the practice now in vogue in the 
British and French Navies. The British have 
carried their rapid-fre systems upto guns of 
six-inch ealibre, and weapons of the latter type 
make upthe broadside batteries of the eight 
new iron-clads building for the British Navy 
under the “‘ Admiral ”’ class. 

During the past year, it is reported by the 
United States Naval Intelligence Office, the 
British added to their naval armaments no less 
than 8 six-inch and 225 4.72inoh rapid-fire 
guns, These weapons were all of the Armstrong 
make, mounted on what is Known as the Els- 
wick system. There are now afloat ar in reserve 
in the british Navy nearly 2,000 rapid-fire guns 
of all calibres. Of this number one ship, the 
Royal Sovereign, carries no less than ten six- 
inch rapid-fire guns mounted in her casemates. 

As an instance of the efficiency of the new 
six-inch rapid-fire guna, it is known that during 
recent trials, using cordite, an initial velocity 
of 2,660 foot seconds was imparted to a 1 
pound projectile. This initial velocity afforded 
# point-blank range of 1,000 yards. Where the 
alterations in elevation and direction were 
slight, the veseel being under way, three series 
of ten aimed rounds each were fired in 1 min- 
ute 57.8 seconds, 1 minute 59.8 seconds, and 
1. minute 58.3 seconds. At a greater change in 
elevation no difficulty was experienced in firing 
twenty shots in five minutes. 

During the past year the French naval 
authorities have shown considerable activity in 
their endeavor to convert breech-loading rifles 
into rapid-fire guns. Prior to 1892 the heaviest 
type of rapid-fire gun in the French Navy was 
the sixty-five-millimeter weapon. Thelatertype 
of French rifles of ten, fourteen, and sixteen 
centimeter calibres of the Mark 81, 84, 87, and 
9ltypes have been, until Jast year, of the or- 
dinary breech-loading class. All these ealibres 
are now being converted into rapid-fire types. 
In addition the French have adopted for their 
naval service Canet rapid-tire weapons. 

France possesses 650 breech-loading rifles of 
the ten, fourteen, and sixteen centimeter cali- 
bres capable of being converted into rapid-fire 
guns. Ofthis number 337 have been ordered 
converted into rapid-fire weapons. France ex- 
pects to have afloat shortly 250 rapid-fire guns 
of large calibre. 

The Washington Gun Foundry of this country 
is now engaged in turning out rapid-tire guns of 
four-inch and flve-inch calibres.

Reports have been about lately that the Union 
Clab was again casting envious eyes on tiis 
property. The Union Club wanted the corner 
about two years ago, proposing to take 100 feet 
on Fifth Avenue and 200 feet on Fifty-fourth 
Street. At that time the price asked by the 
Trustees of the hospital was $1,000,000, and 
the bid of the Union Club was $750,000. The 
two parties were not able to come closer to- 
gethor than this, and it was understood that 
the Union Club decided not to leave the quar- 
ters it occupied, but to be content with them 
until there might seem to be stronger reason 
for moving. Since then, severai large olubs 
have been established further up town than 
Fifty-fourth Street, and many members of the 
club believe now that it was a wise thing not to 
buy St. Luke’s property, and that should a re- 
moval be desirable within a few years a place 
further up town will be more suitable. 

The figures quoted to the Union Club for the 
corner showed a higher average per lot than is 
now asked. The Trustees felt that they should 
get a good price fora cornerifthe club was to 
be the buyer, because however select the club, 
property occupied for club purposes often had 
® depreciating influence upon neighboring 
property. 

George Macculloeh Miller, who is carrying on 
the negotiations with the brokers now examin- 
ing the property, said yesterday that while 
nothing definite could be said about when 
the property would be sold, he would accept 
the first offer of $2,500,000 made to him, and 
cvuld not, under his instructions, consider a 
lower price. 





COLORED ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


LAST YEAR’S EXCELLENT WORK SHOWN 
BY THRE ANNUAL REPORT. 


The fifty-sixth annual report of the Colored 
Orphan Asylum and Association for the Benofit 
of Colored Children, Boulevard and One Hun- 
dred and Forty-third Street, for the year ending 
Dec. 1, 1892, has just been published. In the 
course of the year the asylum has been im- 
proved and altered, and new machinery has 
been provided. 

The institution can boast of a good school, 
presided over by Miss Boyce, and of a kinder- 
garten, where the younger children are looked 
after by Miss Meginley. Including $15,620.40 
appropriated by the city the receipts for the 
year amounted to $34,662.76. Of this sum 
$32,002.20 was expended, leaving a cash bal- 
ance of $2,660.56. Thirty-four boys and 35 
girls were admitted during the year, and 40 
boys and 42 girls were provided with good 
homes in the country. The nurseries were 
crowded, and it was necessary to postpone 
taking in a number of children between the 
ages of two and four years. The health of the 
inmates is reported as excellent, the physicians’ 
reports showing only 7 deaths. In the Spring 
of 1892 the measles was prevalent, and out of 
100 cases 4 resulted fatally in the development 
of pneumonia :

Sailors Urged to Organize. 

Anumber of hardy-looking, bronzed-faced men 
assembled in Election Hall, 69 Cherry Street, 
last night and listened with considerable inter- 
est to what James McLaren, the General Or- 
ganizer ef the National Seamen’s Union, had to 
say about that organization.

the wages of seamen who sailed out of that port 
had averaged more than $40 per month.

Mr. MeLaren 
said that seamen sailing out of those ports are 
now receiving $25 per month, whereas those 
that ship in New-York receive only $18 per 
month, and, in addition, have to pay to the 
shipping master for securing them a ship. One 
object of the organization is to dispense with 
the services of an intermediary and compel the 
ship owners to apply to the office of the union 
for such men as they require. An office has

PROTEST FROM ELM STREET 


PROPERTY OWNERS OPPOSE THE 
WEBSTER BILL. 


DECLARED TO BE UNJUST AND ARBI- 
TRARY—DIVISION INTO SECTIONS, 
WITH COMMISSIONERS FOR EACH 


SECTION, RECOMMENDED—A COM- 


MITTEE APPOINTED. 


Ameefting of Elm Street property owners, 
representing several millions of dollars, was 
heldin’Room 134 of the Metropolitan Hotel 
yesterday afternoon. Theroom was not large 
enough to accommodate all who sought admis- 


sion. 

The mecting was called for the purpose of 
protesting against the passage of Assemblyman 
Webster's bill, which authorizes the widening 
of Elm Street by taking possession of property 
after ten days’ notice in the Cily Record has 
been given by the Street Opening Commission. 

Among those present were John Hayes, 8. 
Van Rensselaer Cruger, G. W. Hunt, Leon Tan- 
enbaum, Leo Schlesinger, William F. Chrystie, 
Gustave Sidenberg, Johu &. Hawley, J. Boyes, 
J. Everson, William Van Zandt, and A. Dough- 


erty. 
Chairman John Hayes called the meeting to 


order, and in a forcible way stated why Assem- 
blyman Webster's bill should be opposed. 

“This bill says the city can take our property 
atafew days’ notice and keep us waiting for 
years for our money,” said Mr. Hayes. “ It is 
unjust and arbitrary. The Nrw-YorRK Trmks has 
said the property is to be taken under the French 
style of proceedings. Well, we are not living 
under Baron Haussman or Louis Napoleon. Mr. 


Webster was notified that we wanted to appear 

before the committee having the bill in charge. 

What did he dot Why, he lad the bill puton 

the order of third reading.” 

Mr. Hayes, in characterizing the Dill, used 
some vigorous language, which was warmly 
applauded. 

. Leo Schlesinger said, in part; “I desire 
it to be distinctly understood that this meeting 
is not one to object to the Elm Street widening 
and improvement, as I am heartily in favor of 
thesame I simply wish to cast my voice 
against the manner in which it is to be done. 
Never yet have the authoritios found it neces- 
sary to have enacted alaw which gives them 
the power to take from us our property and de- 
stroy vast business interests. Yet, by this pro- 
posed law, the Mayor, Aldermen, or any person 
or persons acting under their authority may 
immediately, or at any time or times thereafter, 
take possession of your property or any part or 
parte, without any suit or proceeding at law 
for that purpose. 

“Let me show some of the results of this bill 
if passed. Most every piece of property is 
mortgaged, and the question to pe considered 
is, Will the mortgagor permit the land upon 
which he has loaned his money to be taken by 
the city without first being satisfied! If the 
same is imp . many of the owners cannot 
produce the money when called upon to take 
up their mortgage. Foreclosure suits will fol- 
fow, depriving many of their homes, and caus- 
ing them to lose all the money they have in- 
vested in their property. Besides, man 
mortgages are held by estates, which depen 
upon this souree of income, and if the 
value is not there cannot realize the full amount 
and may not have any money to buy in this 
property or to improve it after the city has 
taken a part of same. Many mortgages that 
fa)l due can be renewed if the amount of award 
is firat known; otherwise they will not be re- 
newed, and you can imagine the result. Busi- 
ness men and manufacturers slong the line can- 
mot risk occupying the premises, as the law 
states: ‘The authorities within ten days after 
publication can take possession of the premises 
and immediately destroy the same.’ I, as a 
manufacturer, and others og wae if situated, 
cannot take any chances of this kind.” 

“If this improvement is urgently required, I 
would suggest the appointmrent of two sets of 
Commissioners to hurry forward this work. 
This will do it in one-half the time. Every 
property holder will remain in possession and 
receive the revenue of his property, until he 
has received his just compensation.”’ 

Mr. Cruger said he opposed the proposed Elm 
Btreet improvement because he believed it 
would be too expensive. He favored the widen- 
ing of Centre Street, which could be done for 
$1,000,000. He said that Mr. Webster’s Dill 

rovided for action never before dreamt of, and 

6 advised that if the measure should pass, a 
committee be sent to Albany to wait on the 
Governor and request his veto. 

Mr. Van Zandt said he agreed with the views 
advanced by Mr. Cruger. 

Mr. John Bawley, representing Hawley & 
Hoops, manufacturing confectioners, and own- 
ing property worth nearly $1,000,000, said: 
«This improvement has been contemplated for 
many years. Doubtlessit ought to have been 
completed some time ago. However, it does 
not occur to me that the reasons why it should 
now be rushed through so hurriedly are so pow- 
erful as to justify the | in ~ me the rights 
of those who are most affected. It is said that 
it will take a commission so longa time to de- 
cide upon the awards and assessments, because 
the improvement covers 60 much ground. 

“ Where is the objection to dividing this work 
into sections, with a set of Commissioners tor 
each section! For example, let the first section 
extend from the City Ha)! Park to Canal Street; 
the second from Canal Street to Houston Street, 
and the third from Houston Street to Fourth 
Avenue. It should take these three sets of Com- 
missioners but one-third the time to accomplish 
the work that would be required by a single 
commission.” 

Sidney Y. Lowell, Louis G. Ragener, the latter 
representing the Puck Company, and others 

. denounced the Webster bill. One of the speak- 
ere said:

James A. Deering, author of the bill, defended 
it, and said the Elm Street people, if not favor- 
ing it, should try to have it amended so as to 
except Elm Street from its provisiona.

A YEAR AT THE ASTOR LIBRARY. 


oO 
ADDITIONS TO THE COLLECTIOX!—VIS- 
ITORS AND THEIR WORK. 


The forty-fourth annual report of the Astor 
Library, just issued, is a volume containing 
much food for contemplation. T. M. Markoe, 
President of the Board of Trustees, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the steady increase in 1892 
in the number ef persons making use of the 
library shows thatthe public more and more 
appreciates the advantages that are offered by 
the library. Mr. Markoe also calls attention to 
the fact that the character of ite work as a ref- 
erence library should be borne in mind when 
contrasting it with other libraries whose prin- 
cipal work is in the ciroulation of books, chiefly 
of a popular character. 

Tho Treasurer’s report shows that the fund 
for the maintenance of the library is $411,550; 
for the purchase of books, $7,500; to provide 
for the purchase of books, $400,000, and the 
total endowment, $2,011,976.75. The general 
income for 1892 was $25,368.09, and the gen- 
eral expenses were $22,964.49. There was ex- 
pended for books, binding, &c., $22,446.29. 


The whole number of volumes in the library 
Dec. 31, 1892, was 245,349, not inogluding 
pamphieta. The accessions to the lib by 
purchase and by gift were 6,403 volumes. 

Some interesting statements are found in the 
report of Superintendent Robbins Little. In the 
reading rooms in the year there were 53,459 
readers, and the number of books used there 
was 190,049. Visits to the alcoves were made 
by 8,109 persons authorized to stady there. 
The daily average of all persons using the 
library was nearly 226. In comparison with 
the previous year there was an increase of 482 
ordinary readers and 9,544 books drawn, but a 
decrease of 1,096 visits to the alcoves. Mr. 
Little states that the failing off in the visits to 
the alcoves may have been due to the efficiency 
ofthe librarianin charge of the delivery in 
supplying to the readers in the reading rooms 
the books required by them. 

“ With few exceptions,” says Mr. Little, “the 
public appreciate the liberality with which thie 
precious collection of books is putat their serv- 
ioe, and it has not been found necessary to 
take unusual precautions againat dishonesty. 
Vigilant custodians and simple checks preserve 
the books from loss or damage, except in rare 
instances of criminal cunning.” 

The most notable accession to the library, Mr. 
Little states, is a large number of mathematical 
works suggested by Prof. Charles 8. Pierce 
after a cureful examination of the collection in 
the library. Dr. Cogswell bought a valuable 
mathematical library in Germany and Prof. 
Newton of Yale recommended many later 
works. It ie believed that the department is 
now fairly complete both as to treatises and 
serial publications, 

Among the mostimportant gifts of the year 
were Gen. Todleben's ** Defense of Sebastopol” 
in German, six volumes, quarto, from the Rus- 
sian Consul General in this city; *“Specifica- 
tions of Inventions,” 190 volumes,from the 
British Patent Office; fac similes of the Tell El- 
Amama tablets from the British Museum; some 
fac similes of the Pell Papers in the British Mu- 
seum from Howland Pell; fac similes of the 
first letter of Columbus from the Boston Public 
Library and the Lenox Library, and the Book of 
Psalme revised according to the Masorah and 
Philippe D’Aquino's Taimudico Rabbinical Dio- 
tionary from Dr. Samuel Augustus Binrin. 

Records were kept of the studies of the read- 
ere in the alcoves. The table compiled from 
these records shows that only one reon 
studied books in each of the following classes: 
Agriculture and horticulture, juriaprudence, 
language and rhetoric, Bibliography was 
studied by 108 persons, chemistry and physics 
by 125, natural ae A by 259, medicine and 
surgery by 335, mctaphysics and social and po- 
lifical economy by 12}, music by 40, painting, 
sculpture, and archzology by 855, books on 
patents by 3,999, sports and games by 3, theol- 
ogy and ecclesiastical history by 127, heraldry 
and gencalogy by 148, American history by 
503, British history by 292, Dutoh history by 
36, French history by 50, German, Italian, 
Spanish, and Portuguese history by 7 each, 
Russian, Hungarian, and Polish history by 4, 
and Scandinavian history by1. Fifty-four per- 
sons consulted books of American literature: 
142, British; 79, classical; 57, French; 38, Ger- 
man; 1] each, Italian, Spanish, and Portuguese, 
and 2 Scandinavian.

4T ODDS WITH BARON FAVA. 


WHY THE PRESIDENT OF THE ITALIAN 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE RESIGNED. 


The members of the Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce are very much distressed by the resig- 
nation of Louis Contencin from the Presidency 
of the Chamber. He made a very acceptable 
officer, and 1t was not until he had positively 
refused to continue in office that the Chamber 
of Commerce accepted his resignation. 

The cause of the resignation dates back to 
the gift of the Columbus monument to the City 
of New-York by the Italian-American citizens 
of the city. At one time, according to the story 
told by a member of the organization, Charles 
Barsotti, who had charge of the gift and who 
managed it, thought that the whole plan of 
having the Italian Government send the monu- 
ment over by a Government transport accom 
panied by a man of war would utterly fail. Mr. 
Contencin interested himself in the matter, 


and went to Washington to ask the United 
Btates Government to give an invitation to 
Italy to send a man-of-war here. 

Baron Fava, the Italian Minister, in some way 
forestalled Mr. Contencia and made the request 
to the United States Government that his coun- 
try, Italy, be invited to send a war ship over to 
take partin the Columbian celebration in this 
city. Baron Fava did this indirectly, and Ital 
wae invited to have a ship at the celebration. It 
was thought that Baron Fava had objected to 
the part taken by Mr. Contencin in the matter. 

Some time Jater the Italian Minister was in 
New-York, and Mr. Contenoin called upon him. 
Baron Fava refused to see Mr. Contencin, the 
story goes, and when he did meet him treated 
him rudely. Then when a discussion over mat- 
ters concerning the monument arose in the 
Italian colony and many attacked Mr. Barsotti, 
Baron Fava, it is said, sympathized with Bar- 
sotti. Because Mr. Contencin was not an ad- 
herent of Barsotti in the matter, the Baron dis- 
liked Mr. Contencin more than ever. 

“And so,” said the informantof Tuk New- 
York Times, “ Mr. Contencin resigned his posi- 
tion as President of the Italian Chamber of 
Commerce because he was compelled in his offi- 
cial capacity to meet Baron Fava often, and 
he did not care to be subjected to the discourte- 
ous treatment which he had received before at 
the hands of the Baron.”’ 

There is also an sdded grievance in this mat- 
ter which had a great dealto do with the re- 
luctance of Mr. Contencin to meet Baron Fava 
in any business or social relation. Mr. Con- 
tencin was offered the honor of Commander of 
the Crown of Italy. As Mr. Contencin is an 
American citizen, it was necessary to have the 
consent of the Italian Minister to this country 
before the honor could be conferred upon him. 
Baron Fava never gave his consent and Mr. 
Contencin is still without the decoration. 

Mr. Contencin would not talk much about the 
matter yesterday, but he did say that his dis- 
like of meeting Baron Fava was the cause of 
his resignation. 

A President of the Italian Chamber of Com- 
meroe will be elected on Feb. 23.

In the meantime Mrs. Collins, who lives at 
150 Madison Streot, and is married to a hard- 
working painter,says that her sister and her hus- 
band fixed up a scheme in order to get the en- 
ure prize. They asserted that the ticket pur- 
chased by the sisters in partnership wasn’t the 
prize winner at all, but that the real winnin 
ticket had been bought by Unger himaelf 
Upon this statement the Ungers induced Kerbs, 
Wertheim & Schiffer to pay over half of the 
$15,000 to them, and withhold the share 
claimed by Mrs. Collins until her claims could 
be settled in court. Mrs. Collins protested, but 
in vain, and so she sought a lawyer, and the 
case will come to trial next week before Judge 
Andrews. 

The Ungers have already taken advantage of 
their suddenly-acquired riches te open a oigar 
store. They live at 123 East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street.

THE CORNERSTONE TO BE LAID WITH 
APPROPRIATE CEREMONIES, 





The cornerstone of the new edifice of the 
Immanuel German EVangelical Lutheran 
Churehin East Eighty-third Street, between 
Becond and Third Avenues, will be laid 
with appropriate ceremonies to-morrow morn- 
ing. Henry F. Erhardtisthe architect of the 
building, whichis te be a handsome edifice in 
the Gothio style.

He went to an- 
other field in 1867. In 1889 the church, which 
had erected an edifice on the present site, had 
become so reduced thatit was obliged to sell 
some of its land. There were only thirteen 
members. They appealed to Pastor Renz to re- 
turn, and he acceptea the call. In March, 1891, 
the strip of land that had been sold was bought 
back, and the congregation had increased so in 
size that it was felt that it would be best to 
havea new vhurob edifice. In June, 1892, it 
was definitely decided to build, and in Septem- 
ber the old building was torn down. 





A COMMON SCOLD'’S SENTENCE,

JERSEY JUSTICE ADMINISTERED TO A 
UNION HILL WOMAN. 


Mrs. Ejizabeth Schultze of Union Hill, who 
enjoys the distinction of being the second 
woman convicted in New-Jersey under the law 
against common scolds, was called up for sen- 
tence in Judge Hudepeth's court in Jersey City 
yesterday. 

“You are here,” the Judge said to her, “in a 
unique position. You have the honor te be the 
second person who has been convicted in this 
court of being a common scold. 

“The punishment for this offense was once 
severe. A ducking pond was provided. But in 


these more advanced times that has been done 
away with. It appears that you have no con- 
trol of yourtongue. You have disturbed your 
neighbors and driven some of them to move 
anew. The court intends to stop this sort of 
g. 

“You must keep quiet. If your neighbors an- 
noy you, you must resort to the law for redress. 
The court understands that you and your hus- 
band are industrious and that you are a good 
wife tohim. The sentence of the court is that 
you pay a fine of $10 and coste and stand com- 
mitted until the costs are paid.” 

The fine and costs amount.to about $60. It 
Was understood the fine would be paid. 





After the Brooklyn Elevated Road. 

Stephen M. Haye, a lawyer, who has been 
trying in the course of various sults to get at 
the facts regarding the organization of the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, and the mannor 
in which Anthony Barrett seeured over 23,000 
shares, has begun quo warrante proceedings to 
test the validity of the company’s charter.

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TRUST OFFICERS ON TAXES 


MR. BURNS OF THE STARCH TRUST 
DIDN'T WANT 170 TALK, 


BUT THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE GOT 
SOME SIGNIFICANT ADMISSIONS FROM 
HIM—BIG COMPANIES DOING BUSI- 
NESS HERE VIRTUALLY ESCAPE TAX- 
ATION IN THIS STATE. 


The joint legislative committees appointed to 
inquire into the matter of taxstion in this 
Stute had alively session in Part IL of the Su- 
perior Court, yesterday morning. 

From the testimony elicited 1t appeared that 
about $40,000,000 capital of companies doing 
the bulk of their business in this State, but or- 
ganized under the laws of other States, virtually 
escapes taxation in New- York. 

Most of the witnesses examined were officers 
of trusts, and they betrayed nervousness under 
examination. One witness, a representative of 
the Starch Trust, objected to giving testimony 
in the hearing of reporters. He did not want to 
make public figures showing how the mililons 
of the trust are divided into preferred and com- 
mon stock, and the balances in the treasury. 
That interesting testimony, however, is given 
in this column, the committee declining to re 
ceive any statements under cover. 

The members of the committee present were 
Senator MoClelland, Chairman; Senator Ahearn, 
Assemblymen Malby, Byrnes, Ainsworth, Cas- 
sin, and Guenther. Judge Andrew Hamilton of 
Albany appeared as counsel for the committee, 
and Sergeant at Arms Redmond of the Assem- 
bly was on hand to protect the committee if 
necessary. ° 

William J. Rogers of the Borden Condensed 
Milk Company was the first witness. He said 
the company had a capital stock of $3,000,000, 
and was organized under the laws of New- 
Jersey. The company was organized in New- 
Jersey because the jaws of that State were less 
objectionable than the laws of New-York 

‘-In what respects leas objectionable ?”’ Judge 
Hamilton asked. 

“One reason was because we could organize 
more readily elsewhere. A second reason was 


because the laws of New-Jersey do not require 
reports making publio inside jnformation, as is 
the case in this State,” said the witness. 

Witness said his company had a certificate 
enabling it to do business here; thatit did not 
pay a direct tax to the State. The company 
was first organized in New-York with a capital 
stock of $40,000; in New-JerBfey the company 
organized with s capital stock of $3,000,000, 
Although the main business office of the com- 
pany is in New-York, it pays taxes simply on 
stock on hand. 

Charles O. Burns, Secretary of the National 
Btarch Comspeny. known as the Starch Trust, 
was the next witness. Mr. Burns is a bright- 
looking man with a large head, its great ex- 
panse of baldness being fringed with very red 
hair. uring his examination he fingered his 
watoh chain nervously, and from time to time 
cast glances of apprehension at the reporters. 
He objected to going into the details of the 
trust’s business in the hearing of reporters, but 
the committee paid no heed to his protests. 

Mr. Burns said his home was in Rochester, 
and added, *“ But I am here now.” 

“That is to say, you have two places of resi- 
dence?” inquired Judge Hamilton. 

“ Well—yes—that is, I live here and have a 
home in Rochester,” replied the witness, hesi- 
tatingly. 

Witness shid the National Starch Company 
was organized under the laws of Kentuoky with 
a a gee stock of $10,500,000. Mr. urns 
would not volunteer any information. Judge 
Hamilton, Senators Ahearn and MoCleliand, 
and other members of the committee had to ask 
a large number of questions. The witness 
parted with information as reluctantly as men 
part with their teeth. 

Questioning at length elicited the informa- 
tion that the Staroh company Was made up of 
various starch properties that had been pur- 
chased, among them the Niagara, Glen Cove, 
and other starch manufactories of this State. 

Mr. Burns, although Secretary of the com- 
pany and at times Treasurer, did not know 
what the purchased starch companies in this 
State represented in capital stock at the times 
of their purchase. 

*Toan’tsay. I don't remember.” 

These were answers made to several ques- 
tions concerning affaire with which Sevretaries 
of companies are usually familiar. He did not 
know what the company paid in taxes to the 
State. He did not know why the company was 
organized in Kentucky. He had no idea of the 
annual amount of sales of his company in this 
State. 

‘Can you tell the amount of salesin round 
numbers ?t”’ Judge Hamilton asked. 

** Haven't the slightest idea.” 

“ You cannot tell, although you are Secretary 
of the company, anything about the amount of 
sales or what proportion of your stook in this 
State is taxed!’ said Judge Hamilton. 

** Yes, [am Secretary, attend the meetings of 
the company, and keep its books, and am ehief 
disbursing officer,” said the witness with em- 
barrassment, ‘“‘but I oan't tell you what you 
want.” 

It was suggested that Mr. Burns might get 
the information required by the committee and 
furnish it to-day. 

“Can't [ send it to you? Iam very busy,’ 
said the witness, pleadingly. 

“No. Your information may lead to more 
than we want,” said Senator MoCleliana, dryly. 

“You have said youdo notown any real es- 
tate in New-York,” said Senator Ahearn. 
* Don’t your company own the place in South 
Street, a big place where Many men are em- 
ployed ?”’ 

“Oh, yes. I forgot that,” replied Mr. Burns, 
blushing. 

Mr. Burne finally admitted that the company 
owned works in Glen Cove, L. L.; South Street, 
this clty, and Buffalo, in this State. The com- 
pany’s office in Covington, Ky., was supplied 
with two officers. 

* You don’t know why the company went to 
Kentucky to organize?” inquired Judge Hamil- 
ton. 
Oo No.” 

“ Never heard of any reason for going there?” 
persisted the Judge. 

Mr. Burns then remembered that he had 
heard that the company organized in Kentucky 
because it had two kinds of stocks, one pre- 
ferred, the other common. 

uestioned as to how the stock was classified, 
and as to the amounts, Mr. Burns shilted un- 
easily in his chair. Then, looking at the re- 
porters reproachfully, he exclaimed: 

“TI don’t think itis right to give this informa- 
tion here in public, where there are reporters 
who will put itin the papers. This information 
is confidential.” 

The committee smiled and Judge Hamilton 
pressed his question; whereupon Mr. Burna, 
very red in the face, said, as he read from a 
little memoraudum book: 

“Well, there is $4,500,000 of capital, with 
$3,807,000 preferred stock, balance $663,000; 
$3,000,000 of first preferred stock, $780,600 
dalanoe; $2,500,000 second preferred stock, 
$653,200 balance; common stock, $5,000,000; 
second, $4,450,700, balance, $540,300.” « 

‘*Ig the principal business of your company 
done in New-York!” Assemblyman alby 
asked. 

“ No—well—yes, a large proportion of business 
is done here,” said the witness, confusedly. 

Mr. Burns was excused until to-day, when he 
will be put through his paces on business done 
in the State. 

William W. Childs, Director of the American 
Manufacturing Company, engaged in the baling 
of cotton, said that his company was organized 
under the laws of West Virginia. The company 
has two manufactories in Brooklyn. Its capi- 
tal is $2,800,000. The company pays about 
$500 to the State in taxes. 

Elisha J. Fulton, Director of the National 
Cordage Company, said his company was or- 
ganized under the laws of New-Jersey; capital, 
$25,000,000. The company hae not had a mill 
in New-Jersey in nearly two years. It has two 
mills in this State. The outputof the trust is 
125,000 tons a year, 15,000 tons of which are 
manufactured in New-York. 

A majority of the officers of the company live 
in New-York; the home of the company is virt- 
ually here. The company practically escapes 
taxation in New-York. 

William M. Hoagland of the Royal Baking 
Powder Company was examined next. He 
thought it would be wise to exempt corpora 
tions from tax, and tax real estate instead. 

The witness became confused when Mr. Guen- 
ther asked if he thought the county of Erie 
should pay the $300,000 debt incurred by 
bringing troops to Buffalo to protect property 
of n railroad corporation, and that the railroad 
should not be taxed. 

Mr. Hoagland admitted that he had not stud- 
ied taxation outside of the large cities. 

“ How about taxing a railroad corporation in 
the City of New-York?” Mr. Ainsworth asked. 

“TJ don’t believe in taxing a company that 
takes a risk of collecting enough five-cent farss 
to make money. If it will take me from the 
Battery to Harlem for 5 cents, I feel like bid- 
ding it rodapeed.” 

The committee will meet this morning.

On cross-examination, much to the surprise of 
the prosecution, the witness said that Lawyer 
Robert J. Haine was present at some of the 
witness's meetings with Col. Hayes and Miss 
Keating. He did not make it clear in just what 
capacity Mr. Haine was acting, but he denied 
that Mr. Haine had endeavored to bring about 
the meetings or had used his influence in pro- 
curing an interview with Miss Keating. Mr. 
Piser further stated that all the negotiations he 
had endeavored to bring about were in refer- 
ence to the civil suit that Col. Hayes was in- 
terested in, the action being in the Rochester 
coarts. Co). Hayes, he said, had admitted to 
him that his chief reason for desiring a settle- 
ment was to prevent the necessity of Mrs. 
Hayes making a journey to Rochester, she be- 
ing ill. The question of settlement bore entire- 
ly a the civil suit and not upon the criminal 
action. 

Ex- Judge Curtis presented the case for the 
defense, and the court adjourned until Monday. 





4 COADJUTOR FOR NEW-YORKE. 


WHY WESTERN PM@ESTS BELIEVE ONE 
WILL BE APPOINTED. 


Western priests firmly believe that the end of 
the present agitation in Catholic Church circles 
will be the appointment of a coadjutor for New- 
York.

There 
is, then, nothing left for the Pope to do but to 
appoint a coadjutor, who would have the man- 
agemont of affairs and reduce the Arohbishop 
to insignificance. 

‘This action has often been taken in similar 
circumstances. New-York has been in a tur- 
moil for years. I never came to the city yet 
thatit was notin an uproar. First, it was the 
MocGlyun trouble; then the Burtsell trouble; 
then the commotion over the address to the 
Archbishop, and, finally, the education storm, 
which has upset the country. These things all 
centre in New-York. The other great seca— 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baitimore, Chicago, San 
Francisco—are f mn A peaceful. Rome does 
not like popular tumults, and the prelate who 
occasions them, though he were Thomas a 
Becket, is coldly looked upon. 

“It is true that Roman officials are in no hur- 
ry to have a Bishop resign, as arule. One of 
Bishop MoQuaid’s most effective threats to the 
oftciala when he was in Rome, fichting the 
Lambert case, was to throw his ring and his 
oross at them and threaten to resign under oir- 
cumstances that would startle the world. He 
frightenedthem. Buthe was careful never to 
resign in fact. Had he done so, presumably his 
resignation would have been accepted with 
speed. The appointment of a coadjutor is a 
measure of peace. A member of the opposition 
or an outsider is usually chosen, and he 
comes into office as a conociliator. With such a 
tradition it would not be surprising if Dr. Burt- 
sell or aman like Father Hotnett of Chicago 
would be made coadjutor.”’

NINE OR TEN METROPOLITAN OPERA 
HOUSE BOXES YET TO BE SOLD. 


The publie will have a chance to buy Metro- 
politan Opera House boxes to-day. There are 
only a few of them left. 

Under the plan proposed by Henry Clews for 
a reorganization of the Opera House Company 
the thirty-four parterre boxes are to be taken 
by stockholders at $30,000 each, and with the 
amount thus realized the property is to be 
bought in at the auction sale next Tuesday. Up 
to last night about twenty-five stockholders had 
signed the agreement. Those who signed yes- 
terday were Dr. W. Seward Webb, Frederick W. 


Vanderbilt, Wiliam C. Whitney, John Jacob 
Astor, and Mrs. ©. F. Woerishoffer. Mr. Van- 
derbilt is a new subscriber. 

The remaining boxes will be on sale at Mr. 
Clews’s office up to 3 o’olook Monday afternoon, 
at $30,000 apiece. They will be sold singly, oer 
by halves or thirds. 

“If the Opera House property is brought in 
at the auction sale for $1,500,000, as expected,”’ 
Mr. Clews said yeaterday, ‘‘that sum will cover 
all outstanding liabilities of the Metropolitan 
Opera House peaeey aro and will aleo acquire 
the two apartment houses on the corners of the 
Broadway front of the Opera House block. The 
apartment houses are now earning 6 per cent. 
interest and above on the amount of their cost, 
and are capable of Sotee atill better in the 
future, The value of the block of ground alone, 
containing as it does eight lote on Broadway, 
eight lots on Seventh Avenue, three on Thirty- 
ninth Street, and three on Fortieth Street, mak- 
ing twenty-two in number, are fairly worth 
without the buildings thereom $1,800,000, and 
a low estimate for the buildings, including 
apartment houses, say $700,000 more, making 
the valuation forthe entire property $2,500,000. 
It stood the old company in, without counting 
the annual assessments, $2,852,000, since 
which the ground has more then trebled in 
value, and there is stilla margin for an impor- 
tant advancement in the future,” 





Ferryboat and Barge Collide. 

The Hoboken ferryboat Secaucus was in 
collision with a barge while making her 6:40 
o’clock'trip to Barelay Street yesterday morn- 
ing. The barge, which was in tow of the tug 
Indian, carried.away her hawser just as the 
Secaucus was entering the wake of the tow. 
The swift current drifted the barge against tho 
side of the ferryboat before the latter could 
stecr clear of ite path. 

Windows in the forward compartment of the 
Secaucus were shattered, au considerable 
joiner work in the women’s cabin was demol- 
ished. Owing to the early hour there were few 
passengers on board. One of the pumber, Ed- 
ward Vall of Hoboken, was injured by the fall- 
ing woodwork. He was taken to his home. 

‘the Secaucus reached her pier without daiffi- 
culty, but the injuries she had received made it 
necessary to lay her up for repairs.

SAN DOMINGO IS WILLING

AGREES TO THE SCHEME OF HER 
AMERICAN DEBT HOLDERS. 


THEIR REPRESENTATIVES TO COLLECT 
IMPORT AND EXPORT DUTIES AND 
PAY THEMSELVES OFF—TALK WITH 
MR. CHARLES W. WELLS, JUST BACK 
FROM THE ISLAND, 


The American capitalists who went to San 
Domingo early in the Winter to secure from 
President Henreaux of the Black Republic an 
official confirmation of their bargain with the 
Holland bankers who had been building rail- 
roads and collecting the customs revenues of 
the country, have returned tothe United States, 
after having successfully accomplished the 
purpose of their journey. The San Domingo 
Government has ratified the bargain with the 
Holland bankers, by which the American syndi- 
cate assumes control ef the Custom House and 
partly completed railroad. Indeed, the Ameri- 
cans have secured concessions which practically 
put them in control of the finances of San 
Domingo. This step was rendered necessary to 
protect the American bondholders of the Dutch 
company. ‘ 

For many years after San Domingo became a 
republic the native Government endeavored to 
develop the country by granting privileges and 
by floating bonds. But as there was no guar 
antee of the bonds or concessions the native 
scheme of development never amounted to 
much. Affairs in the country were unsettled, 
and until Henreaux came into power there was 
no strong man at the head of affairs. 

In 1888 San Domingo, through Gen. Euge- 
nio Generoso Marhena, its fiscal agent, en- 
tered into acontract with Count de Oksza to 
lend the Government £820,000. This contract 
was transferred to Westendorp & Co., bankers 
of Amsterdam, and under the convention the 
Government was to pay 6 per cent. intesest on 
the bonds. The proceeds of the new issue were 
to be used partly to cancel oustanding issues 


for interior and exterior debts of the country, 
and was to be redeemed at par in thirty years, 
there being meanwhile drawings of bonds for 
redemption every six months. 

To guarantee Westendorp & Co., the San 
Domingo Government by law agreed to hand 
over the only Custom Houses—those at Porto 
Plata and San Domingo City—to Westendorp 
& Uo., giving them the right to collect all the 
import and export duties, and to reserve to 
themselves therefrom 230,000 equivalent in 
gold every six months, or £60,000 in gold per 
year. There was a peculiar clause in the agree- 
ment, however, which said, “ It being explained 
that the total annuity, that is,2£60,000 about in 
gold, represents an amount far inferior to 30 
per cent. of the general revenues of the nation.” 

These annuities, as also the loan, were 66- 
cured by @ general mortgage on all the reve- 
nues and by a first lien upon the receipts of all 
the Custom Houses. To Westendorp & Co. 
was given the right to collect all duties by their 
Own agents, and the rates of duty on exports 
and imports were not to be altered witnout 
their permission. The Government reserved of 
all bonds that might be issued a sufficient num- 
ber to eancel the Harmont or foreign debt of 
1869 of £142,860 and the interior debt of 
£123,660. The Dutch Government was made 
the final arbitrator of all differences between 
Westendorp & Co. and San Domingo. By a 
supplementxry contract the loan of Westendorp 
& Co. was changed to £770,000 and the annuity 
to £55,645. 

Westendorp & Co. floated their bonds at 
slightly under 80 percent, turning over to 
San Domingo about £371,000. There were sub- 
sequent contracts with Westendorp & Co. which 
increased San Domingo’s indebtedness to 
abvut $6,500,000. The. bonds were floated in 
Lendon and on the Continent, and American 
oapitalists took about $2,500,000 of the indebt- 
edness. The Government of San Domingo 
used some ofits money in building a railroad 
from Puerto Plata back into the rich interior, 
but only eleven miles have been built. The 
convention with Westendorp & Co. did not work 
satisfactorily. There were poor crops, and the 
customs declined from $1,700,000 in 1887 to 
$1,200,000 in 1892. Smuggling and all kinds of 
official crookedness sprang up at the Ous- 
tom Houses, and now six months’ intereston the 
bonds is due. 

A year ago Westendorp & Co. opened up nego- 
tiations with American capitalists to take the 
load otf their shoulders, and the American 
San Domingo Improvement Company was 
organized in New-York with Smith M. Weed of 
Plattsburg as President. Others associated 
with him are Charies M. Wells of 36 Wall 
Street, Warner Miller, H. F. Dimook, Frank 8. 
Smith, and Everett P. Wheeler. There waa at 
first consideraple opposition in San Domingo 
to a transfer of the convention with Westen- 
dorp & Co. to the Americans, and in December 
Mr. Wells, Frederick W. Hollsof 420 Broadway, 
and George 8. Weed, son of Smith M. Weed, 
went down there to try diplomacy. They took 
a@ pleasure party of ladies and gentlemen with 
them, and everybody had a goodtime. Their 
diplomacy succeeded, and the negotiations for 
the transfer of the convention with Westendorp 
& Co. have been closed. 

The Americans will control the Custom Houses 
of Ban Domingo after March 1, will collect 
the revenues through their own agents, will 
suppress smuggling and official crookedness, 
and will, by contract, complete the railroad 
from Puerto Plata to Santiago. 

“ A large internal debt,” said Mr. Wells yester- 
day, ‘‘has accumulated because of the falling off 
of revenues. This will be met by a new issue of 
bonds. In case of fallure to pay the interest 
and annuities, 8an Domingo will submit to ar- 
bitration by the United States, Belgium, Hol- 
land, England, and France. President Hen- 
reaux intends to change the currency of his 
country from a silver tg a gold standard. I 
think San Domingo’s future is bright Many 
Americans are growing sugarcane there, and 
the country is rich in tobacco, coffee, logwood, 
and hard woods.” 





THE TROLLEY LOWERS WAGES. 


rt 
REDUCTIONS PROPOSED BY THE BROOK- 
LYN TRACTION COMPANY. 


The surface railroad employes in Brooklyn are 
dissatisfied over an expected reduction in wages 
onthe Atlantic Avenue system, now owned dy the 
Brooklyn Traction Company. The car cleaners 
have been paid $1.50 a day, but they are to get 
only $1.25 hereafter. The towboys are to be 
reduced from $1.25 a day to $1, the cartmen 
from $1.50 to $1.25, and the night watchmen 
from $14 a week to $12. The stablemen will 
have to oare for twenty-six horses inatead of 
twenty. No reduction in the wages of drivers 


and conductors has been threatened, and the 
order in reference to the othera has not yet 
gone into effect. 

These reductions do not directly affect the la- 
bor organizations, for none of the men em- 
pores by this company are Knights of Labor. 

resident Richardson put a stop to all that 
when he won the last strike on his road and re- 
fused to re-employ any man who belonged to a 
labor organization of any kind. 

The Brooklyn City Company and the De Kalb 
Avenue Road have already signed contracts 
with their men for the year 1893, and the wages 
paid willbe the same as those current during 
the past year. The introduction of the trolley 
system is responsible for the reductions on the 
Atlantic Avenue Road, for it will soon do away 
with the necessity of towboys and stablemen.

PROFIT OF TWENTY MILLIONS. 


MR. ADDICKs’S PLAN OF CONSOLIDAT- 
ING BROOKLYN GAS COMPANIES. 


The plan to consolidate the Brooklyn gas 
companies, on which J. Fdward Addicks has 
been working for some time, was made public 
yesterday when Mr. Addicks sent a ciroular let- 
ter to the gentlemen interested in the deal. 

By this it appears that the Beckton Construc- 
tion Company is to be tormed with a capital of 
$5,000,000. Te purchase the stock and bonds 
of the old companies will cost $15,000,000. A 
new company is to be formed with a capital of 
$20,000,000 and bonds to the amount of 
$15,000,000, and the stock and bonds are to be 
given to the Beckton Company for the old gas 
companies, leaving a surplus or profit to tho 
organizers of the deal of the difference between 
$15,000,000 and $35,000,000, or $20,000,000, 

Mr. Addicks estimates that 2,800,000 cubic 
feet of gas was sold during 1892, on which the 
net earnings were $1,300,000. This would pay 
the intereston the $15,000,000 of new bonda 
and would allow a dividend of 2% per cent. on 
the new $20,000,000 of stock. 

With the regular rate of increase in consump- 
tion, the oiroular states, the Consolidated Conm- 
pany could pay 6 per cent. dividends on this 
$20,000,000 of stock inside of three years. 





CHICAGO PRODUCE MABEKETS. 


CuIcaco, Feb. 10.—With comparatively little 
changes in the hog market the speculative produce 
market opened steady at about the figures that pre- 
vailedat the close Thursday. The traders in the 
pit paid more attention to lard than to anything else, 
and there soon developed an active demand for 
small shorts.

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THE SENATE COMMITTRBE’S RE- 
PORT ON THE HOMESTEAD STRIKE. 


EMPLOYMENT OF ARMED DETECTIVES 
DBNOUNORD—MR. CARNEGIE’S VIEWS 
RECOMMENDED FOR MR. FRICK’S 
PERUSAL—THE CONCLUSIONS DRAWN 
FROM THE INVESTIGATION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Mr. Gallinger, (Rep., 
NN. H.,) from the select committee appointed by 
the Senate to investigate the facts in relation to 
the employment for private purposes of armed 
bodies of men, or detectives, in counection with 
differences between workmen and employers, 
submitted the report of the committee to-day. 

The committee found that even the proprietors 
of the detective agencies admitted that the 
presence of the so-called Pinkertons at a strike 
served to inflame unduly the passions of the 
strikers, and the employment of detectives in 
the guise of mechanics impressed the committee 
with the belief that it is an utterly vicious sys- 
tem, responsible for much of the ill feeling and 
bad blood displayed by the working classes. 


The committee says: 

“It strikes your committee thatif Mr. Frick had 
acted upon the views laid down by Mr. Andrew Oar- 
negie in his article *The Results ot the Labor 
Trouble,’ in the “orum magazine, which in a recent 
letter to the Chairman of this committee Mr. Carno- 
gie reaffirmed, and had further extended negotia- 
tions with his workmen, the Homestead strike 
might have been avoided.” 

The committee reached these conclusions: 

1. Rights of employers and workmen are equal. 

2. Employers have an undoubted right, provided 
they fulfill their agreements, to employ and dismiss 
men at pleasure. 

8. Workmen can legally organize for mutual pro- 
tection and improvement. 

4. When dissatisfied with wages or hours they 
should attempt arbitration. 

6. Failing in this they havea right to discontinue 
work either singly or in a body. 

6. Having discontinued, they have no right, either 
legal or moral, by ferce: or intimidation, to keep 
others from taking their places, or to attempt to oc- 
oupy, injare, or destroy, the property of their em- 
ployers. 

7. In all controversies, arbitration having failed, 
reliance should be placed upon the power and ade- 
quacy of the lew, 

8. Whether assumedly legal or not, the employ- 
ment of armed bodies of men for private purposes, 
either by —— or employes, should not be re- 
sorted to, and such uee is an assumption of the 
State’s authority by private citizens. 

9. Btates have undoubted authority to legislate 
against the employment of armed bodies of men for 

rivate purposes, but the power of Congress 80 to 
egisiate is not clear, although it would seem that 
Congress ought not to be powerless to prevent the 
movement of such bodies from one State w another. 

In conclusion, the committee says that its in- 
vestigations have lei it to conciude that the 
fault is not wholly on one side; that middle 
ground seems to be in the direction of arbitra- 


tion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Secretary Foster to- 
day received the resignation of M. E. Bell as 
Superintendent of Repairs of the United States 
Government buildings at Chicago and as 
Buperintendent of Construction of the United 
Btates Government building, Werld’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, Chicago. 

Secretary Foster, in reviewing the report 
made by Assistant Secretary Lambertson in the 
case of Mr. Bell, stated that, in his opinion, 
*“*Mr. Bell had been guilty of such negligence as 


to require the express disapprobation of this de- 
partment,” and, with this indorsement on it, the 
report was sent to Mr. Bell. In tendering his 
resignation he regrets that the Secretary is of 
the opinion that he has been guilty of such 
negligence as to require the express disapproba- 
tion of the department, and that he has not been 
able to satisfy the Secretary of his rectitude in 
the matter. He asks that hie resignation be im- 
mediately accepted.

THE BAY RIDGE FERRY FIGHT. 


—_—_—~——_——_ 
LESS DESIRE FOR HASTE IN RUSHING THB 
ABOLITION RESOLUTION THROUGH. 


A little publicity is a very good thing some- 
times, even regarding matters before the Board 
ef Aldermen. i 

The great haste with which certain persons 
wanted to rush the application for the abolition 
of the Bay Ridge Ferry from Whitehall Street, 
this oity, to Sixty-fifth Street, South Brooklyn, 
through the Aldermanic Committee on Ferries 
and Franchises was not so marked at yeeter- 
day s hearing before the committee as it was 
at Thursdey’s meeting when some of the mom- 
bers of the committee wanted to close the hear- 
ing there and then. 

Alderman Brown expressed the belief that 
the reporters had active imaginations. Alder- 
man Brown introduced the resolution abolish- 
ing the ferry. However, the committee de- 
cided to hold a public hearing again on the 
question, next Thursday at 1 o'clock, in the 


Council Chamber. Mr. Brown watched the pro- 
ceedings closely yesterday, but he made no ef- 
fort to run things. 

The committee, yielding to public opinion, 
thought that the best policy was to give an- 
other hearing. Alderman Brown said that per- 
sonal friends of his on Staten Island had com- 

lained to him of'the inefficient service of the 

taten Island boats. They were overcrowded 
because they did not run often enough, and the 
company said that it could not run more boats 
because one of the slips at Whiteball Street had 
to accommodate both the Staten Island and the 
Bay Ridge beats. Mr. Brown also said that 
there was no intention of abolishing the ferry 
to Bay Ridge, but he believed the Bay kidge 
line should look up a — elsewhere. He also 
said that because the Bay Ridge Ferry was not 
operated by an independent company — the 
Staten Island Company operates it—no ferry to 
Bixty-fifth Street, Brooklyn, had ever been ea- 
tablished. It was merely an annex to the 
Staten Island Ferry. 

But Mr. Brown’s resolution aské that this Bay 
Ridge Ferry franchise be abolished, and that 
the resolution passed by the Aldermen in 1877 
creating it be repealed. 

When yesterday’s hearing began Frank 8. 
Gannon, General Superintendent of the Staten 
Island Rapid-Transit Company, dispelled the 
idea that that coinpany was at the bottom of 
the movement to have the Bay Ridge line abol- 
isheq 

“TI want to say,” said he, “that our company 
has had nothing to do with this matter, and 
did not know that this resolution was to be of- 
fered until we read it in the pewapepers. We 
want to keep up the Bay Ridge Ferry, but 
somebody has concluded that if we were to get 
the exclusive use of the two elips at the foot of 
Whitehall Street for our Staten Island business 
we would not object to this movement. 

“We want it distinctly understood that we 
have nothing to do with this proposal to abolish 
the ferry to Sixty-fifth Street, Bay Ridge. We 
think we have handled our business in # satis- 
factory manner, and have given fair accom- 
modations to the pubiic. We have ample facil- 
ities for any business we have, as it is, or 
even for a little larger business.” 

In response to Alderman Wund’s inquiry 
whether the Bay Ridge people were satistied 
wifh the accommodations, Mr. Gannon said 
that not much complaint had been heard. The 
Bay Ridge line earns about 25 per cent. of the 
Staten Island Company's ferry receipts, accord- 
ding to Mr. Gannon. 

On behalf of the Citizens’ Association of Bay 
Ridge and Fort Hamilton, James A. Townsend 
and Henry E. Bowns presented a petition 
against the abolition of the ferry. They said it 
Was necessary to the town of New-Utrecht. 

John McNamee and other Staten Islanders 
spoke for the abolition of the ferry so far as its 
ocoupancy of the slip is concerned. It is evident 
that there is a desire to force the Staten Island 
company to put on more boats. 

After a long discussion, next Tharsday’s hear- 
ing was agreed upon. Each side will be allowed 
an hour in which to present its case. 

While the discussion as to time to be given to 
each side was in progress Alderman Parks, who 
is a member of the Committee on Ferries and 
Franchises, said: 

“It we could get hold of the woolly-headed 
gentleman who is said to be concealed in this 
matter, and could make him talk, we should 
probably get more information in five minutes 
than we are likély to get from you gentlemen in 
a week.” 

One man who was at the hearing suggested 
that as the Bay Ridge Ferry was the principal 
feeder for the Sea Beach route to Coney Island, 
its abolition would give Austin Corbin and the 
Long Island Railroad Company @ monopoly of 
the land travel to Coney Island.

WASHINGTON HEIGHTS’ 


NEEDS. 


THE CITY GOVERNMENT ASKED TO DO 
MANY THINGS. 


The Washington Heights Progressive Asso- 
ciation has issued an elaborate petition to the 
various departments of the City Government, 
setting forth th® comprehensive needs of that 
section, It calls ite paper a “greeting” to 
everybody concerned, and after reciting the up- 
ward tendency of property valuations and the 
neglect shown Washington Heights in street 
and other improvements, it proceeds to state 
what is wanted. 

The Rapid-Transit Commissioners sre asked 
to grant to the Manhattan Company the priv- 


lege to extend aline out the Boulevard from 
Sixty-fourth Street to Fort George, on condi- 
tion that only a five-cent fare be charged. Re- 
quest is made of the Fire Department for an 
engine and hook and ladder company to be sta- 
tioned north of One Hundred and Sixty-fifth 
Street and for additional improved fire-alarm 
boxes. A new primary school is wanted imme- 
diately between One Hundred and Sixty-fifth 
and One Hundred and Seventy-fifth Streets. 

The Department of Public Parks is requested 
to lay out and improve High Bridge Park and to 
complete the entrance to the Washingten 
Bridge. A public dock is asked of the Depart- 
ment of Docks at One Hundred and sixty-fifth 
Street, to lessen the cost of delivery of coal, 
building material, and merchandise.on Washing- 
ton Heights. 

Action on Mayor Gilroy’s Speedway is urged 
upon the Board of Street Opening, which is 
requested also to take immediate action to se- 
oure the opening of all streets and avenues on 
Washington Heights where such steps have not 
already been taken. All streets and avenues 
officially declared open should at once be regu- 
lated, graded, curbed, sewered, flagged, and 
paved. Gas and water mains, fire hydrants, and 
gas lamps on streeta with buildings, and all 
necessary street repairs are demanded. These 
duties develve upon the Department of Public 
Works. 

The Corporation Counsel is requested, in all 

roceedings affecting propery interests on 

Vashington Heights in which Commissioners 
are appointed, to arrange that at least one 
Commissioner in each proceeding shall be a 
resident of Wasbington Heights. The Legiela- 
ture will be asked, if necessary, to facilitate 
these improvements.
